Lindsay's curlers haye appealed 
to Town Council to help them in 
their present drive for funds to 
finance artificial {ce at the Lind- 
say Curling Club. Tne curlers 
made their appeal at Monday 
night’s Council meeting with Dr. 
C.M. Laidley as their spokesman. 
‘The club did not ask the Town for 

cash donation towards the pro- 
ject but rather requested that they 
give them a remission of taxes on 
their premises this year and rec- 
ommend to next year’s Council 
that they do®the same. Council 
agreed to the matter under 
consideration and it was left over 
until the estimates for this year’s 
expenditures are struck. Mayor C. 
‘Lamb expressed the opinion during 
later discussion that he thought 
Council would favor the idea. 
EXPLAIN COST OF 
UNDERTAKING 

In submitting the Club’s request 
for assistance from Town Council 
Dr. Laidley gave members a detail- 
d account of the expense involved 
in bringing 6 modern curling club 
house and artificial ice plant into 
being. He said the club had al- 
ready spent $20,000 on a new club 
house and that the artificial ice 
Plant was going to cost $22,500. He 
stated that the terms of the con- 
tract for the ice plant were 10 per 
cent on signing, 50 per cent when 
installation is complete and the 
balance to be financed through the 
company. It-was, he said, to raise 
funds to meet the 50 per cent 
($10,000) that the appeal to public 
subscription was being made. 
FIVE REASONS FOR MAKING 
APPEAL 

Dr. Laidley submitted to Council 
five reasons why the club was ap- 
pealing to them for remission of 
taxes. (1) The development of the 
spirit of good sportsmanship which 
the club has aided in the 70 years 
fof its existence; (2) The club's 
value as a2 medium of creating 
goodwill toward Lindsay in the 
neighboring communities; (3) The 
club’s desire to modernize in keep- 
ing with the progress of the town; 
(4) The recreational contribution 
which the club makes to the large 
citizen-membership under its pres- 
ent setup and which would be 
greatly increased with artificial ice 
and (5) The encouragement of 
curling as a form of recreation 
among high school students here 
at a2 membership fee below the 
actual cost of providing facilities. 


EVERYONE WELCOME 
The Club's spokesman in his 
M@Bpncluding remarks stressed the 
fact that members regarded the 
Lindsay Curling Club as a com- 
munity project with its doors<open 
to all comers. “We feel that we are 
justified jn coming to you for sup- 
port as, after all, thls 1s a com- 
munity project and any lady, man 
or boy in the community is wel- 
come to our ranks,” he told Coun- 
cil in conclusion.

Town Council Supports 


Education 


Bd.’s Move 


Town Council has taken the ne- 
cessary action to give its support 
to the formation of an enlarged 
high school area with headquart- 
ers at Lindsay. Meeting with mem- 
bers of the Board of Education at 
their regular session Monday, 
Council passed a resolution re- 
questing that County Council dis- 
solve the present high school dis- 
trict and asking that Lindsay be 
included in the new enlarged high 
school area. Similar action was 
taken by the Board of Education 
at its January meeting but Cotun- 
cil’s support was neces <ry to 
make it effective. 

EXPLAINS ADVANTAGES: 

Secretary of the Board of Edu- 
cation J.R. Wilford was on hand 
for the meeting and he explained 
f. Council what he ~ considered 
were some of the advantages to be 
gained from an enlarged high 
school. area. Mr. Wilford is chair- 
man of the Victoria County Con- 
sultative Committee on the pro- 
posed enlarged high school areas. 
He told members that the Consult- 
ative Committee has approached 
the plan with a view to forming 
two large high school areas in Vic- 
toria----one centering on Fenelon 
Falls and the other centering on 
Lindsay. 


STABILIZES ATTENDANCE: 

Mr. Wilford said that the en- 
larged high school area would 
have the effect of stabilizing at- 
tendance at the central schools 
and that the idea of a composite 
school was to afford a much 
broader coverage of subjects. He 
said that some of the special 
courses which would be included 
in the curriculum of the enlarged_ 
or composit school would Tequiré © 
a full attendance for thé various 
classes to make them feasible. 
Among the proposed new courses 


would be four-year courses,in shop ~ 


work, home economics and agricul- 
tural science and a three-year 
commercial. 
HIGHER GRANT OBTAINABLE: 

On the basis of present grants 
the Proyince would make a net 
grant of 68 per cent plus 10 dollars 
per pupil if the composit school 
area were formed at Lindsay, Mr. 
Wilford stated. He noted that the 
present grant for the present high 
school amounted to approximately 
65 per cent. 
LINDSAY SHOULD SET 
EXAMPLE 

The spokesman said ft was tne 
opinion of the Lindsay Board of 
Education that other districts 
would be reluctant to take any de- 
finite action until Lindsay had 
taken the initiative and acted. He 
also asserted that it was the 
Board's opinion that the proposed 
enlarged school area would be 
the best interests of Lindsay and 
she district.

Premier George Drew of Ontario 
says that electric power will be 
extended to 25-thousand new rural 
consumers during 1948. 

He made this announcement in 
& broadcast over provincial radio 
stations from Toronto Friday 
night. 

Drew sald that--"This year more 
than 25-thousand new rural con- 
sumers will be added to the dis- 
tributing services throughout the 
province.” And he said--“This will 
bring to more than 220-thousand 
the total number of active rural 
consumers of electric energy 
throughout Ontario.” 

Drew said that--"The greatest 
period of growth, power supply and 
capital investment” of the On- 
tario Hydro-Electric Power Com- 
mission “lies immediately ahead 
when one million 100-thousand ad- 
ditional horse power will become 
available from plants now under 
construction throughout Ontario at 
a cost of nearly 300-million dollars. 

The premier said that more than 
925 municipalities are now tled in 
with the great provincial network

three million horse power to its 
consumers.

Plant Babies from Disease | 


FILL FLAT COMPLETELY, 
WITH SPHAGNUM MOSS. - 


i LIGHTLY COVERED 


What penecillin does for humans, 
some anti-biotic substance which 
is present in sphagnum moss will 
do for seeds and seedling plants. 

‘The dread ‘“‘damping-oft” disease, 
which so often destroys tiny plants, 
sometimes even before they reach 
the soil surface, may be prevented 
by sowing the seeds in a thin layer 
of sphagnum moss placed on top 
of the soil in a seed flat. 

“This precaution is so easy, and 
the danger of the disease so great 
whenever seeds are grown in the 
home, in hot-beds or in green- 
houses, that the use of sphagnum 
is wise in all such cases. 

The material is inexpensive, be- 
ing used by nurserymen for pack- 
ing about the rootS of plants, and 
may be obtained from florists and 
seedsmen. For use in the seed box 
it is rubbed on a sieve or screen 
having three meshes to the inch. 
A layer of shredded sphagnum half 
an inch deep on top of soil is 
sufficient to protect the seedlings 
against disease. Seed should be 
sown in the moss, and lightly cov- 
ered with the same material,

The moss should be thoroughly al 
wet when the seed is sown, and the ! 
seed box then covered with a pane 
of glass. Germination will usually 
take place before additional water- 
ing is necessary but the moss should’ 
not be allowed to dry out; and it 
must be watered on the surface, 
because subirrigation is not ef- 
fective on this material. 2 

Flats may also be entirely filled — 
with sphagnum moss, prepared 
the same way, When this is do 
the flat should be drained free 
since water must be applied on the © 
surface. The moss should be well 
soaked once in two or three days; — 
overwatering does no harm. It 
also necessary to supply plant food 
in the water, when the seedlings 
begin to grow. Use a soluble plant 
food, in the quantities recommend- 
ed by the producer. 

Plants grown in sphagnum 
velop heavy root systems, and 
moss adheres to the roots much 
better than soil, which enables 
transplanting to be done it 
or no loss of root area.

NO INDEPENDENT ASSESSMENT— 

Toronto’s board of control favored an application 
for provincial legislation which would make the board 
of assessors, headed by Mr. W. J. Stewart, an inde- 
pendent body. The board later decided to postpone such 
action for two-years, with the board functioning ex- 
perimentaly in the meantime. 

This decision went to th ecity council’s legislation 
committee which took alarm lest it be interpreted as 
a commitment to the establishment of an independent 
board at.a future date. Ald. Shannon said: “The board 
of control do not go on record as saying they are op- 
posed to legislation to set up the assessors’ board. They 
only say they are not in favor of it at this time. When 
its usefulness is over at the end of two years as an 
advisory board, the board of assessors should be dis- 
banded and the assessment commissioner take over. 
We should make it perfectly clear we are opposed to 
to seeking legislation for this board at any time.” 

The committee agreed. It is against an indepen- 
dent board either now or in the future. 

The city council should take the same attitude. 
The electors do not like the idea of board of control 
and council shifting to other bodies the responsibilities 
they were themselves elected to assume, The hostility 
to Mr. Stewart shown by some members of council is 
aside altogether from the main issue which is the trans- 
fer of powers to a body not directly responsible to the 
electorate.

During the late winter months 
apples in storage begin to show 
considerable depreciation, usually 
in loss in flavour and texture, as 
well as through the start of sey- 
eral. disorders, such as scald, 
breakdown and rots. These condi- 
tions are bound to occur .even in 
the best types of storage, says W. 


R. Phillips, Division of Horticul- 
ture, Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa. 


In the light of these facts it 
can readilyy be understood, he says 
that the modern method of pack- 
ing apples out of storage has 
several advantages. Apples gruded 
and packed before storage will 
have the occasional rot or break- 
down which will depreciate the 
value of the ' whole container. 
Often the value of a whole con- 
signment may be influenced. If 
the fruit 1s graded and packed 


the consumer there is little likeli- 
'hood of any spoiled apples being 
present, 

Many storage operators may not 
realize how quickly apples spoil 
after removal from storage. If a 
small sample of fruit is removed 
from storage to a warmer temper- 
ature the storage operator will be 
able to see the probable condition 
of the apples on reaching the con- 
sumer,

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The Hungry Children of the World

® Those were the simple words of » 


Dr. Robert Debre, one of the lead- 
ing pediatricians of France. They 
state the one central fact that 


stood out clearly among the enor- 


mous contrasts We found In a few 
days in France. 

Despite all the French have done 
and are doing—on an average ra- 
tion of 2300 calories a day—there 
remains a desperate gap between 
their needs and the resources 


available. Great numbers of adults: / 
are in distress—but the most pain- / 


ful thing is the effect on the 


health and welfare of 13 million 


growing children. 

One of the most vital aspects of 
this general shortage is the lack 
of milk for children. Grownups 
have long since given up milk, 
60 the children can have it. In 
the last few months, milk has been 

@ unavailable even for invalids in 
Hospitals, suffering from ailments 
which require milk to relieve pain 
and bring about recovery. 

Today, all the milk in France, 
almost without exception, is going 
to children under four and to 
nursing and expectant mothers. 
Children over four, because they 
get no milk and because of a scar- 
city of other essential foods, have 
suffered severely—and the pros- 
pect {5 that it will be still harder 
for them in the months ahead. 

These facts have hit France very 
hard, for the French have always 
been a great food-producing na- 
tion. Before the war France ra{sed 

e@ almost all the food she needed and 
was able to pay for import of the 
balance. And afterwards, after an 
excellent 1946 harvest made hopes 
soar, drought struck; last year’s 
grain crop was the worst in 
French history; it depleted dairy 
herds and the herds that remained 
gave less milk; it cut the bread ra- 
tion, and the fruit and vegetable 
supply. 

The direct and inevitable result 
has been that the infant death 
rate, already double that of the 
United States, is again moving up-

ward. The present average con- 
sumption of 2300 calories a day 
(the U.S. average 1s 3400) will 
drop to 2200 in a few weeks, This 
is only am average; many cnu- 
dren will get no more than 1700. 

Men like Dr. Debre, the pedia- 
trician, and Euegene Aujaleux, di- 
rector of the Ministry of Health’s 
division of hygiene, are doing all 
they can. They are both working 
to organize a national committee 
for the United States Appeal for 
Children, so that the. work of the 
UN International Children’s Em- 
ergency Fund can continue and 
expand. The French government 
has contributed one million dol- 
lars to the Children’s Fund to 
help keep the agency operating 
until money comes in from the 
appeal. 


The fund and the French goy- 
ernment, working together, are 
giving emergency feedings to only 
220,500 children and to 70,000 
nursing and pregnant ‘mothers, 
out of the millions who badly need 
them, The French government 
provides half and the fund the 
other half, with powdered milk. 
The food that is handle by the 


fund cannot go into the black 
market. It goes directly to the 
children, mostly in group feedings. 
I was gratified to see the effi- 
ciency with which the supplies are 
protected. 

Before we left home we were 
warned that we would be shown 
only the worst conditions., In 
France, they wanted to show us 
the best—and we saw the worst 
only when we insisted. The French 
are.a, proud people, and do not like 
to parade their difficulties. 

At L'Ecole de Plein Aire, a spe- 
cial school for invalid children in 
the city of Surresnes, we saw one 
side. Here 200 children’ are being 
given some of the best care in the 


‘world—until they haye to make 


room for others and return to the 
conditions which induced their 
ailments, There is a.fine modern 
building, with big. windows. The 
food is adequate. The nurses and 
doctors are the best—but this is 
only a model, for France and other 
countries. Materials are not ayail- 
able to finish the long planned ad- 
ditions. 

Mrs. Bowles saw the other side 
of the picture in the industrial 
town of Colombes, where she 

found whole families living in 
one-room shacks®In one of these 
ved a man and his wife ‘and their 
three children. The father was at 
home—not taking care of the chil- 
dren, but being cared for by them 
because he had lost both legs. He 
will have to wait many months for 
artificlal legs. His wife was ar 
work making $10 a week in an 
oil refinery. 

Nearby was another family, in 
another one-ruom, windowless 
shack. For seven, children and 
thelr widowed mother, there was 
one bed, two chairs, a table with 
a stove on St. For light, a few ca 
dles, Ordinarfly, the oldest boy, 14 
cares for his brothers and sisters. 
Today the mother was at nome; 
the factory where she earns $10 
a week was shut down for lack of 
coal, 


It was not surprising that the 
children in this poor apology for a 
home were not only clean, but 
smiling and gay, It was One of the 
enormous contrasts that hit us 
hard in France, for these children 
were also very hungry.

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Freadem Train ‘Local’ Is 


Ex-Army Bus; It Subs for 


ee 8

MONTCLAIR, NJ. —(NBA)—A 
sign outside the old Army bus 
read: “Montclair's Freedom Truck,” 

Inside, a solemn line of school 
children carefully moved past one 
historical document after another. 
When they finished, they returned 
to their classroom where the teach- 
ers explained the significance of 
what they had just seen. The Free- 
dom Truck moved on to another 
school, 

The Freedom Truck is Mont- 
clair’s substitute for the Freedom 
Train which will miss this city and 
more than 3000 others in the “Year 
of Rededication” to American his- 
torical ideals. 

“Tt seems to us that every com- 
munity should have some part in 
the program,” says Cleland Austin, 
head of Montclair's Development 
Board. “Since it was ‘mpossible for 
the Freedom Train to come here, 
we decided to find a subs itute 
which would carry the same mes- 
sage to our people. 

“The American Heritage Foun- 
dation, sponsor of the Freedom 
Train, was enthusiastic about our 
idea but couldn't provide us any 
historical documents, They did ar- 
range to get the Army bus for us. 

“We obtained from the State Li- 
brary, the original text of conces- 
sions and agreements issued by 
William Penn and the Proprietors 
of West Jersey in 1676. It is the 
frame of government issued the 
settlers in that area 100 years be- 
fore the Bil lof Rights and is 
even more sweeping in its grants 
of personal and religious freedoms. 

“We also got the original letter 
of transmittal from the New Jer- 
sey Commissioners of the U.S. Con- 
stitutional Convention to the New 
Jersey legislature, the official prin- 
ted copy of the US. Constitution 


Montclair’s “Freedom Truck” 
makes all stops in the New Jersey 
town that wanted to be in on the 


submitted to the legislature for ra- 
tification and the original draft of 
the Bill of Righs sent to the state 
legislature for ratification.” 

Austin dug up local historical 
documents and others dealing with 
the state back to pre-revolutionary 
times. One was an old deed sign- 
ed by Indians with their scrawled 
marks which transferred much of 
the land near Montclair. 

“The idea caught hold right 
away,” Austin says. “We started 
Freedom Week with special serv- 
ices in all the churches and with 
a big meeting at the high school: 
Now we find a week isn’t going to 
be long enough and we have ex- 
tended it to 10 days. 

“When we finieh we are going to 
send a full report to the Heri-

historical ideals, but wasn’t on the 
Freedom Train main line. 


tage Foundation. They want to 
send copies to the 2000 cities who 
have written in and asked what 
they can do since they too will be 
missed by the Freedom- Train.” 

Austin feels that Montclair’s 
Freedom Week could be duplicat- 
ed by any community. And he 
thinks in some ways it’s even bet- 
ter than having the read Freedom 
Train spend only a day or two at 
most wherever it stops but the 
Freedom Truck gives everyone a 
chance to see how American his- 
tory was made. - 

Meantime, the idea has spread 
to New York, where State officials 
are considering a “local Freedom 
Train” to hit hundreds of the 
state's communities the nation- 
wide train will miss,

/He’s Convinced U.S. Isn't 


A Hostile World, After All

QUARRY HEIGHTS, Panama 
Canal Zone—(NEA)—Ying-Fa Lee 
thinks that at birth he was “faced 
by a lucky star” as the Chinese 
say. In no other way can he ac- 
count for his new role as an Am- 
erican boy. 


A waif who subsisted on the 
Tefuse scavenged from the gar- 
bage pails of American Army 
camps in Kunming, China. Yinl 
Fa Lee was fast asleep in a deser- 
ted street one cold night in March 
1945, when Lt. Samuel J. Christy, 
@ US. Army officer, found him 
From that moment on, the home- 
less half-clad orphan* became a 
child of fortune. 


Christy took the boy back to 
camp where he gave him a bath, 
clothes and a warm meal, the first 
eaten by the Chinese walf in many. 
a moon. He had been living the 
helter-skelter existence of count- 
less Chinese homeless waifs for four 
of his elght years, since his parents 
were killed in an alr raid. 


Something about the boy ap- 
pealed to Christy and he decided 
there and then to adopt him. On 
VE Day, they flew to Chungking 
where adoption papers were sign- 
ed. Because he was unmarried, 
Christy planned to have the boy 
live with his mother {n El Paso, 
Tex. 


But just as they were. about to 
embark for the voyage to the U.S. 
Ying-Fa Lee disappeared. A week's 
delay, during which Christy scour- 
ed the port city, proved futile. 
Heartbroken, he returned to the 
U.S. in compliance with his orders. 


Back home, he applied for per- 
mission to return to China on tem- 
porary duty. When this was den- 
fed, Christy sought the help of 
Raymond C. Nelson, American Red 
Cross field director at Fort Bliss, 
Tex. This started a Red Cross 
hunt which lasted nearly two 
years before Christy saw his adop- 
ted son again. Meanwhile, he had 
married. Both he and his wife were 
elated when they learned that, 
through the combined efforts of 
the Red Cross and the United 
States consulate in Kunming, Ying 
Fa Lee had finally been located. 


Not until then did they learn 
the reason for the boy’s sudden 
sappeearance. Three older boys 
with whom he used to play had 


to what would happen to him if 
he went to America. He would be 
beaten by American boys and 
would find himself in a hostile 


world, they had said. Frightened, 
he had gone into hiding. 


When Ying-Fa Lee was finally 


located, he wanted reassurance 
from his foster father, still in the 
United States, and from the Am- 
erican consul that such dire things 
would not happen to him if he 
came to America. The task wasn't 
easy, but he was finally convinced. 


Then Christy, now a master ser- 
geant in the Caribbeon Command, 
began a 26,000-mile round-trip air 
Might to claim his adopted son. 


Today, Harry Lee—his Ameri- 
canized name—ts attending third 
grade school in Cristobal where he 
is getting along fine. The day he 
brought home his first report card 
will long be fondly remembered by 
the Christys, who have no children 
of their own. It showed, penman- 
ship—A; reading—B; cooperation 
A.

a 13-year world tour and getting 
ready to settle down. 

It's the world-famous Collen 
Moore doll house, which started 
out as the dream of a little girl 
and grew into a reality which has 
been enjoyed by more than 15- 
million people. 

The doll house in an 1l-room 
castle, filled from top to bottom 
with more than two-thousand tiny 
objects, It has everything from 
electric lights, no larger than a 
grain of wheat, to a three-inch 
radio that receives local stations 


It took nine years to assemble 
the doll house. It cost an estimated 
435-thousand dollars--not count- 
ing the services of eminent artist 
friends of Miss Moore. Their 
work was priceless. 

During the last 13 years, the doll 
house has raised more than one 
million dollars for charitable pur- 
poses. It will wind up tts world 
tour with a four-week exhibition 
at a Chicago department store. 
After that, it will be put on perm- 
anent display at the Ford Mus- 
eum in Dearborn, Michigan. 

The little castle is nine feet long 
nine feet wide and 12 feet high. 
Altogether, the exhibit takes up 23 
square feet. 

Miss Moore--a former moyie ac- 
tress now married to a Chicago 
broker--started her unusual hobby 
while only two years old. 

The idea fcr the fairy castle was 
perfected while she was on a trip 
to Hawaii with her father, Charles 
Morrison. On her seventh birthday 
Miss Moore received a small gilt 
box. Just one inch square. It con- 
tained a miniature dictionary 
which equired a magnifying glass 
to read and was the start of her 
miniature collection. 

Much of the effectiveness of the 
castle is due’ to the imaginative 
genius of architect Horace Jack- 
son. In designing the doll house 
his ldea was to keep away from 

ny true perfod in architecture so 
it would look as though it Bad 
stepped from an {llustration In a 
fairy tale book, It owes nothing 
to conventional design. Construct- 
ed of aluminum and copper, it has 
fantastic angles and sky-sweeping 
turrets and steeples, 

Harold Grieve, who has decorat 
ed many Hollywood homes, was 
responsible for decorating the 
castle. His {dea was that the prin- 
cess who lived there liked to col- 
Ject antiques from all over fairy 
land. 

He put in sleeping beauty’s bed, 
King Arthur's round table, and 
countless other treasures. All the 
well-known fairy tales are repres- 
ented some place in the doll house. 

To take a trip through this ma- 
gic palace you would have to {m- 
agine yourself only 6 inches high 
---for everything is built to a scale 
of one inch to one foot, The great 
hall is paved with {ivory carved

EDITORIALS 


KEEPING YOUTH INTERESTED IN FARMING 

Speaking at a meeting here last week an official 
of the Provincial Plowmen’s Association referred to 
the necessity of making farming attractive to farm 
youths if they were to be expected to make it their 
life work. 

It would be difficult to imagine any industry which 
would be easier to make attractive to youth than farm- 
ing — that is providing farm youth wishes it to be so. 
And there would seem to be not so much a need for 
making farming attractive to youth as for youth 
making farming attractive. 

What other line of endeavour can offer such a mar- 
yellous opportunity for self expression and creativeness 
as farming? And to this we add the question, “what 
other industry will yield direct returns in proportion to 
time and effort expended?” 

Farming can be made a very attractive business 
by youth to-day if they but will it. It is a business which 
can be made as highly specialized or widely diversified, 
as the management wishes. It is a business which is 
basic and for whose products there is a constant de- 
mand — usually at prices which assure a fair margin 
of profit. 

However, it is also a business which requires much 
application. Despite the fact that power equipment 
has taken much of the drudgery out of the work it still 
must receive constant attention. It can never be a busi- 
ness at which one works for a limited time daily as one 
does in an office or a factory. 

Youth can make farming attractive if it will but no 
one can make farming attractive to youth. Whatever 
appeal farming will have for youth must come from 
within. Above all, there must be an inherent love of the 
soil and creative spirit in any youth before he can make 
farming attractive. Lacking this he had better turn to 
other fields. 


Progress Road Is Paved 
By The Stones of Discontent — 

“Voice Writing,” a publication of the Ediphone 
Division of Thomas A. Edison of Canada Limited, 
voices the belief that “progress begins with dis 
content.” It comments that “a contented cat before a 
fire, absorbing warmth while the storm rages outside 
may represent solid and completely unproductive com- 
fort ... Companies which keep at the top year after 
year are those which are never satisfied with what they 
have done last year or last month or last week. They 
realize that what they do today to prepare for to- 
morrow is what really counts.” 

What “Voice Writing” says of companies is just 
as applicable to individuals and nations. It is not the 
individual whois content with his lot that makes the 
most progress in life nor is it the nation with every- 
thing in money and resources which is the most 
progresive. It takes a certain amount of dissatisfaction 
to stir up initiative and it is initiative that makes for 
progress. 

At the present time in this country there is a 
considerable amount of discontent over prices, wages 
and other sundry conditions but on a whole it would 
seem to be a healthy discontent which will ultimately 
bring progress in the solution of our problems. How- 
ever, it is important that Canadians generally recog- 
nize this present unsettled and unsatisfactory state of 
affairs as purely transient. It is not, as “Communists 
would have us believe a sign of decadence in our free 
enterprise way of life. 

These periods of discontent with our way of life 
are good omens. They show that the people are con- 
cerned about their own welfare and are trying to 
improve their lot. Where such conditios exist progress 
can not be thwarted and these difficulties will be over- 
come. 

From the beginning of time free people have been dis- 
conntented with some phase of life — they have always 
striven toward something better than what they had 
and for this reason progress has been greatest among 
the free people of the world. In fact they owe their very 
freedom to the fact that they were discontented with 
being slaves. 


GIVE THE MAN BEHIND A CHANCE 

Provincjal police at Lindsay commenting on a 
Saturday accident observed that -it was the fourth 
consecutive accident attributable to the same cause-- 
faflure to signal a change of course on the part of 
drivers. Obviously such flagrant violation of the laws 
of the roads could not be allowed to continue and pol- 
ice have cautioned that they will press charges in every 
case where infractions of this sort are reported. 

There is no doubt but that some of these failures 
to signal a change in travel direction on the part of 
motorists were due to the extremely cold weather pre- 
vailing last week. The cold having the effect of mak- 
ing drivers reticent about sticking their hand out of 
the window to signal. But, police warn, such excuses 
could not be countenanced if highway safety is to be 
maintained. This is very true and the police must take 
drastic action at times to make people aware of their 
obligations to themselves and others. 


Note that reférence is made to the obligation of 


the negligent motorist to himself. It seems probable 
that if all motorists would first take a selfish view of 
the rules governing highway safety they would be less 
willing to take chances. The wayward driver must 
first be made conscious of the fact that the menace 
he creates on the highways is equally as great to his 
own safety as it is to others before he will be likely to 
mend his ways. This appeal to his selfish interests 
may be more effective than any amount of requests 
that he respect the rights of others. Everyone is sel- 
fish to a greater or lesser degee and is more apt to 
observe any code to the letter if the benefits to self are 
stressed. 


————EEE 
“LEANING” ON THE GOVERNMENT 

The Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen told a Toronto uni- 
yersity alumni meeting Tuesday night that dependence 
on government assistance is “an epidemic spreading 
pestilence in every walk of life.” This observation com- 
ing as it does from a man unusually well informed on 
affairs of the state cannot be lightly dismissed. 

On numerous occasions in the past the Post has 
taken time out to editorialize on the weakness of gov- 
ernment control in the economy of a nation and it is 
with pleasure that it notes its contention supported 
by Mr. Meighen’s statement. 

The honourable gentleman in his reference to the 
evils of dependence upon the government warned that 
“state control sand assistance would destroy self-re- 
liance.” How obviously true this assertion is when we 
realize that the nation, having been subjected to rigid 
state control during the war, now finds itself divided on 
whether they want to retain them or abandon them, 
Does this not clearly illustrate that much of the 
people’s self reliance has been impaired by the paternal 
hand of the state managing their affairs for them? 

Canadians everywhere should resist any move 
which points to state control or as Mr. Meighen has so 
ably put it “dependence on government.” They should 
vigorously oppose government intervention in the 
management of their lives and their businesses and 
strive to regain that self-reliance which was a predom- 
inant characteristic of the people of Canada before the 
war. 

Every time we resist state control we strengthen 
our rights as free agents and develop our self-reliance. 


ORILLIA WILL SOLVE ITS POWER PROBLEM— 

There has been a little rejoicing locally by the 
opponents of municipally or better still, privately- 
owned power plants with the word that Orillia has run 
into necessity of curtailing power to domestic con- 
sumers — we repeat, “domestic consumers.” There has 
been no need to enforce power conservation with the 
industrial and merchant consumers because they have 
effected voluntary savings sufficient to meet require- 
ments. If and when domestic consumers cut down their 
consumption it is probable they will receive the same 
treatment. : : 

However, the point that matters most is not so 
much a question of whether or not restrictions have 
been imposed at Orillia, as they have been by the Hydro 
Commission across the Province, but how soon will the 
situation be remedied .. . and, what is more important, 
which will find the solution to their problems the 
quickest — the large provincial hydro project or the 
more compact Orillia project. 

In the case of the Ontario Hydro Electric Power 
Commission an official admitted at a public meeting 
recently that they were in a quandary over the situa- 
tion and frankly didn’t hardly know just what the 
answer was to the power crisis. At Orillia there is no 
such admission of confusion. Plans are already under- 
way to relieve the present temporary crisis and the 
deadline for relief has been set for next fall. Thus it 
would seem apparent that there is still a lot to be said 
for the smaller power development projects. The im- 
portant factor in their favor being the accessibility of 
information relative to their operation and the absence 
of a lot-of red tape to cut through before a solution to a 
problem can be found. 

This is a testing period for the two systems... 
both are in difficulty in that they have not been able to 
meet demands for their services . . . which will find the 
solution and apply it most effectively sooner. The 
answer to that will determine who has the last and 
longest opportunity of rejoicing. 


SHIRKING RESPONSIBILITY 


The tendency on the part of municipal councils 
to appoint commissions to do their work is becoming 
alarmingly pronounced. It has made inroads which are 
not healthy into Lindsay’s municipal setup — three 
commissions having been approved to manage three 
town projects in recent times. (two appointed and one 
pending.) 

The Toronto District Labor Council last week 
came out in opposition the the appointment of commis- 
sions and boards to manage that city’s business. In this 
particular instance opposition was directed at The 
Toronto Board of Control's proposal to set up a board 
of assessors. What The Toronto District Labor Council 
had to say on this matter can be applied to a proposal 
to appoint a board or commission to manage any phase 
of municipal business any place in Ontario. Here is the 
text of the Labor Council’s yiews on the proposed 
board of assessment: 

“It is our opinion that the elected representatives 
in the city council should be charged with the respons- 
ibility for which they were elected.” said the executive's 
recommendation. “This contemplated action to set up 
a board of assessment would remove control and super- 
vision of this department from the hands of the duly 
elected representatives of the people and is in our 
opinion completely wrong.” 

Sam Lapedes, United Garment Workers, said that 
the move to set up a board of assessors “displays a 
serious effort on the part of powerful interests to de- 
prive the people of control over the most important of 
the city departments. 

“On his occasion the board of control had to back 
down. Some time ago, the plan was to appoint a super- 
man in the glorified job of city, manager, at a salary of 
$25,000 a year. If the board is permitted to go on this 
way it will soon become unnecessary to eléct a city 
council and the job will be done by high-salaried ap- 
pointees, a city manager and useless commissions. 

“The result will be that the collection of taxes 
will be taken out of the hands of the city council and 
this council and this authority will be handed over to 
appointees gn whom the electors will have to depend 
for decisions. It has been said that the 
police commission should be given authority over the 
issuing of licenses for garages. This is just another 
example of how they don’t trust the electors. If this 


continues the council will become a rubber stamp and 
will have very little to say.”

In Lindsay the electors should be on guard 
against further moves on the part of Council to shirk 
their responsibility by shouldering it onto commissions 
or boards which are not directly responsible to the 
electorate. The reasons given for appointing these 
yarious commissions often sound very plausible but 
the most plausible reason of all seems to be that 
Council is seeking ways to avoid performing the duties 
it was elected to do. 


INFLATION— 
There aren’t many people to-day who are not 


puzzled somewhat by the inflationary trend of the 
times. Most of us are seeking for some clearer under- 
standing of the things which contribute to inflation and 
which will help in alleviating it. The executive Council 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association meeting jn 
Toronto a few days ago has issued a statement under 
the heading of “Inflation” which is of “great interest. 
It is interesting because it gives one a clearer insight ~ 
into the basic causes of inflation and suggests some © 
fairly practical remedies. 

Here are the findings of the Council and we: wee 
throughout: = 

“The Canadian Manufacturers’ Lenginige- Ee 
its support to the system of controls in effect in Canada 
during the war, hut has constantly advocated that as 
soon after the conclusion of the war as conditions 
warranted their removal, this action should be taken.” 

It is impossible, under peace conditions, to pick 
out one control, say price control, and attempt to en- 
force it without sétting up a complete system of 
controls, including wage control and rationing, over the 
processes of production and distribution.” 

Prices are again at a high level, fust as they have 
have been after every great war in the world’s history. 
The basic causes have been always the same: destruc- 
tion or exhaustion of resources in war; lessening of 
agricultural and other production owing to” shotrages 
of manpower, and in the case of some countries, ‘be- 
cause they were battlefields; limited production of 
capital and consumer goods needed for living, during 
hostilies; the printing of vast quantities of money or 
bonds having no counterpart in production, in a few 
words, “too many dollars chasing too few goods.” Un- 
fortunately, the end of the war did not bring any dimin-

Mr. Mackenzie King made a speech in Gtawa an- — 


nouncing his intention of retiring from the Liberal 
Party leadership. Some people seem unable to believe 
a word Mr. King says, or they think that he has said 
more than he did. That is strange, for there is no man 
in Canadian public-life who speaks with more careful 
clarity than the Prime Minister. 

Several newspapers emphasized the news that the 
Prime Minister would retire in August. Mr. King said 
not a word about the date. Perhaps the headline writers 
were presuming, and dating the event on the date of 
the National - Liberal Convention. There was no date 
mentioned for the calling of the convention. 

Some editorial writers, even of papers which carried 
‘the date of the Prime Minister's retirement, said that 
‘Mr. King had | not definitely stated that he would retire. 


_ The Globe and Mail commented that: “His own in- 


ution in the world’s demands for food and manufac- 


tured goods, and we continue in a sittation which 
requires production almost as great as in the war years. 
yet the emotional incentives to increase output and at 
the same time curtail consumer spending are almost 
wholly lacking.” 

Also, it must be remembered that Canada. cannot 
be insulated from the effect of rising prices all over the 
world, and especially from the GHG! of high BHCes in 
the United States.” 

It remains a point of debate whether production 
per Man-hour in manufacturing in Canada has in- 
creased appreciably since 1939. In any event, wage 
rates have increased far more than productivity, and 
unit labour costs continue to rise two years after the 
war’s end despite the addition of three-quarters of a 
billion dollars worth of new plant and equipment to 
Canada’s manufacturing capacity.” 

“Higher wages without higher production per 
man-hour can result only in higher prices. It is often 
fogotten that wages paid in a particular plant are only 
a part of the wages which enter into the cost of that 
plant’s products. There are wages included in the build- 
ings, machinery and equipment of that plant, in the 
production and transportation of materials to that 
plant, and in various other items entering into the cost 
of the piant’s products. A very high percenage of the 
production cost of manufactured goods consists of 
wages.” 

That being so, it is clear that little relief in the 
way of lower prices can be expected until the increased 
wages are matched by increased productivity.” 

Taxes, especially those which pyramid as goods 
pass through the various stages of distribution, are an- 
other factor in the present high level of prices. The 
government should help here by taking advantage of 
its large current surplus, to lower those taxes which are 
drags on production and which unduly increase the 
price of food and other necessaries of life.” 

The argument that profits make up a large share 
of manufacturers’ prices generally, does not hold water 
on examination of official statistics. In his Economic 
Report to Congress, on January 15, 1948, the President 
of the United States said that 1947 , corporate earnings 
after taxes represented about 5.554 on sales. It is un- 
likely that the comparable 1947 figure for Canada, if 
available, would be much different. In 1945, the latest 
year for which such figures are available, profits after 
taxes of Canadian manufacturing corporations repre- 
sent about 4° on sales.” 

As a matter of fact, corporation profits, after 
taxes, now account for a smaller share of Canada’s 
national] income than they did in 1939. In that year, this 
share was 11.4 percent but in 1946 it had fallen to 7.8 
per cent. It is believed that the 1947 figures for both 
national income and for corporation profits after taxes, 
will show the ratio between the two comparatively 

In conclusion, the Association believes that the 
present inflationary situation requires moderation on 
the part of all groups. There must be moderation in 
government expenditures and taxation; there must be 
moderatoin in wage demands; there must be modera- 
tion in business profits; and there must be moderation 
on the part of the consuming public by not demanding 


undue quantities of scarce goods and more and more 
government services.’

IT TAKES TIME 
Many women have found out 
that curling does take a lot of 
their time.

NEW VACCINE FOR POLIO 
Science has marked another step 
forward in the battle against in- 
fantile paralysis or poliomyelitis. 
It has isolated an almost one hun- 
dred per cent pure strain of a polio 
yizus that causes the disease in 
animals. 

The man yvho discovered and 
isolated the virus once suffered 
from infantile paralysis himself. 
He's a Doctor Frank Gollan of the 
Physology Department of the Uni- 
yersity of Minnesota. He says the 
discovery may open the way for 
the development of vaccine to im- 
munize humans against the disease. 

Dr. Gollan says that although 

the virus hes developed attacks 
only animals, the methods he used 
can be applied to all strains of 
polio. He thirks that now is the 
only a technical problem before 
such a virus is developed. 
Z2 thinks that this new vac- 
cine, in fact, may be deveoped by 
next summer. However, that does- 
n’t mean that it will be ready to be 
used on humans. He makes it clear 
that any vaccine will have to be 
tested and re-tested until they are 
absolutely certain it is safe. 

Gollan first came to this contin- 
ent after he fled his native Czech- 
oslovakia before the invading Ger- 
man armies, He began his research 
three months ago under a grant 
from the National Foundation’ for 
Infantile Paralysis. 

Commenting on Gollan’s an- 
nouncement, Dr. Hart E. Van Rip- 
er, Medical Director of the Found- 
ation, said in New York that the 
“strain of virus so far as we know, 
isn’t a strain that will produce 
Polio in human beings.” 

“We do know there are a num- 
ber of strains of polio that pro- 
duce the disease in man,” Van 
Riper said. “Before we can think 
of vaccine we must determine how 
many strains are capable of pro- 
ducing polio in man and how 
many strains have the same im- 
munological characteristics. When 
we know these things we can talk 
about vaccine.” 

Gollan’s jsolation of the virus 
which attacks animals, he sald, 
“is just one of the definite steps 
and there's a long road yet to 
travel.” 

He said that even if science has 
@ pure virus, it may not be abie 
to get a vaccine. He said that 
when a polio virus is treated, “it 
changes or kills so much of the 
virus you're still not able to get a 
vaccine that produces immunity.” 

Dr. Gollan says that up until the 
Present, he has only made very 
small quantities of the virus, But 
its great virtue, he adds, that they 
can get the virus cheaply and rap- 
idly by simply using standard 
medical laboratory equipment. 

Dr. Gollan goes on \to explain 
that it only takes four days to 
isolate the virus. And it can be 
done he says, by following “only 
the routine steps of chemistry.” 

Dr. Gollan says the virus {s one 
hundred per cent more potent 
than that developed last year at 
Standford University. Up until 
now the Standford virus has been 
the purest strain that science has 
been able to develop. 

Thus science ts continuing its 
battle against the deadly scourge 
of childhood?

Firemen battling the flames were 
hampered by zero’ weather. The 
institution was a private nursing 
home, housing aged, and infirm 
people, and is some cases, persons 
suffering with tuberculosis. Fire- 
men report that the building had 
no fire escape. Although one had 
been recommended by the city’s 
building inspector in 1946. Today's 
disaster is the worst on the island 
since 1942 when a fire in a 
Knights of Columbus Hostel in St. 
John's took a total of 99 lives. 
Seven Die In Halifax Fire: 

In a second East Coast fire dis- 
aster this morning, seven persons- 
jncluding four children--died in a 
Halifax tenement fire. The blaze 
broke out on the second floor of 
the three story building, trapping 
the eleven residents. Those who 
escaped did so by crawling along 
a narrow areaway to the roof of an 
adjoining building. The victims 
have been identified as Mrs, Mar- 
garet Gaudet, her small sons, Jos- 
eph and Ernest; Mr. and Mrs. 
William ‘Trencorn and their only 
child. The seventh victim, 12 year 
old Dorothy Barry was fatally in- 
jured when she leaped from a 
third floor window. She died in 
hospital shortly after. The cause 
of the fire is not yet known.

Orilliaowns its own generating 
system. ‘There are two 6,000 horse- 
power plants operated. by water 
power at Minden, and on the Sev- 
smn River. There is a 1,600 horse- 
power ~ Diesel generator. There is 
also an agreement with the Ontario 
Hydro System for 1,500 horsepow- 
er to bolster the town’s system at 
the peak of demand. Another Die- 
sel has been ordered; the town has 
another 3,000 horsepower hydro-el- 
ectric plant in prospect, and bey- 
ond. that, four more sites on the 
Muskoka River from. which it can, 
if need be, obtain more power. 

ast week’s shortage was not the 
result of insufficient generating 
eapacity, it was the direct result of 
a long, warm, dry-attumn and 8 
winter {n-which there was no Jan- 
uary thaw. Lake Couchiching, the 
main tourist attraction of the town 
mn summer, 1s the storage-basin for 
te Severn River generating plant. 
‘The Dominion Transport Board re= 
fused.permission to draw more wat- 
er from the lake. 

The. interruptions were made be- 
tween.5 and 6 in the.morning, be- 
tween 10 and 11 am, and from 3 
to4 pm. Two days of them were 
enough.

Actually, even the three hourly 
interruptions did little to inter- 
fere with the town’s economy, Oril- 
lia has $2 million tled upin a gen- 
erating and distributing system for 
its electricity.

William Newman, Eldon Gréam- 
ery proprietér. says that if oleo- 
margarine is allowed in Canada, 
the prosperity of cream producers 
will be reduced to that of French 
peasants. 

In a letter to C. W. Hodgson, 
Member of Parliament for Victoria 
County, Newman said that bring- 
ing in oleomargarine would be a 
slap in the face to cream producers. 

Newman is petitioning the Vic- 
oris Parliament member on be- 
half of Victoria County Cream 
Producers who are opposed to the 
lifting of the ban on oleomargarine, 

Newman charges that if oleo- 
margarine is permitted to be man-

"It is pretty near time that the 
Town of Lindsay woke up to the 
fact that the teaching of Home 
Economics in schools is one of the 
most important things,” stated 
Chairman of the Board of Educa- 
tion D. McQuarrie at the February 
meeting. 

This came up during the discus- 
sion of Manual Training and Home 
Economics when the Board em- 
powered Secretary Wilford to se- 
cure necessary equipment to start 
Manual Training in Central School. 
Mr, W. S. Battersby, principal of 
Central School, stated that the 
Manual Training would be under- 
way on Wednesday. 

A central spot for Home Econo- 
mics to be taught in Lindsay was 
suggested Mr. E. C. Dettman, 
principal of Alexandra School. Mr. 
J. F. Wood, of Victoria School, was 
of the opinion that pupils would 
Jose too much time going back and 
forth from school if the Home 
Economics was taught at L.C-I. 

“The public school ts the place 
to start Manual Train‘tig.” sald 
Dr, R. M. Parker. “A number of 
pupils do not take to academic 
subjects....they should be trained to 
use thelr hands....It is just as im- 
portant to teach these children as 
others,” he added.

A runaway plane, which took to 
the air pilotless Friday afternoon, 
gave residents of the Lake Simcoe 
area several uneasy hours before 
jt crash landed near Cobourg-- 
quite a way from where it took off. 
The plane--an Aeronca, the pro- 
perty of the Ontario Flying Club 
at Oshawa--got away from pilot 
Stan Fraser of Oshawa at Duclos 
Point on Lake Simcoe, shortly be- 
fore three o'clock. 
The last Fraser saw of the two- 
seater was as it was winging away 
at five thousand feet. Air Traffic 
officials and local police in the 
area were immediately notified to 
be on the lookout for the pilotless 
aircraft. 
An officiel of the Ontario Fly- 
ing Club told the British United 
Press later that the plane made a 
crash landing one mile north of 
Grafton--that is about ten miles 
east of Cobourg--early that eyen- 
ing. 
There was no one in the vicinity. 
where the plane came down. The 
aircraft was compltely wrecked. 7 
Pilot Fraser and Merlin (Cq) 
Mackie, amateur pilot, both of the 
Ontario Flying Club at Oshawa, 
flew up to Duclos Point this af- 
ternoon to recover Mackie’s plane, 
which had been abandoned there 
more than a week ago. 
It is reported that Fraser. ready 
to return to Oshawa, had the 
plane warmed up and the throttle 
open, when the aircraft suddenly 
took off without him. 
The marooned plane, which Fra- 
ser and Mackie, went to retrieve, 
was used by Mackie and Gordon 
Kift on a fishing trip. The plane 
failed to start due to the cold and 
Mackie and Kift had to spend a 
night in a fishing hut. 

They were rescued the next. day. 
But the plane was left on the ice 
until today. 

Oshawa pilot Stan Fraser, said 
the runaway plane “made a beau- 
tiful take-off.” 

Fraser says when he swung the 
prop the plane shot ahead right 
away. He said he tried to grab 
hold of it, but was unsuccessful. 

Pilot Fraser says that the con- 
trols were set for a perfect land- 
ing and the aircraft made a lovely 
take off. 

This was the second time in 
Ontario this week that a ski- 
plane took off by itself on the ice. 
A few days ogo another aircraft 
“chased” its pilot and passenger 
off Nicholson Island before 
crashed and burned.

No Trap 


There will be no zoning of ‘trap 
lines forthe 1948 Open season on 
beaver, This has been announced 
by-Wildlife Inspector A. M. Hodg- 
son. Inspector Hodgson says “the 
number of trap lines applications 
submitted by qualified trappers for 
a trap line license on crown lands 
‘makes it impractical at this time, 
to ‘equitably allocate the available 
crown lands to individual trappers, 
therefore, in fairness to all con- 
cerned, the zoning will have to be 
postponed until an agreeable solu- 


tion can be worked out between the 
trappers’ requirements and avall- 
able areas.” : 

“Mr. Hodgson also says that “ef- 
forts put forth to date will ‘be a 
guide to future developments.” 

Referring to the coming open 
season on beaver Mr. Hodgson calls 
attention to some’ of the recent 
amendments to the ~ regulations 
which are now in effect and apply 
to all parts. of the Province. 

Briefly summarized they are as 
follows: ‘ 

1. All crown lands, except ‘those 
covered by a trap-line license, are 
closed: to beaver trapping. 

2. On privately owned land the 
owner or his agent is required to 
make application in form 42 to the 
local game overseer for a special 
beaver license in form 43 to trap a 
specified’ number of beaver on the 
land described on, th application by 
lot and concession. 

3. In most cases, the quoto will 
be based on one beaver per occup- 
fed house. 

4. In some) cases where the land 
described on the application will 
only support a limited number of 
beaver the quoto will: be based on 
2 or 3 per house in order to trap 
the annual jncrease, 

5. Where beaver are living on 
and doing demage to property they 
may all. be trapped. 

6. No person Js eligible for.a spe- 
cfal beaver lcense except: those 
holding a resident trapper's. license. 

7. No fee {s to be ‘charged for a 
special beaver license. 

8. All beaver pelts must be sealed 
by the overseer or department offi- 
clals before being sold by the trap- 
per when the overseer {issues a spe- 
clal beaver llcense for a stated 
number of “beaver and finds out 
through inspection that the beaver 


were not doing damage or number 
over estimated he may cancel the 
license or-lower his quoto.

Trend Is 
Watched 


(BRITISH UNITED PRESS) 

All sources apparently agree that 
this is the week that will tell in 
the U-S fight against high prices. 

U-S Government and Industry 
experts are equally anxious about 
what happens to the economic bar- 
ometers--the big commodity mar- 
kts. The next few days may bring 
the answer to the big question: 
will the price of grain and other 
commodities climb back up again, 
hold firm, or continue the drop be- 
gun last week? 


Opening reports from the mar- 
kets Mon. were mixed, and show- 
ed little concrete evidence of any 
particular trend. For instance, 
hogs dropped from two to four dol- 
lars below Friday’s average at Saint 
Louis National Stockyards today. 
But in Kansas City. wheat futures 
opened higher--up as much as four 
and one-half cents per bushel. 
Last week, wheat lost about a total 
of 37 cents. 

Stores in many parts of the 
United States--mostly chain stores 
have announced slightly lower re- 
tail prices for bread, flour, bacon, 
some other meats, and shortening. 
But economists point out that 
these stores are cutting prices on 
goods already purchased at high 
prices. And they therefore are 
Jeading--not following--the lower 
price trend. 

Normally, say experts at the 
U-S Labor Department, 1t would 
take about three months for lower 
market prices for wheat to be turn- 
ed into lower bread prices to the 
housewife.

Disease is not an endowment of 
God on man but rather the misuse 
of God’s endowments, according to 
Mr. Alex ©. Pudwell, St. Paul's 
Anglican Church rector’s assistant. 
Addressing the Kiwanis Club's 
weekly luncheon meeting on the 
subject “Is Disease God's Will”, Mr. 
Pudwell said. “Health may be de- 
fined as right order in our consti- 
tution — a harmony within — and 
involving a harmonious relationship 
to the environment without. Disease 

@ is discord within, due to discordant 
relationship with the environment 
without.” 

“We should not blame God be- 
cause disaster follows the abuse of 
His gifts.” Mr Pudwell asserted. 
“Doctors are agreed in calling di- 
sease disorder.” He continued, add- 
ing, “Scientists and theologians are 
also agreed that the natural and 
spiritual spheres are, in essence, 
orderly. The first disorder man was 
capable of was spiritual disorder 
which inevitably brings disorder on 
other planes, mental and physical. 
If disease is due to departure from 
God’s way, it cannot be regarded as 
God's doing , . . rather the opposite 
.., It is the natural consequence of 
disregarding God’s will, the result 
of forsaking God's natural order’” 
“Of course,” Mr. Pudwell hastened 
to add, “disease is by no means al- 
ways due to the sin of the person 
who is ill. The crux of the whole 
matter lies in the fact that man- 
kind are all one piece, one body and 
one blood, We are all members one 
of another, 99 closely inter-related 
that each person’s faults affects a 
vast number of people besides him- 
self — even -to several generations 
yet unborn.”

Town Engineer C. E. Cobb be- 
ueves he has hit on a feasibile 
plan to avoid much of ‘the flood- 
ng which occurs in certain sec- 
-ons of the ‘Town periodically. In 
a report of the town sewage system 
submitted to Council with recom- 
mendations, Mr. Cobb advocates 
the passage of a by-law  prohibit- 
ing the draining of roof areas, 
(rainwater leaders) into cellar floor 
drains, cellar drains in streets, or 
sanitary sewers. He further sug- 
gests that the by-law speci the 
drainage of this water into land 
where it will be absorbed or flow 
to storm drains on streets or other 
storm sewer inlets. 

Engineer Cobb says action of this 
nature has been taken in the past 
by other municipalities and he 
feels it will be effective in curb- 
ing flooding conditions here. “If 
the aboye recommendation is fol- 
lowed, I feel surg there will be no 
further flooding and the present 
sewer will take care of any see- 
page through walls of buildings to 
cellar floor drains,’ says the en- 
gineer. 

This along with a couple of other 
suggestions advanced by the en- 
gineer might save, the town $258.- 
000, or a good share of it, which 
was the estimated cost of a storm 
sewer which was submitted on by 
an engineering firm which studied 
the situation some time ago.

EDITORIAL 


FIRE, THE GREAT DESTROYER — 

Fire, the great destroyer of human life and 
property is on the rampage again. From all across 
Canada press and radio reports are telling the story of 
tragedy and destruction wrought by man’s warmest 
friend in the role of his deadliest enemy because it was 
not handled properly. When, we may well ask, will 
people learn to treat fire with the respect and care that 
jt deserves so that this terrible toll in life and property 
be reduced to a rarity rather than a daily occurrence? 

The prevention of fire is a personal responsibility. 
of eyery individual. It is not enough that we build up 
elaborate and efficient fire fighting departments 
and then rely solely on them to protect us. The adage 
that an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure 
was never more applicable than it is to fire. It is in- 
sufficient to be merely fire-conscious, we must become 
fire prevention conscious if the stark horror of fire out 
of control is to be removed from our lives. 

There are many rules and suggestions which 
might be advanced to help make people more fire pre- 
vention conscious but is it not true, if analyzed prop- 
erly, that everyone is instinctively aware of the right 
and wrong way to handle fire? If this is true then it 
seems that the big task in fire prevention is to prevail 
upon people to be instinctively careful with fire at all 
times. How then is this to be accomplished? 

Perhaps the best way is by the example method. 
If every person will take it upon himself or herself to 
set a good example while handling fire in the presence 
of others, it should have the effect of making those 
around them equally careful Since the home is the 
place most frequently ravaged by fire perhaps if that 
good exarnple were set there it would have the most 
marked effect in reducing the terrible loss and oft- 
times suffering attendant thereon. It should follow too, 
that if the people in the homes are made fire preyen- 
tion conscious their training will reflect itself in a cur- 
tailment of fires in the industry or institution which 
employs them.

EAT BEANS AND GET TO WORK — 

It appears froma the papers, particularly from the 
papers published in the industrial cities of Canada, that 
life in our Dominion is more gloomy than a soap opera 
written by a Russian novelist with a hangover on a 
wet Monday morning. Woe, woe, and woe upon woe! 

The Toronto Star sent reporters around to ask 
about food prices. George Stanky, who runs a combina- 
tion meat and grocery store in downtown Toronto, told 
them: “People can’t live when a pound of butter and a 
quart of milk cost a dollar.” 

If people can’t live, they die. However, careful in- 
quiries reveal no istances of death from hunger in 
Toronto — or anywhere else. We deduce from this 
(and from our own observations) that Mr. Stanky is. 
wrong. People can, indeed, keep on living when a pound 
of butter ad a quart of milk cost a dollar; there are 13 
Inillion of them doing it in Canada right now. 

They are doing it not by eating less food, but by 
eating cheaper kinds of food — which may be just as 
good for them, and often better, in the long run. We 
learn, for example, that Canadians are consuming more 
beans than ever before. This will do them no harm. 

The Canadian people are eating as well as any- 
body else in this sorry world, and a whole lot better 
than most. They may have to cut down on the luxuries 
that tickle the palate, but they don’t have to cut down 
on the necessities that sustain life. Talk of “hunger” 
and “starvation” in Canada is just poppycock — and 
snivelling poppycock, at that. Our advice to the nation 
is to quit wailing, eat a bellyful of beans, and get to 


work. — Calgary Herald

SOFT HANDS

Blood Research May Tell Secret of Life 


Science Has Only Scratched 
the Surface in Plasma Studies

Washington —(NEA)— Within 
ordinary blood lies the greatest 
hope for future developments~ of 
new medicine, prominent US. 
Goctors and scientists believe. 

Some experts even say that pre- 
sent-day research in the field of 
blood might be on the ‘track of 
uncovering the secret of life itself, 

Medical men agree that blood 
research since the war with sur- 
plus plasma has been one of the 
most fruitful programs in the 
whole field of medicine. 

Having admittedly only scratch- 
ed the surface in discovering uses 
for the by-products of blood, 
sefentists in the last few years 
have already produced valuable 
new treatments for measles, ane- 
mia, kidmey and liver diseases, 
shock, hemophella, burns and ul- 
cerous wounds. And they have 
given surgeons new tools for brain 
and other dangerous operations. 

The list of developments work- 
ers in the blood field hope to be 
able to announce soon 1s much 
More impressive. These include 
revolutionary treatments for in- 
fantile paralysis and infectious 
jaundice. Work -is well along on 
@ serum which would control 
mumps with its danger of sterill- 
zation. when contracted by adults: 
A substance from blood is being 
developed which {it is hoped will 
give on immediate and exact test 
for syphilis, 

There. are encouraging _ reports 
that a chemical might be discov- 
ered- from blood which would 
prevent anemia in pregnancy, 
highly dangerous to mother end 
child: It would make it possible 


for irom and fat molecules to-- 


and be assimilated by 
the body. Treatments for mal- 
nutrition and aids in ~ plastic 
surgery are two more possibili- 
ties from blood derivatives. 

The cautious group 
tists who are doling this research 
are reluctant to reveal even what 
they are working on until they 
can announce positive 
Many special projects involving 
the by-products of blood are un- 
der way which they_won’t discuss 
at all. The work to produce ser- 
ums with which to fight commu- 
nicable disease holds the greatest 
promise for the future. 

Behind the tremendous activity 
which has been going on in this 
field are more than 1,500,000 pints 
of surplus dry plasma which the 
Red Cross has given free to hos- 
pitals throughout the nation for 
direct aid to patients, and for re- 
search work.

and to keep Americans supplied 
with the great current« direct 
need for blood, the American 
Red Cross has launched its. na- 
tional blood drive. 

The first blood collection cen- 
ters’ -were recently opened at 
Rochester, N-Y., and Wichita, 
Kans. Soon such centers’ will be 
opened in Washington, Louisville, 
Atlanta, ard Stockton, Calif. The 
goal is to be collecting 3,700,000 
donations of a pint each, per’year. 

The use of whole blood and 
plasma has become so standard 
fh general medical work since the 
war that it is now estimated that 
five pints of blood per year are 
needed for evéry general hospital 
bed inthe Us. 

The Red Cross estimates that 
$5,000,000 might be needed to 
finance the start of the program 
this. year. 


In five years, when 
they hope to have the program 
going full swing, it is possible 


that the complete job mizht cost 
$16,000,000. 


‘The bo‘tles of human blood being 


The program will*be handled in 
the same way as during the war. 
Permanent and secondary donor 
centers will be set up. The Red 
Cross will supply the professional 
help, laboratory workers, nurses, 
etc., and enlist the volunteers. 

Blood will be distributed to 
local hospitals for use as whole 
blood. As collections increase, some 
will be shipped to commercial la- 
boratorics for fractionation into, 
the. many valuable — derivatives. 
Blood being highly perishable, the 
handling requires great -care. 

Finally, the best. possible ar- 
rangements will be made in each 
community to make whole blood 
and the by-products. most effi- 
ciently available to both doctors 
and hospitals. Government hospi- 
tals will get their. share, too. 

The only charge to the -patient 
will be the doctor’s-fee for ad- 
ministering it. It will be up to 
Americans in the first plece to 


- supply the blood.

that blood ts an essential treat- 
ment to any person who has been 
injured by an atomic bomb. 

It may or may not be a coinci- 
dence that 1953 is the date the 
Government predicts other coun- 
tries will be able to deliver an 
atomic bomb and the same date 
by which the Red Cross hopes to 
have its program going full swing.

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old in the Sky: Planes Sneak 


Millions In Bullion

KARACHI, India—(NEA)—The 
twin-motored plane swooped low 
over the Karachi Civil Airport, got 
its bearings, and disappeared sud- 
denly into the humid Indian night. 

Only silence and the fading roar 
of the engines greeted the can- 
control tower's frantic attempt to 
contact the plane, but the silence 
gave the towermen a pretty good 
ida of its identity. There was little 
doubt that it was smuggling gold 
from New York to the Free State 
of Buhj, India—probably a million 
dollar cargo. 

But many an unidentified plane 
did just the same thing in com- 
plete mystery before Karachi au- 
thorities uncovered the secret 
Then one of the unscheduled 


*planes made a 4 a.m. landing for 


what the pilot thought would be 
e routine health and immigration 
check. Chief Customs Inspector 
W. C. Webbe stepped in and got a 
$2,500,000 answer. 

Webbe checked the manifest, 
and found the plane’s only cargo 
was brick gold, destined for Siam 
by way of Buhj. But the logical 


route for such a shipment would

be via Karachi and Calcutta, be- 
cause Buhj is a tiny, out-of-the- 
way airport which does not even 
have facilities for night landings, 

Part of the cargo had been load- 
ed in New York, and the rest in 
Mamascus, Webbe found by ques- 
tioning the American pilot of the 
charter plane. 

“This pilot.” Webbe explained, 
“asked for permission to proceed 
directly to Buhj as he approached 
India, but when he was told to 
land first at Karachi, he obeyed. 
If he'd had more guts he would 
have gone right on, later radio- 
ing that he was lost and low on 
gas and forced to land at Buhj. 
Had he done so, we would still not 
know the whole smuggling story.” 

When customs impounded the 
cargo, a Bombay bullion merchant 
showed up and claimed the ship- 
ment was bound for Bangkok and 
only passing through India. In- 
stead of getting the gold back, he 


Over India 


was promptly fined $1,500,000 for 
smuggling and customs kept the 
gold. 


Loss of one cargo, though, pro- 
bably doesn’t mean much to the 
bullion operators. Gold sells in the 
U.S. at the controlled price of $35 
an ounce; it brings $80 an ounce 
in Indla—a profit of more than a 
million dollars a plane load. 

The risk? Even now that Webbe 
knows the secret, he figures the 
smugglers have a pretty sure. thing. 
The new Pakistan government ap- 
parently has made no effort to 
stop the smuggling, 

And since Pakistan authorities 
have no control over the Free 
State of Buhj, the only problem 
the gold operators have is in get- 
ting pilots who will turn a deaf 
ear to Karachi’s orders to land. 
Getting the gold from SBuhj to 
Bombay, apparently, is easy. 

There seems to be plenty of deaf 
pilots. Night after night, they 
zoom aross a corner of Karachi’s 
airport, getting a position check. 

“It's getting so they almost fly 
past here on schedule,” says the 
tower operators. 


For Days Food Average in Italy, 
You Count Those Who Eat Nothing

ROME — (NEA)—One of the 
first things we saw in Italy was a 
Woman dressed in shabby black 
clothes, like many thousands of 
Women we have seen since, who 
came up to us in Milan with a 
baby in her arms. 

We speak no Italian. but we had 
a little conversation handbook. 
She spoke no English, but she 
made us understand the baby was 
sick. Both of us know what a sick 
child looks like—and this was a 
sick baby, a starving baby. The 
mother wanted money; we gave 
her some, and hoped she would be 
able to buy semething for the child. 

On the way to Rome, we thought 
it is to try to help just one mother 
and talked a lot about how futile 
or one child, at a time. 

We had already seen some of 
the figures: More than 5,000,000 
Malian chikiren in desperate need 
--and more than 4,500,000 receiv- 
ing very little help; 14,000 chil- 
dren wounded in the war--and 
more than 13,000 recefving no 
treatment, no artificial limbs, no 
training to help them, become 
even partly self-supporting; more 
than 250,000 war orphans--many 
of them still with no place to live. 

In Italy right now, the food. con- 
sumption averages 2000 calories a 
day, compared with 2300 for France 
and 3400 for the U.S. (France will 
soon drop to 2000) An average, 
however, can be arrived at in 
many ways. In Italy,-the average 
includes those who on some days 
too many days--eat nothing at all. 

Like Maria Gnocchus and her 
three children, who live in 2 one- 
room windowless shack amidst 
that {s Tor Marancio, on the out- 
skirts of Rome. Signora Gnoc- 
chus and her children had not 
eaten anything that day; and it 
was four in the afternoon. They 
did not expect to eat anything 
that night. 5 

Signora Gnocchus, a war widow, 
still was waiting to receive hor 
wtiow's pension—$3 a month. One 
of us gave her a package of clgar- 
ettes. 

“That is worth one-third of the 
pension she will get,” said the 
Italian social worker in our party. 

later, in Brefotrofio Provincale 
Hospital, a foundling home, we 
looked at hundreds of babies, and 


thought how much alike babies are, 


all over the world. The director 
told us: 
“Every baby brought in here 


during January, 1945, died within 
@ month or two. They were so far 
gone already—and there was 
little we could do to save them. We 
had no milk.” 


He explained the death rate has 
been reduced from 450 to 150 for 
each 1000 foundlings. In the past 
few days, this home had been re- 
ceiving supplementary food, con- 
tributed jointly by the Italian gov- 
ernment and the United Nations 
Childrends Emergency Fund. 

The children were fed in a room 
which had an old UN poster on 
the wall, reading: 

“This food comes to you with 
the good will and friendship of 
the peoples of 44 nations.” 

The poster was left over from 
the days of UNRRA and so were 
many memories., for we were told 
many times in Italy, when we 
viewed some sign of human  re- 
habilitation: “These people would 
have died, had it not been for 
UNRRA.” 


Relatively few mothers, the di- 
rector told us bring their chil- 
dren to the foundling home. A 
mother who does {s required to 
give milk to her own child and 
to at least one other. Italy has 
never had nearly enough milk. 
the basic essential for the health 
of children. What there is ayer- 
ages only about one per cent but- 
terfat about the same as our skim 
milk. i 

Americans living in Rome re- 
port they haven’t seen a glass of 
milk in three years. Italian babies 
have seen very little milk since 
UNRRA, even in hospitals and 
foundling homes. The UN Chil- 
dren's Fund has Jugt begun its op- 
erations in Italy, and should be a 
major factor in reducing the death 
tate of children. The fund is giy- 
ing 550,000, meals daily--or rather 
550,000 half-meals, because the 
fund only provides 300 of the 600 
calories, the rest coming from the 
pares with 2,500,000 dafly meals 
Italian government. This’ com- 
which were provided by UNRRA. 

While in Rome, I met with 
Italy's National Committee for the 
UNAO, and it was inspiring to see 
the wuhity and enthusiasm of 66 


public and private agencles--many

of them traditionally hostile to one 
another--pledged to cooperation in 
working for the children. In Italy 
three are all too few occasions 
when capital and labor can be in- 
duced to work together. 

And in the Fanciulla della strada 
a school for adolescent boys, I met 
the homeless boys of Rome who 
come to the school daily to use 
the playground and have their one 
“good” meal of 600 calories. 

These boys know that one-half 
of that meal comes “from their 
government; that the other half 
comes from the UN. One of their 
teachers in the playground inter- 
rupted their play; stood on a chair 
and told them we had come to 
visit Italy for the United Nations 
Appeal for Children. He didn’t ask 
response was instantaneous. 

“Viva Nazioni Unite!” they shou- 
ted, waving theirarms. “Viva Naz- 
them for a demonstration; “he 
didn’t have time, for as soon as 
they understood our mission, the 
joni Unite ” 

They were still cheering when 
we had to leave.

Most of them will stay in Britain 
for some six to nine months. They 
will attend lectures by prominent 
United Kingdom welfare experts 
and visit various factories, work- 
shops and institutions in the Un- 
ited Kingdom.

FOOD FOR THOUGHT ABOUT RADIO 


The national secretary of the L.0.D.E. has Just com- 
pleted a radio survey in Canada. As a result of her sur- 
vey she lists 25 suggestions for what she believes to be 
for the betterment of radio broadcasting. 

It is significant that the first recommendation she 
lists is is one calling for 50 per cent less time for com- 
mercials. And it is equally significant that the nation- 
al secretary regards radio’s principal mission as being 
one of entertainment and not something to be over 
commercialized. 

The findings of the I.0.D.H. secretary are interesting 
and readers may spend a profitable few minutes runing 
through them and making mental comparison with 
their own views. Here are the 25 suggested improve- 
ments for radio: 

1. That the time allotted to commercials be cut fifty 
percent 

2, That good recorded music is prefered to second rate 
talent.

5. That more good comaiians be used but that good 
musicians do not try to be comedians.

14. That good musical programmes be allowed a half- 
hour rather than fifteen minutes. 

15. That the “sugar Daddy” type of comment reserved 
by announcers for women artists cheapens and de- 
tracts from the programme. 

16. That less jazz and “boogie -woogie” be played. 

17. That fewer western hill-billy programmes be pro-

18. That more stories with a Canadian background be 
used. 

19. That better supervision be provided for children’s 
programmes. 


20. That the Green Hornet, Superman, and Boston 
Blackie programmes be dropped and more histor- 
ical, geographical and nature stories be substituted. 

21. That programmes that stimulate interest in hob- 
bies and recreational activities be arranged. 

22. That school broadcasts be given between 6 and 
8 p.m. so that the parents and’ children alike may 
enjoy them. (We learn that this applies already in 
some Provinces.) 

23. That one evening a week be set aside as Famliy 
Night. 

24, That a course be provided in every Province for 
young Canadians interested in the “art of broad- 
casting. 

25. That more encouragement be given Canadian ar- 
tists to ensure that they remain in Canada. 

DO AS ! SAY, NOT AS! DO 
The Board of Education’s decision to have signs 

erected prohibiting children from using the ice pads 

at the various school rinks doesn’t seem to be headed 
for success. It seems apparent from the report of the 

School Board meeting that the erection of the signs 

is intended more as a “conscience salve’ than as a 

cure for the alleged evil practice. 

An important point on the matter was brought 
up when the principal of one school said he couldn't 
see banning hockey on Sunday at the local school 
rinks when these boys own fathers, brothers or 
friends can play golf in summer or ski in winter quite 
legally. Of course this is a very controversial subject 
and the lengths to which it can be argued, pro and 
con, are unlimited but it does seem that to ban one 
sport on Sunday and condone others is, to say the 
least, discriminatory. Certainly the plan is not apt to 
inspire confidence in the minds of growing children 
in their elders to whom they are taught to look for 
leadership. 

Without taking sides on the issue as to the moral 
aspect of playing hockey on Sunday, it does seem that 
the “Do as I say, not as I do” doctrine is a very unsound 
one to try and instil into the minds of children. If they 
are to grow up with respect for the judgement and de- 
cisions of their elders they should be given good 
grounds for having it. Telling them and even forcing 
them not to do something which elders themselves in- 
dulge in doesn’t seem like the way to curry their re- 
spect They must have an example to go by and if the ex- 
ample isn’t a good one they aren't apt to profit much by 
it — in fact they may even decide they could do as 
well without such examples and go their own way. 


WHITE CANE WEEK — 

White Cane Week is underway. The Canadian 
Council of the Blind and The Canadian National Insti- 
tute for the Blind are once again sponsoring this 
nation-wide campaign to promote better public under- 
standing of the needs and activities of blind Canadians. 

The Council and the Institute feel that last year’s 
campaign brought most beneficial results, particularly 
for White Cane users who require assistance in traffic 
This year the sponsors wish to remind the public that 
continued assistance will be welcomed with gratitude. 

The present educational campaign, in addition to 
the White Cane and those who carry it, stresses two 
points, — first, the need for improved legislation rela- 
tive to the blind and, second, the part which all of us 
can play in our daily lives in preventing blindness and 
conserving vision. 

It ig significant to note that those who have lost 
the precious sense of sight are concerned in helping 
others to guard it. 

White Cane Week is our opportunity to learn 
more about our fellow citizens who are blind. Let us 
take advantage of it. By our interest and understanding 
let us help to open new doors of opportunity for those 
who must fight life’s battle in the dark. 


That horror stories and plays which seem to make 
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REAL RADIO PROBE CALLED FOR: 

‘The Quebec Chronicle-Telegraph in a recent issue 
calls attention to the grave menace radio could present 
to the democratic freedom of the nation if it were to 
become the pawn of political interests. The newspaper 
emphasizes the importance of keeping radio free of 
pohtical control in a leading editorial under the caption 
of “Real Radio Probe Called or” and asserts that it is 
its interest in keeping Canadians free that a thorough 
investigation is urged with a view to regulating radio in 
the general interest. “ 

Here is what the Chronicle-Telegraph has to say 
on the subject: 

“Radio is directly connected with the winning of 
elections and therefore with the choice by the voters 
of a Government to administer the affairs of ‘the 
country. The late Premier Aberhart, Social Credit Pre- 
mier of Albeta, used Radio freely to sell his “funny 
money” theories to the people of his Province; while 
the CCF finds it an ideal medium for the circulation of 
propaganda, since radio speeches are not easily studied 
or checked. More orthodox politicians, too, contribute 
to filling the air with political speeches.” 

Because Radio, then, is so directly connected 
with the business of getting eleéted for politicians, both 
individually and as parties or groups, it should ob- 
viously be kept free from political control. Otherwise 
there is always the danger that the electorate may be 
misled or that the dice may be unfairly loaded. Many 
responsible citizens fear that political control of Radio 
is not merely possible but probable under the present 
CBC set-up. Through this the Government of the day 
may grant or deny licenses to operate radio stations 
under the influence of political considerations. It may 
“hire or fire’ CBC's Chairman or any: member of the 
Board of Governors for no better reasons. But Radio’s 
freedom from political control is not alone at stake. 
The Canadian Daily Newspaper Association, a national 
body that may be presumed to know what it is talking 
about, has made it clear, in turn, that the development 
of electronic devices for the transmission and produc- 
tion of “Facsimile” newspapers by Radio constitutes a 
grave potential danger to the freedom of the Press. 
In the opinion of a number of leading publishers, in 
fact, this danger may become a reality all too soon.” 

Such a situation emphatically calls for immediate 
and thorough investigation by some qualified body, 
with a view to regulating it in the general interest. 
Good friends even of the CBC have called for such an 
investigation. There is, of course, the Radio Committee 
of the House of Commons which tries to scrutinize the 
functioning of Radio in general and of the CBC in 
particular. It is ill-equipped,, however, for the task, be- 
cause it is composed of party politicians, men unfam- 
jliar with Radio and too busy to give it adequate study, 
in any case. Moreover, it acts under terms of reference 
that are too narrow to be effective, while its decisions 
carry little weight because they are suspected of parti- 
san bias. The most probable development, therefore, 
and the one that public opinion would warmly endorse, 

is setting up, if not of a Royal Commission, then at 
least of a Senate Investigating Committee.” 

By all means, the public who pay for state-owned 
Radio deserve to be given satisfactory assurance that 
they are not contributing their money to the forging 
of a political weapon designed to destroy their demo- 
cratic freedom.” 

This is a very serious matter and Canadians 
everywhere should give it some very serious thought. 
Radio misused could indeed be turned greatly to the 
disadvantage of the people. It would be quite a simple 
matter to sway a nation one way or the other in its 
thinking by means of radio under political control. 
One can readily see the wisdom in the Chronicle- 
Telegraph’s recommendation. 


There Shouldn't Be Any Ban On Margarine 

The forces which are opposing the lifting of 
the ban on margarine are blandly ignoring the prin- 
ciple involved in its retention. They are insisting on 
being granted a monopoly on a product (butter) which 
they have no right to expect, for purely selfish reasons. 
If such a monopoly is allowed to continue in effect then 
any manufacturer or producer of any product has a 
perfect right to expect similar treatment. Furthermore 
a monopoly on any product is a stumbling block to 
progress. 


To realize how unreasonable such a demand is it 
1s only necessary to draw a few comparisons. For ex- 
ample if the first car manufacturer had been granted 
a monopoly on the motor car industry we might never 
have had any other kind of a car. What a calamity that 
would have been if he had been content to go on pro- 
ducing the first successful model without bothering to 
improve it — just because he had a monopoly on the 
product. The same can be said of radios, washers and 
almost any commodity. 


Powerful pressure groups are at work now trying 
to keep the ban on margarine in force but they are not 
doing so through any benevolent attitude towards 
Canada’s dairymen. They are going to great lengths to 
protect their own interests as well paid organizers who 
are concerned primarily with their own welfare which 
depends on the amount of power and influence they 
they can wield over their followers. The butter mon- 
opoly has been a mighty whip in their hands to crack 
when their flock showed signs of going astray. They 
would hate to have it broken. 


No person would like to see evil times befall the 
farmer and the lifting of the ban on margarine should 
not work any hardship on him. If butter can be made 
and sold at a price approximating that of margarine it 
is not likely that it will suffer in volume of sales to any 
great extent. However, on the other hand, it would not 
be fair to continue to deprive Canadians of the right to 
purchase a very good substitute at a price considerably 
lower than butter at the present time. About the only 
effect the introduction of margarine would have on the 
Canadian dairy industry would be to stabilize the price 
of butter. Almost any superior product on the market 
to-day has a stabilizilg counterpart which, while per- 


OTHERS SAY 


OLD FASHIONED WINTER 

For years, it seems to us, we haye been hearing folks 
say winters were nothing like they used to be. It was 
their habit to boast of snows which came early, bury- 
ing fences and buildings, and remaining right through 
without a January thaw until spring came late in April. 
It is significant that these exponents of past history 


have been almost conspicuous by their absence in rec- 
ent weeks---perhaps because they have been sticking 


close to the heating equipment at home. 
The Oshawa district certainly had a “good old- 


fashioned winter” this time. And most of us are begin- 
ning to get a bit tired of it. We know that it is our brisk, 
stimulating climate that makes us the fine upstanding 
folk we are. We recall that the inhabitants of sunnier 

climes are likely to grow as soft as their weather. But 
all the same enough is enough. 

For the youngsters who ski and skate this may be 
perfect weather. Ontario’s “banana belt” seldom af- 
fords such continuous opportunities for winter sports 
out of doors as it has during the past two months. But 


for those of us who are “fat and scant of breath” there 
is little to whistle about. 
No doubt shovelling snow is good exercise, though 


doctors warn against too much f it if you are over 40 


and not used to it as a regular routine. No doubt it is 
good for us not to have our dwellings overheated, but 


it isn’t particularly pleasant. And we can think of no 
argument in favor of feeding the furnace—except that

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WOOL CONSUMPTION 

World consumpuon of apparel 
wool, which represents 80 per cent 
of production, has reached an an- 
nual rate of 3,400,000,000 pounds, 
greasy basis. This figure is almost 
15 per cent above pre-war level, 
and according to Edgar Booth, 
Chairman of the International 
Wool Secretariat, is likely to con- 
tinue. 

World apparel wool stock on 
June 30, 1947, the beginning of the 
1947-48 selling season was 4,208,- 
000,000 pounds, which was 9 million 
pounds less than at the same date 
{mn 1946, though inventories were at 
about the average for 1934-38. 
However, wool is moving rapidly 
jnto consumption in the principal 
consuming countries where the 
prevailing financial policy is to 
increase exports of finished tex- 
tiles to obtain foreign exchange 
for the purchase of more raw ma- 
terials. 

The promotional work undertak- 
en by the Woo! Secretariat seems 
to be proving valuable and there is 
growing appreciation of the place 
woollen fabrics can take for fine 
wearing apparel and for curtains 
and draperies in addition to the 
more general use for ordinary 
clothing, underwear, blankets and 
so forth. 

An interesting development com- 
mented upon by Morton Savell, 
Managing Dirertor of the Inter- 
national Wool Serretariat, is that} 
within the apparel wool class the 
percentage of fine wool is declin- 
ing, and the use of medium grades 
is increasing. This arises from 2 


reduction of Australia’s sheep 
numbers by 36 per cent in the 
past five years, a tendency in 


South Africa for sheep growers to 
switch to cattle, and a reduction 
by one-third of the production of 


fine wool in the United States. 
According to Mr. Savell, world 
wool is down 


production of fine 
about one-fifth from the wartime 
peak and smaller than at any time 
in the last two decades, while 
production of cross reds or med- 
ium wool is close to wartime peaks 
and above any pre-war year.

It should not be a matter for 
congratulation that the quantity 
of material screened out is not 


large, unlessthere can be assur- 
ance also that the seed remaining 
is clean and as free from weed 
seeds as possible, 

Small seeds in particular, 
as clover, 
are not easily cleaned and unfor- 
tunately says W. H. Wright, Chief, 
Seed Laboratory Services, Dom- 
inion Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, indications are that these 
small grass seeds are often sown 
when they would be classed as “re- 
jected” under Regulations of the 
Dominion Seed Act, or at best 
would grade only as No. 2 or No. . 
Many farmers consider that No. 3 
seed is not really fit for seed. Op- 
erators of seed cleaning plants who 
know .that any seed contains too 
many weed seeds after cleaning, 
would do individual farmers and 
the community in general a real 
service by endeavouring to dis- 
courage farmers from sowing such 
seed. 

Mr. Wright adds another caution 
Screenings from most small seeds 
have practically no feeding value 
and are best destroyed, and he 
emphasizes that the only sure way 
to destroy them is by burning. 

ORDER SEED NOW 

Now that the export of seeds is 
not as closely controlled as during 
the war years, the wise farmer will 
buy his requirements for 1948 
seeding now. Canadian registered 
and certified seed has an excellent 
reputation on export markets and 
is always in demand in the United 
States. 

Because of poor crops in some 
areas during 1947, many farmers 
who would normally have sufficient 
good seed of their own growing, 
will have to buy seed. While 
there is likely to be sufficient for 
all, delay in- placing orders may 
reduce the prospect of getting the 
particular grade or variety desired. 
This can be avoided by arranging 
for seed requirements without de- 
lay.

MORE EFFECTIVE WEAPON 
AGAINST DISEASE 

The health of animals division of 
the Department of Agriculture has 
established more effective meas- 
ures for controlling brucellosis. 
Brucellosis is more commonly 
known throughout Canada as 
Bang’s Disease. Regulations relat- 
ing to the establishment and main- 
tenance of brucellosis free listed 
herds and official vaccination have 
been drafted and are now in ef- 
fect. 

The regulations will be adminis- 
tered by the Health of Animals 
Division. The principal points in 
these regulations are as follows. 
Firstly: Herds may now be listed 
after three negative tests at three 
months intervals. Blood samples 
being drawn by the farmer's own 
veterinarian followed by a nega- 
tive check test three months later 
by a divisional veterinarian. This 
reduces the minimum time requir- 
ed for possible listing from twelve 
months to nine months. 

Secondly: Officially vaccinated 
animals giving a positive reaction 
will not be considered as reactors 
unless they have reached the age 
of thirty six months. That is pro- 
yided no infection occurs in the 
herd. 

Thirdly: Marked reactors may 
only be sold for slaughter or sold 
under written authority from the 
Health of Animals Division. They 
may only be sold to brucellosis in- 
fected herds providing the pur- 
chaser agrees in writing not to re- 
sell the animal without further 
written authority. 

The fourth point mentions that 
no change has been made in the 
manner of adding additions to the 
herd. The exception is given in 
the case of pregnant animals.

at least twenty one days thereafter. 

The fifth point states that private 
testing of any or all animals in 
herds under the brucellosis regula- 
tions is prohibited. 

The sixth point says that only 
official’ vaccination of calves will 
be permitted. Calyes eligible for 
vaccination must be either natural 
increase to owners herds or from 
a herd operating under the Dom- 
inion or an approved provincial 
brucellosis policy. 

The seyenth point stresses that 
the veterinarian official conduct- 
ing the vaccination must issue the 
owner with a certificate of vaccin- 
ation]. 

The eighth and last point says 
that blood samples need not he 
taken from officially vaccinated 
calves until they have reached the 
age of 24 months. 


Fertilizer Prices Rolled Back 

The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board has announced a roll-back 
in the price of certain types of fer- 
tilizers: The roll-hgck also affects 
basic chemical ingredients of 
compound fertilizers in Eastern 
Canada. The lower prices are al- 
ready in effect. 

Board officiais said that the 
price of commonly used compound 
fertilizers, on which no price ceil- 
ing is set, will average about eight 
percent higher than 1947 prices. 

Here are the new price regula- 
tions. Maritime farmers will pay 
$7450 per ton for ammonium ni- 
trate. Prices in Quebec and On- 
tario are being reduced by $16.45 
and $12.45 per ton resptctively. The 
processors price of cyanimid is be- 
ing reduced from $2.15 to $1.80 per 
unit F.O.B, Niagara Falls. 

Gov't Action Coming 

Agriculture Minister J. G. Gar- 
diner speaking on, the coarse grain 
situation in the Commons said the 
government would take action to 
compensate Western Grain Grow- 
ers for heavy losses suffered prior 
to the Ufting of price ceilings on 
coarse grains. He said, however, 
the action could not be taken until 
Western Grain Companies had 
settled their accounts with farm- 
ers. 
| CANADIAN CATTLE HIGHLY 

FAVORED 

Canadian cattle are highly fav- 
ored at auction sales in the United 
Kingdom. A report on this fact ap- 
pears in the latest issue of For- 
efgn Trade, a magazine published 
by the Foreign Trade Service of 
the Department of Trade and 
Commerce, 

The report was written for the 
magazine by W.B. Gornall, Com- 
mercial Secretary for Canada in 
the United Kingdom. 

Cornall says: ‘Two auction sales 
of pedigree Canadian Holstein 
Friesian cattle were held in Bri- 
tain last summer. The results were 
very satisfactory in respect to sel- 
ling values.” 

Great Britain started importing 
cattle from Canada several years 
before the outbreak of the Second 
World War. Between one and two 
thousand in-calf heifers were {m- 
ported from Canada each year by 
Britain at that time. The cattle 
were mainly grades consigned for 
sale by auction immediately on ar- 
rival at the port of disembarka- 
tion. Shipments were made to 
Birkenhead, Cardiff and Glasgow. 
These cattle however, were dis- 
persed to many parts of the United 


Kingdom, 
Gornall, continuing his report, 
|states that the imported cattle 


lave created a good name for the 
Canadian breed. Many survive to 
the present day. They are still 
yielding large quantities of milk. 
Be says they are standing up well 
to the strain of heayy production 
over many lactations under normal 
farm conditions. 

Gornall says that during the lat- 
ter war years a number of dairy 


farmers grouped together to in- 
vestigate the possibilities of im- 
porting cattle into the United 


Kingdom from Canada. 
They favore.. the Canadian Hol- 
stein pedigree cattle. The farmers 


’ 


wished to build up herds with im- 
ported Canadian stock selected by 
themselves. During the war impor- 
tation of cattle was not possible. 
But in December 1945, however, an 
open general license was issued by 
the Board of Trade. This permit- 
ted the importation of dairy cat- 
tle from British Empire countries. 
In 1946 a leading dairy farmer 
group sent a representative to 
Canada to select a number of in- 
calf heifers. Altogether 192 head 
were selected and shipped to the 
United Kingdom. 

Later in the year the British 
Friesian Society sent a delegation 
to Canada to select a larger batch 
of cattle. Their purpose was to sel- 
ect upwards of 200 head, male and 
female. The animals were selected 
from the best producing herds and 
according to prescribed specifica- 
tion in respect to milk yield and 
butterfat. 

Distribution in Britain was by 
lot and the applicant received the 
animal drawn against his name. 

In 1947 a group of British dairy 
farmers to select animals for the 
direct account of thems:lves and 
other farmers came to Canada. 
Their purchases were planned to 
meet the growing demand for the 
establishment of Canadian herds 
in the United Kingdom. 

They decided to import a selec- 
tion of in-calf heifers fo. sale by 
public auction so that farmers 
could examine the animals for 
themselves’ before buying. c: 

More than 90 animals, including 
three bulls, were selected and on 
arrival were dispersed to approved 
farms. Considerable advertising 
was undertaken and widespread 
interest aroused before the auc- 
tion. 

The cattle sold at levels in excess 
of the figures anticipated. Another 
equally successful sale was held 
later in the year. 

HORSE STILL HAS A PLACE 

Members of the Clydesdale 
Horse Association of Canada de- 
cided at a meeting at Toronto last 
week that the horse is creeping 
back into the limelight on Can- 
adian farms. This is in spite of the 
mechanization and the processing 
of horses for human consumption. 

The members did not suggest 
that the horse would ever achieve 
again the position it had held be- 
fore the advent of the tractor. 
They felt, however, that farmers 
realized there is still a place for 
the horse in the economy of mech- 
anized farms. The animals are in 


particular valuable for winter 
farm work. 
Breeding, particularly in the 


Western Provinces has pepped up. 
This is due to a demand created 
for geldings for advertising pur- 
poses by breweries, bakeries and 
dairies, 

It is expected that a much larger 
number of horses will be raised 
during 1948.

Prepare For Power Cuts Here; 


Morning And Afternoon Breaks 


Two Daily Cuts 
Start Wednesday 


Starting Wednesday industrial 


and domestic consumers of electric- 


ity must be prepared to face pow~ 


er interruptions between the hours 


of 10 and 12 a.m. and 4 and 6 pm. 
daily until further notice. This is 
disclosed in a statement prepared 
and issued by the Lindsay Hydro 
Commission to-day. T.2 text of the 
statement follows: 


“Following receipt of informa- 
tion of drastic power cuts in Tor- 
onto and other large municipalities 
the Lindsay Hydro Commission 
held a special meeting Monday 
to discuss ways and 
means of coping with such an em- 
ergency when and if the need aris- 
es in Lindsay. From information at 
hand it appeared that no immed- 
fate relief could be secured other 
than by interrupting all consumers 
for certain periods during the day. 
This morning a letter was received 
by the Commission fromthe Hy- 
dro-Electric Power Commission { of 
Ontario advising as follows: 


“Effective February 18th, 1948 
and continuing until further notice, 
the daily consumption of kilowatt- 
hours shall be restricted to a maxi- 
mum of 90 percent of the average 
daily consumption of kilowatt- 
hours in the month of October, 
1947. This reduction shall not jap- 
ply to consumers whose power $up- 
ply was interrupted by the m- 
mission in October, 1947 to thejex- 
tent of 10 percent or more of nor- 
mal delivery”. 


The average daily consumption 
of kilowatt-hours for October, 1947 
in the Town of Lindsay amounted 
to 43,744 and, as the present daily 
consumption varies from 43,000 to 
52,000 kilowatt-hours. the above 
directive will mean that Lindsay 
must reduce by an amount of ap- 
proximately 10 percent to 33 per- 
cent of the daily kilowatt-hours. 

In order to effect this saving, it 
would be necessary to interrupt all 
consumers during the period of 
maximum load for two hours or 
more daily. It is imperative that 
all consumers--industrial, commer- 
cial and residential--make the 
maximum saving voluntarily so 
that the number and duration of 
total interruptions be held to a 
minimum. It is suggested that 
all employers impress on their 
staff that the more power they 
save in their homes will reduce the 
saving necessary in industry with 


its consequent effect on employ- 
ment. 
All domestic and commercial 


consumers who have electric water 
heaters are urgently requested to 
see that these water heaters are 
switched off during the hours from 
10 a.m. to 12 a.m. and 4 p.m. to 6 
p. m. Domestic consumers are re- 
quested to curtail the use of elec- 
tric ranges to the minimum and to 
use only such lights and other el- 
ectrical appliances as are absolutely 
necessary. 

All consumers are advised to pre- 
pare for an interruption to ser- 
vice tomorrow, Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 16th, sometime during the 
hours of 10 am. to 12 am. and 
from 4 p.m. to 6 p.m. These interr- 
uptions will be no longer than is 
absolutely necessary to affect the 
necessary saving. If, however, all 
consumers make a sincere effort 
to voluntarily conserve power, these 
interruptions will be cut to a mini-

Kirkconnell Says Teachers 
Below Required Standards 


Toronto, Feb, 17--(BUP)-- Doc- 
tor Watson Kirkconnell, President- 
elect of Acadia University, Wolf- 
ville, Nova Scotia, says the teach- 
ing profession is not getting the 
best out of young people today, 
and teachers are not measuring

Specialized Role Is 
Planned For Arsenal 


The end of the war has not 
Meant the end of activities at the 
Lindsay branch of Canadian Ar- 
senals Ltd. This unit is still func- 
tioning on a fairly large scale al- 
though its tasks are varied and at 
variance with wartime years The 
Works Manager of the plant says 
the indication are that the Arsen- 
al will be busy for some time to 
come. 


In an interview Monday he told 
the Post the Lindsay plant was 
being conditioned to specialize in 
the manufacture of gun ammuni- 
tion. This, he pointed out, was by 
way of giving it a specialized role 
to play in the nation-wide chain 
of arsenals, At the present time it is 
receiving a large quantity of sur- 
plus machines and toolings from 
wartime plants which are being 
put in shape and held for use in 
the event of an emergency. When 
completely re-adjusted the plant 
will be capable of producing a cer- 
tain range of empty shells. 

In addition to other work the 
Lindsay unit is presently manu- 
facturing a line of cabs for motor- 
ized Army equipment to be used in 
the far north. The Works Manager 
notes that this phase of the plant's 
activities is comparable to that of 
a body making plant for a motor 
car industry. The cabs are process- 
ed entirely at Lindsay. 

Certain specialized work such as 
rewinding motors, etc., is also being 
done in the Lindsay establishment. 

Dealing with the matter of per- 
sonnel] at this branch the manager 
Stated that it has been doubled 
since last November. “However”, he 
points out, “this should not be in- 
terpreted to mean we are hiring 
large numbers of people nor that 
we will be likely to. We are taking 
on additional help from time to

RICHARD PETER CAVANA 

The funeral service was held 
on December 22nd last, of the late 
Richard Peter Cavana to Burnt 
River Cemetery, from his Tate 
residence, lot 9, con. 3, Somerville, 
where he died after many years of 
jll-health. Born in County Dublin, 
Treland, he immigrated, with his 
parents to Canada in 1871, spend- 
ing six monotonous weeks aboard 
a sailing vessel as part of the 
journey. 


their arrival here was on lot 10, 
con. 1, Sommerville, within a short 
distance of “Howies” school and 
incidently he helped plant some 
of the stalwart maple trees that 
now provide shade, in the grounds 
surrounding that same school. 


Shortly afterward, the family 
moved to lot’ 8, con. 3, to begin 
their struggle in Canadian pioneer 
life and from where he was prede- 
ceased by his mother in 1896 and 
his Father in 1902, aged 67 and 93 
years respectively. 


He then turned his interests to 
lumbering and for many years Was 
engaged with the leading lumber 
@ompanies of his day, including 
Gilmours, Rathburns, Boyds, 
Carews and many others. In 1898 
he was engaged in improving the 
Trent Valley Canal at Rosedale. 


As a timber man he wa familiar 
with every mile of river bank, from 
their source to their confluence; in 
Peterborough and Victoria Coun- 
ties, and the shores of every lake 
enroute. 

After his marriage in 1903 to the 
former Matilda Hughes of Kin- 
mount, he again turned to farming 
now on lot 9, con. 3, in the same 
Township of Somerville, thus; he 
spent his sojourn in Canada, with- 
in a radius of two miles. 

His brother William J. and sis- 
ter Elizabeth, predeceased him 
some time since, each having 
reached the venerable age of 83 
years, his cousin Allan Cavana of 
Orillia, died recently aged 95, thus; 
it is evident, that he came from a 
strain of longevity, 

He js survived by his Widow,, 
and two daughters; Hazel, at 
home, and (Dora) Mrs. George 
Schell of Silver Lake. His son 
James, to whom he was greatly 
endeared, died some time ago. Also 
surviving are, his sister, Mrs. Ro- 
bert English of Fenelon Falls, who 
too, has reached her 80th year, 
and two brothers, George E. ot 
Burnt River and Allan J. of Lind- 
say, the latter two were born in 
Canada.

The average cost of maintaining 
each patient at the Ross Memorial 
Hospital in 1947 was $4.15 per day. 
‘This compares with $3.71 for the 
year previous. However, despite the 
fact that the average per day costs 
have increased here the RMH fig- 
ures still run a long way below 
those of hospitals of similar size 
elsewhere in Ontario. According to 
last available average costs for hos- 
pitals of similar size throughout 
the province the per day cost was 
$5.11 per patient. 

Food alone accounted for 95.1 
eents of the total per day cost. 
Figures contained in the annual 
report show that approximately 
120,000 meals were served during 
the year. The average number of 
patients in the hospital during the 
year were 54 adults and 13 babies. 

An indication of the increased 
demands made upon the hospital's 
services is contained in statistical 
data relating to the days’ stay of 
patients. In 1939 there were 2317 
hospital days' stay for babies, by 
1947 this figure had risen to 4580, 
Days’ stay of patients in the public 
ward was 8331 in 1939 and 8342 in 
1947, in semi-private wards the fig- 
ure rose from 3834 in 1939 to 9514 
in 1947 and in private wards from 
1807 to 1720. 

There was a total of 592 births 
during 1947 of which 285 were male 
and 307 were female..The number 

of patients admitted during the 
year totalled 2190 and were made 
up of 733 male patients and 1457

discharged during the year was 
2854. c 

Deaths during the year were one 
maternal, infants under year 21, 
surgical 5 and non-surgical 76.

“The Lindsay Hydro Commission 
has been considering for some time 
the advisability of placing on @ 
rural service basis all consumers 
located outside the corporation 
mits asd supplied by the Lindsay 
Hydro lines. It has been brought 
to the attention of the Commission 
that this would place all consum- 
ers in Ops Township supplied from 
Lindsay on the same basis and 
would eliminate discrimination be- 
tween consumers. The Commission 
legal advisor recommends that this 
action be taken as does also the 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission. 
The proposed action is in ine with 
what has taken place in many 
other instances where service was 
supplied outside the boundaries of 


“There are, however, a number 
of consumers outside the Town 
who. paid for the lines from the 
Town Limits to their own premises 
and in the event of the Commis- 
sion proceeding with this proposal, 
these lines would have to be paid 
for by the Commission so that the 
original owners would not be pen- 
alized.” 

Consumers who took service ‘after 
these lines were built would natur- 
ally receive no compensation since 
they did not make any investment 
in the original line.”

Hospital 
Plans Not 
Working Out 
Stinson Says 


“A great number of hospital 
plans are just not working out and 
some are being liqidated,” stated 
Chairman T.H. Stinson, at the 
annual meeting of the Ross Mem- 
orlal Hospital Board Thursday ev- 
ening. 

Mr. Stinson pointed out that 
some of the smalle1 companies 
have already went “bankrupt.” The 
increased number of people going 
to hospitals and the ever-increas- 
ing hospitalization costs were some 
of the reasons, sald the Chairman. 
He was of the opinion that hospit- 
al plans would be eliminated en- 
tirely if the companies are asked 
to pay the full amcunt of bills in 
the future. 

FULL AMOUNT FOR 
INDIGENTS 

The Choirman stated that the 
Government Act is to be changed 
and municipalities will pay the 
full amount for indigent patients 
instead of $2.25 per day. “Since 
the Goyernment has paid grants 
the people have got sway from the 
idea that hospitals are charity af- 
fairs,” he added. 

HOSPITAL BILL HARD TO 
COLLECT 

Dr. R.M, Parker thought there 
was a job for public relations to 
inform: the people about the great 
costs of hospitalization. “The pub- 
ic should know the facts that 
Grants don’t pay for everything,” 
said Mr. H.S. Johnson. 

“Collection agencies will tell you 
that hospital accounts are the 
most difficult ones tu collect” com- 
mented Mr. Stinson when the 
question of the amount of accounts 
written off at R.M.H. was brought 
up. “The bad accounts ($3,749.31) 
would wipe out our 1947 deficit 
($2,043.65) commented Mr. H.S. 
Johnson. Secretary F.L. Weldon 
produced figures showing R.M.H. 
outstanding accounts were not out 
of proportion with other hospitals 
in Ontario. 


MORE ACCOMMODATION 

Secretary Weldon stated that 
the Board was not proud of the 
crowded condition and added that 
the last few days the hospital has 
been very congested. Over 300 have 
been admitted in the last six 
weeks,” he sald.

A resume of the year’s activities 
is contained in the following re- 
port of the annual meeting sub- 
mitted by the Library Board: 

“During 1947 there were several 
changes in the personnel of the 
Board, Mrs, Stewart and Dr. Glee- 
son both having to retire on ac- 
count of poor health. and in Dec- 
ember Mr. Tilly Chairman of the 
Board, died. All these members, 
when health permitted, took an 
active interest in the work of the 
Library. They were faithful in at- 
tendance at the Board meetings, 
and were always ready to do what 
they could to help the Library.” 

“The Town Council appointed 
Mr. G. A. Lucas in the place of 
Mrs. Stewart, and the Separate 
School Board appointed Mrs. Fitz- 
simmons to take Dr. Gleeson’s 
place.” 

“In March the Board accepted 
most regretfully Miss Blackwood’s 
resignation after fifteen years of 
devoted service to the Library. Miss 
Smale, Assistant-Librarian, took 
Miss Blackwood’s place and Miss 
Berle Coulter was appointed Assis- 
tant-Librarian.

Cameron Lake 
Ice Averages 


16-28 Inches 


Local and district ice companies 
who use “nature's own” for deliv- 
ery during the summer have been 
busy the past few weeks “harvest- 
ing” the 1948 “crop.” 

According -to those cutting at 
Cameron Lake the icg averages in 
thickness from sixteen to 28 inches 
with six to eight inches of slush on 
top. Up until recently experts have 
classed this winter weather as 
ideal for good ice formation. It was 
observed that where snow drips on 
the lake surface the ice runs thin 
and the ice is thicker where the 
snow levels out. 

Ice companies estimate that this 
year’s harvest will be 25 per cent 
over the 1947 season take. While 
customers of Lindsay ice companies 
received a sufficient supply last 
year, it 1s reported sales could have 
been much higher if more ice were 
avallable at the peak of the season.

That was the ultimatum 
handed to a packed Council Cham- 
bers Tuesday night by hydro com- 
missioner J.G. Baldwin. He told 
this to the meeting of industrial, 
commercial and domestic consum- 
ers which had been called in an 
emergency to discuss the present 
power crisis. Mr. Baldwin stated 
that restrictions in effect up until 
now had not been sufficient to 
effect the necessary saying of pow- 
er and that the Ontario Hydro 
Electric Power Commission had 
ordered a total cut of between 
eight and thirteen thousand kilo- 
watt hours daily at Lindsay. He 
said that if the saying could not be 
effected voluntarily daily power 
cuts affecting all users would have 
to be resorted to. He also said he 
thought this could be avoided if 
everyone cooperated. 

WATER SHORTAGE TO BLAME 
* Commisioner Baldwin said the 
reason for the drastic move had 
been made necessary because of a 
‘shortage of water at generating 
‘plants. The absence of thaws to 
build up a water reserve had fur- 
ther aggrayated the situation, he 


_Said, adding, “until this condition 


is overcome the present crisis will 
continue.” 


MANAGER REITERATES 


STATEMENTS 
J. Lightbody, manager of the 
Lindsay System, reiterated what 


Commissioner Baldwin said re- 
garding the urgency of saving ad- 
ditional power. “The only way to 
prevent daily power cut offs is for 
you to take rationing right into 
your own hands. Either you do it 
yourself or well do it for you,” 
he told the gathering. He said the 
temporary restrictions arose from 
subnormal conditions and that if 
Lindsay did not comply with Ont- 
ario Hydro Electric Commission's 
request it had threatened to cut 
off all supplies to Lindsay. The 
manager also stated that industry 
must cut an hour off its produc- 
tion and commercial users reduce 
their consumption 50 per cent. 
“The choice is yours,” he stated, 
“either you do it or we'll do it for 
you.” He said consumption of pow- 
er in Lindsay had jumped since 
October and that there had been 
a 50 per cent increase in the last 
two years. More lights, more ranges 
and other electrical appliances 
were some of the things which he 
said were responsible for the in- 
crease. “I am going to the substa- 
tfon to-morrow morning and watch 
our meters, if the saving is there 
We won't pull the switches--if it is- 
n't we will,” he asserted. 
HOT WATER HEATERS 
BIG DRAIN 

Commisioner Baldwin, taking 
the floor at this juncture, said that 
hot water heaters were big users of 
power. {f these were turned off for 
most of the day--from 7 a.m. to 
}1 p.m.--a big saving could be ef- 
fected he stated. 
STAGGER DAYS OF INDUSTRY 

The commissioner also stated 
that Saturday and Sunday con- 
sumption didn’t interest hydro be- 
cause consumption was lighter and 
Suggested that a staggering of days 
of work might be another way to 
save power. 
WORK DAY CUT 

Mr. D. Macaulay, manager of 
Allenburys Lindsay plant said he 
was “impressed with the serious- 
ness of the. situation.” “We could 
not operate our plant on a daily 
shutdown basis and there must be 
others in the same position,” he 
stated, adding, “Starting tomorrow 
we are going on an 8-hour day and 
starting work at 8 a.m, in place of 
the customary 7 o'clock hour.” He

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EDITORIAL 


SAVE POWER OR HAVE IT SAVED FOR YOU — 

As of to-day the people of Lindsay who use elec- 
tricity are faced with the ultimatum of either saving 
power themselves or having it saved for them. The 
Lindsay Hydro Blectric Commission told a mass meet- 
ing in the Council Chambers last night that if 8,000 
kilowatt hours of power were not saved voluntarily 
starting to-day (Wednesday) they would be forced to 
cut off all power at certain hours of the day. From now 
on whether or not Lindsay consumers have their power 
cut-off during certain hours of the day depends entirely 
upon themselves —if they effect a big enough saving it 
won't be done — if they do not, it will. 

The reason advanced for the necessity of pre- 
senting the drastic ultimatum to the hydro consumers 
in Lindsay is that there is a shortage of water to gener- 
ate electricity with. The Hydro Commission says the 
shortage of water and the need for restrictions will 
Jast at least until spring floods bolster the water supply 
at generating plants in Ontario and Quebec. 

: The seriousness of the present situation cannot 
be over-emphasized and neither can the fact that the 
need for power saving is a job for everyone to partici- 
pate in. Industrial, commercial and domestic users 
alike are called upon to save every possible quantity of 
electrical energy. No one group can accomplish the 
necessary saving alone. M 

Ways and means of conserving power will be 
suggested not only in Today’s issue of the Post but in 
succeeding editions. If these and other remedial 
measures are applied there may never be a complete 
shutdown of power — if they are not, there probably 
will be. 

Lindsay's current emergency can only be over- 
come by immediate action. Future emergencies may be 
overcome and avoided in many ways — the most work- 
able of these will be suggested in due time, 

For the present then, save power and start doing 
it now. There will be some loss in time and wages as it 
is — there will be more if the necessary saving is not 
forthcoming. Will you do what you can to keep losses 
at a minimum? Your answer will be reflected in to- 
day’s and the next day’s power savings. It is important 
too, to remember that this is not a question of saving 
power only in the daytime — it should also be con- 
served at night, ; 

Whole-hearted co-operation will mean a personal 
saving of time and money — please co-operate. 


THIS SHOULD NOT HAPPEN AGAIN — 

The hydro consumers of Lindsay In being served 
an ultimatum “to save power or have it saved for 
them” should plan now to see that this does not happen 
again. 

Over a year ago the Post suggested that auxil- 


iary power generating equipment be purchased to pro-.... 


vide for an emergency such as this. The Lindsay Hydro 
Electric Commission stated it was not desirable at 
the time but that they would consider it again if the 
need arose. The fact that many other municipalities 
are providing themselves with auxiliary generating 
equipment is evidence that such plans are feasible. 

In view of what has transpired it seems as if 
the time has come when the people of Lindsay will 
have to reverse the ultimatum submitted to them by 
Hydro... Elther Hydro should provide Lindsay with 
adequate power by installing auxiliary generating 
equipment or the people of Lindsay should take it upon 
themselves to do so. 

The situation which has arisen now will quite 
probably occur again next fall or winter — it should 
be prepared for so that no loss in production or wages 
will be necessary and domestic services not ourtailed. 

Perhaps interested citizens will see their way 
clear to show some leadership in this connection with 
a view to co-operating fully with Hydro. It should be 
understood that the plan would not be to compete with 
with Hydro but to safeguard the town’s interests by 
co-operating with them. 

If Lindsay acts now auxiliary generating equip- 
ment could be ready for operation by next fall. If it de- 
lays other municipalities may have taken up all avall 
able supplies.

CAUSES OF DUODENAL 
(PEFTIC) ULCER 

While the patient with stomach 
and intestinal ulcer--peptic ulcer-- 
{s usually of thin narrow build and 
a worrler, this is not always the 
case---as some wide robust indi- 
viduals of jovial disposition can 
develop ulcer if the provocation 1s 
strong enough. 

I have mentioned before the 
cases of a husky young man who, 
meeting the physiclan who had ex- 
amined him some years previously, 


told him that he had had a stom- 
ach ulcer. The physician assured 
him that he must be mistaken as 
he had the wrong build (wide), and 
the wrong’ disposition (jovial). 
However, the young man had been 
a stock broker and was the “floor” 
man for his firm. When the de- 
pression occurred, because he was 
strong and jovial, he had to meet 
the cussomers who had lost their 
money. In six months he had a 
peptic ulcer. sar 
That anxiety (chronic fear) is an 
important factor in causing ulcer, 
is shown in a survey of 285 patients 
with duodenal ulcer (ulcer of the 
small intestine into which the 
stomach pours its contents. A close 
study of cases in which an emo- 
tional disturbance was present was 
carried out in 50 cases. The study 
showed that emotional — distur- 
bances (psychic injury) and too 
much acid in the stomach diges- 
tive juice are important factors 
in causing ulcer. It was found that 


from the standpoint of race the 
phlegmatic, or calm, race had a 
smaller percentage of cases than 
the nervous and emotional race, 

Next important as a cause of ul- 
cer was found to be wrong eating 
habits---eating when tired, eating 
too rapidly, not chewing the food, 
eating when excited. 


- Another cause of ulcer is infec- 
tion, particularly of the teeth, ton- 
sils, and gums (gingivitis), 

The first step in the treatment 
of-ulcer is trying to allay the anx- 
fety present--to quiet and reassure 
the patient, pointing out how his 
anxiety and nervousness actually 
over-stimulate the nerves, acusing 
stomach movements which  in- 
crease acid production which, in 
turn, wears a hole in the stomach 
and intestine. 

‘The next step is the diet treat- 
ment--cutting down on acid foods, 
increasing alkaline foods. Surgery

Man Between Two Worlds: 


Germans Who Saw U.S. as POWs 
Now a Potent Occupation Factor 
As ‘Missionaries’ for Democracy 


BY RICHARD HOLLANDER

COLOGNE, Germany —(NEA)— 
Augustus Goetz lives with his 
wife in a single room on the sec- 
ond floor of a drafty, partlally- 
demolished buildings in the Dom- 
Str: If ever a man found him- 


@ sat suspended halfway between 


two worlds, it is Herr Goetz, 

He is what Military Govern- 
ment officers call an “Educated 
POW,” which means that he spent 
much of the war in America or 
Britain as a prisoner-of-war, 

Goetz was a prisoner of the Am- 
ericans. He was captured in Tunis 
in 1943 and spent three years in 
America, most of it in Texas. 

He learned to speak fluent Eng- 
lisa and to regard America as 
only a little less than Paradise. 
‘The layishness of living that he 
saw, even during the war years, 
was “beyond anything he could 
have imagined. Certainly beyond 


Cc) anything he had been told about 


hard-working 
who functioned 


America by the 
purveyors of lies 
for DrD. Goebbels 
Goetz has been back in the ruins 
of Cologne, for a year, and he 
doesn’t like it. His one aim ts 
that some day he may be able to 
arrange to take his wife to Ameri- 
ca. He doesn’t have much hope for 
this, though, 
DOUBTFUL NEIGHBORS 
Meanwhile, the role of Goetz— 
and the many others like him all 
Western Germany—ie of 


over 
great interest to our Military 
Government. Since he is “edu- 


cated” and has persemal knowledge 
of how things go in the western 
democracies, he is regarded as a 
possible potent force for the future 
democratization of the people ar- 
ound him. If he works at this 
mission, he's a better bet than all 
the outside influences could ever 
be, simply because he is not an all- 
en conqueror, but a known member 
of the community. 

The Goetzes, however, are a va- 
talite lot. They vary widely in the 
stories they tell about America and 
Britain, Their propaganda value 
shoots up and down like a stock 
market chart. 

When Goetz, for instance, first 
came home he was full of wonder- 
ful tales about America. In fact, 
the tales were so wonderful that 
none of his neighbors believed him. 
They were certain that Goetz had 
somehow sold out to the enemy— 
namely us. 

This bewildered him very much, 
and for a time Goetz actually did 
feel like an allen in his own home 
town, He knew that the tales he 
told about America were true, but 
nothing he could say impressed 
his neighbors of the fact. 

“The people here. living among 
the ruins, simply couldn't belleve 
that there was so much food in 
America,” he said. “They couldn't 
believe that practically everyone 
owned his own auto.

The Hungry Children 


In Budapest’s Overcrowded Foundling Home, Affection and Care 
For Youngsters Are Plentiful, But Ther

Budapest, Hungary—(NEA)—A 
eport by the Ministry of Public 
Welfare puts it this way: “The 
most important problem of Hun- 
garian renalssance and of her fu- 
ture is to save her children...” 

In Budapest's Institute for 
Abandoned Children, founded 
years before the war and now sad- 
ly overcrowded, we found future 
Hungarian men and women whose 
lives officially began when they 
were found in rallway stations or 
on doorsteps. 

“This little girl,” sald our 50- 
cial worker guide, “was found in a 
railway statjon at the age of one 
week. Her mother had left her, 
with 15 forints (about $1.25). I 
think she didn't want to give up 
her baby, because she had cut off 
a lock of the baby’s hair to keep.” 

For poor mothers {n war devas- 
tated areas to abandon their chil- 
dren in not new—but {t 1s» less 
common to find such substitutes 
for parental care and training as 
we saw in the institute at Buda- 
pest. Its “graduates,” in the gen- 
eration before the war, included 
many notable Hungarians. 

We left the Institute with both 
hope and fear for the future of 
the “Unknown Child"—who 1s as- 
ured affection and competent care 
—and who may not grow up at all, 
for 110 in every 1,000 Hungarian 
children still die within a year aft- 
er birth. 2 

So far as total food supplies are 
concerned, Hungary is better off 
than France, Italy or Ozechoslo- 
yakia. In pre-war years, she pro- 
duced a large food surplus. The 
drought which swept all Europe 
cut deeply into the 1947 harvest, 
put total calories available to the 
average person are only 10. per 
cent below the amount prescribed 
by dieticlans—compared to a 38 
per cent defficiency in Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

The food problem here lies for 
the most part in badly unbalanced 
diets. Milk production, never suf- 
ficient in peacetime, is 40 per cent 
below pre-war. There is a danger- 
ous lack of proteins and vitamins 
among the 2,300,000 Hungarian 
children under 11 years of age. 

As elsewhere, the United Na- 
tions Children’s Emergency Fund 
4s doing all it can with limited 
resources, under the direction of 
an experienced Swiss physician, 
Pr. Pierre Descoeudres, alded by 
Yn ex-Britlsh flyer, Gordon Car- 
ter. Dried milk from Minnesota 
and cod liver ofl from Norway 
is going to the children of Hungary 
—but to too few of them. 

Whole dried milk is now being 
given dally to 13,000 bables under 
one year of age, and to 11,000 
pregnant and nursing mothers. An 
additional 101,000 children between 
one year and four are receiving 
dried skim milk. This is all that 


can be done, under the present 
budget. 

The milk is distributed through 
2000 nursing homes, orphanages, 
schools and hospitals, a number of 
which Mrs. Bowles and I visited. 
Every drop of milk goes directly

Mrs. Bowles saw the threat 
vividly at a slum settlement of 
“temporary housing’—built after 
World War I. In one of the pitl- 
ful one -room huts, Papp Balint, 
father of the family, was in bed, 
one of the advanced  tuberular 
cases for whom there is no hos- 
pital bed. Playing near him were 
his five children—likely future vic- 
tims of the disease. 

It was estimated here that 
UNRA contributions have saved 
tens of thousands of lives—chlef- 
ly by getting milk here in time. 
American ald to Europe has been 
enormous, as we all know—but

HINTS ON HOSIERY 

A man named Earl Constantine 
wishes you women would stop it. 

Your’re giving the hosiery indus- 
try headaches even more severe 
than those caused by the war and 
the nylon shortage. 

Constantine is president of a 
hosiery manufacturers association- 
--a group respousible for encasing 
the almight North American gam 
in gossamer nylon or silk. 


Constantine says Canadian and 


American women, to put it bluntly, 
“are spoiled brats.” They demand 
the ultra-sheer nylons, the ten or 
fifteen denier as the industry calls 
them, for service wear. That, says 
Constantine, is where the headache 
comes in. 

Hosiery manufacturers constant- 
ly are getting complaints that ny- 
lons don't wear as well as they 
did before the war. Or that nylon 
yarn--made by the Dupont Com- 
pany--is weaker than it once was. 

Constantine denies that such is 
true. and explains why. 

“Before the war,” he says, “The 
sheerest hosiery made was 30 


service weight--but which actually 
{s just as transparent as the finest 
bili.” 

Then he adds that after the war 
---and when nylon became plenti- 
ful again--the manufacturers be- 
gan turning out both the very 
sheer, for social occasions only. 

Immediately, women demanded 
the ultra-sheers for all-purpose 
wear--for a day at the office or 
a day of shopping.

Women cannot expect the 
sheer stockings to wear as well. as 
the 30 deniers--because the hose 
just aren’t built for it. Constantine

\have the machinery to turn out the 
10 and 15 deniers in mass quantity 
--so it has not been able to meet 
the demand. He hopes it will not 
have to. 
The hosiery official denies ru- 
mors that there will be a shortage 
of nylons generally. He says that 
in 1947, manufacturers turned out 
about 36 million dozen pairs of 
nylons, or about seven million 
more dozens than in 1946, And this 
year, he expects production to go 
slightly above that of last year. 
Constantine says the industry 
has not yet tried to meet the de- 
mand for the ultra-sheer stockings 
--partly because he hopes women 
eventually will become budget-wise 
and start wearing more of the 
heavier nylons. 
“The American woman is spoiled, 
and I love her,” says Constantine, 
“But I wish she were not so waste- 
ful.” 
Incidentally, 
styles in hosiery shades 
changing soon. 
He says one large manufacturer 
for example, is showing what it 
calls face powder shades for Easter 
and the warmer days ahead. That 
means a swing away from the 
dark shades women have been 
wearing with winter clothes. As 
Constantine puts it, “When we 
think of warmth and spring and 
sunshine, it’s hard to think of 
dark stockings.” 
And he also thinks “you “women 
will wear nylons this summer--- 
no matter how torrid the tempera- 
tures--rather than switch to leg 
makeup, popular during the war 
years when nylons were scarce.

SO, 36 will observe a tradition older 
than most of us realize. 


It goss back to the year 270---- 
more than 16-hundred years ago-- 
and to a priest in ancient Rome 
named Valentine. Tradition says 
that Valentine was beheaded Feb- 
Tuary 14th for refusing to renounce 
Christianity. In prison he compos- 
ed a farewell message to the blind 
daughter of his jailer. He signed 
the message--“from your Valen- 
tine”--, and the custom was start- 
ed. 

No one really knows whether the 
story is true. Actually, there are 
seven Saint Valentines listed by 
the Roman Catholic ‘Church on 
the calendar of Saints. At any rate 
in the year 496, Pope Gadkins 
dedicated February 14th to Saint 
Valentine and named him the Pa- 
tron Saint of all lovers. 

But the custom of writing Val- 
entines had to wait a long time. 
During the dark ages, when very 
few people could read or write, 
love verses were recited or sung. 

History says the first written 
Valentine dates back more than 


500 years. It was written in the 
Tower of London by Charles, 
French Duke of Orleans, after the 
battle of Agincourt in 14-hundred- 
14. Since that time a lot of Valen- 
tine verses, of all kinds have been 
inscribed. Shakespeare even had 
his heroine Ophelia Chanting a 
Valentine song in “Hamlet.” 

And that favorite rhyme of chil- 
dren--“roses are red violets are 
blue”--was used os far back as 
the 17th century. In fact it was -o 
Popular a couple of centuries ago 
that young women who received 
several valentines complained the 
verse was sadly overworked. 

Books haye even been written on 
the subject of composing a yalen- 
tine verse-- books with titles sucn 
as “Cupid’s Mess2nger” and “Buiv- 
er of Love.” 

About 100 years ago We entered 
an era of sentimentality-- an era 
in which valentines carried layers 
of filmy, white lace, flowers, tiny 
fans, and messages sticky with 


sentiment. 

Later the style changed-- and 
valentines were decorated with 
wise-cracks and quips.

EDITORIALS 


DON’T BE TOO GULLIBLE! 

A pamphlet of interest reached our desk the other 
day which carried several messages of interest to 
readers. It is the relatively new Canada Trust commen- 
tary “Comments.” In view of the current talk of im- 
pending elections, both federal and provincial, there 
was one little item which had a message particularly 
timely. It was written under the caption ‘Childhood 
Logic” and we quote therefrom: 

“Politicians, particularly when they have a weak 
case to defend, have often found the broad generaliza- 
tion a useful trick of rhetoric, elther to convince an 
audience of a doubtful point, or to cause the point to be 
overlooked entirely. The trained speaker knows that if 
he says dogmatically, ‘The moon is made of green 
cheese,’ his hearers will immediately disagree. Instead 
of this he softens the statement to “‘All right- thinking 


people agree that the moon is made of green cheese.’ 


The reaction of a large part of the audience then 
is not to dispute the statement about the moon, but 
to show by their agreement that they are right- 
thinking people. 

Such tricks, of course, do not succeed with all 
members of an audience, and they may be detected by 


"2 radio listener who is uninfluenced by the sympathy of 


a crowd. They also fall flat before the naturally clear 
thinking of childhood.” 

‘Emily,’ says a mother to her five-year-old, ‘no- 
body eats soup with a fork’.”

This observation might be good to keep in mind 
as the time for an election draws near and smooth 
talking politicians again attempt to trick us into agree- 
ing with a whole lot of things we really don’t subscribe 
to at all. 


LOOK AFTER THE CHILDREN 

Attention was focussed this week at the weekly 
luncheon of the Kiwanis Club on the necessity of par- 
ents becoming aware of and fulfilling their duty of 
properly caring for their children by keeping the home 


“in good order. 


It was pointed out that one of the principal reasons 
for the rising cost of child welfare work was the lack 
of consideration and outright neglect by parents of 
their children. This is a serious state of affairs and 
while it does not come as a surprise to most of us it 
is none the less tragic. 

For. most people the very thought of being respon- 


sible for causing their children hardship is sufficient 
to check them in their wayward ways or selfish pur- 
~ suits. However, the fact is that in a surprisingly large 


number of instances, parents give no consideration 
whatever to the happiness or future welfare of their 
children as they indulge in their own self-centered 
interests. The unfortunate part of this is that it is the 
children who suffer while those responsible for their 
sad plight go scot free. 

Up until now nothing has been said that isn’t al- 
ready known more or less generally but what good is 
a mere recital of facts? Wherein lies the solution to 
the problem? How can delinquent parents be helped 
to mend their ways and be made to realize the impor- 
tance of fulfilling their responsibility to their offspring. 

_ These are questions which will sooner or later have 
to be faced up to and their answer found if the pro- 
blem of so-called juvenile delinquency is to be found 
and the need for child welfare work curtailed. Obvious- 
ly what we are faced with to-day is not so much a juy- 
enile delinquency problem as it is one of adult delin- 
quency. One can hardly blame children for the wrong 


things they do largely as a result of neglect by their 
parents. 


Little Hopes Of Much Coming Out of Price Probe— 

The Toronto Saturday Night has little hopes of 
very much being accomplished by the Ottawa+spon- 
sored price probe now in progress. It also figures that 
the only political party which will benefit by the probe 
is the CCF — strong advocator of government controls. 
on this, that and everything else. 

At best it is only likely to serve as a medium for let- 
ting off steam according to the Toronto paper. ‘Ap- 
parently it is Mr. King’s idea; he believes that it will act 
as a Safety valve through which the country in general. 
and members of parliament in particular, can let off 
steam about high prices,” it writes, Continuing it says 
“Unfortunately it seems all too likely to turn out to be 
a steam whistle, tooting about the wickedness of profits 
and the need for price controls.” 

Dealing with the subject of controls the Saturday 
Night makes some pointed observations which quite 
apart from the prices probe are worthy of note. 

S “We admit that we have neither the Pro-Cons’ 
conviction that more controls would so land us all 
in slavery nor ‘the C.C.F.’s bellef that all important 
phases of our economic life should, on principle, be 
directed from Ottawa; our belief about a general ex- 
tension of controls is that it simply could not be made 
to work. Our information from Ottawa about price 
controls, such as Mr. Ilsley and Mr. Abbott, share this 
view and are determined to prevent some of their col- 
leagues, who are rather susceptible to the widespread 
clamor for ceilings, from doing anything rash.” 

A lot of people certainly want price ceilings and 
other controls back again, but — and this is the great 
difference between now and wartime — they want the 
controls on other people and not on themseleys. This 
is true of wage earners and farmers and business men. 
controls will work, not merely because a lot of people 
want them, but only if most of the people to be con- 
trolled are willing to have them and abide by them,”

SHE DRESSES HER COWS FOR THE WEATHER — 

Dark-haired Mrs. Barbara Woodhouse, who lives 
in the south of England, has hit on a grand idea for 
coaxing poor-yielding cows into 1,000-gallon a year 
milkers — she dresses them according to the weather! 
Thirty-eight-year-old Mrs. Woodhouse used to teach 
dancing, but since the war she’s run a 12-acre small 
holding and made quite a contribution to Britain’s 
fresh milk supplies. About two years ago she came to 
the conclusion that varying temperatures caused cows 
to give more or less milk — so she decided to dress 
them to suit the weather! 

If it’s wet, they wear raincoats! In fine weather 
they have jute and wool-lined rugs, and in summer 
they wear cotton. The herdsman decides each morning 
what clothes they’ll put on. They keep their coats on 
indoors, so it doesn’t matter if the cowshed’s chilly. 
Seems they soon get used to wearing overcoats. Mrs. 
Woodhouse’s method is quite ordinary in Holland, Den- 
mark and New Zealand, but so far unusual in Britain. 

Mrs. Woodhouse finds this idea a success. There’s 
Queenie, for instance — Mrs. Woodhouse bought her a 
year ago for less than $160, when she was only giving 
40 gallons of milk a year. Queenie’s now a record 
milker with a yield of 150 gallons a month, and her 
mistress has already refused an offer of $1,000 for her! 

BarbaraWoodhouse bought all her*° cows when 
their milk yield was poor. Now they're doing wonders 
— and the three to four hundred cows which have

The word war is seemingly used all too freely by 
men and nations in an age when weapons of destruc- 
tion have reached a horrible state of hideous perfection 
It doesn’t speak very highly for civilized man when we 
consider that he has not yet progressed to the point 
where he can or is willing to forego war as a means of 
settling his disputes but it is even more pathetic to note 
that he {s showing a definite tendency to rely on it al- 
most exclusively for gaining his point. 

Sulaiman’s. drunken wisdom may have been 
greater than we think. Man, internationally, may have 
to ban the word war from his tongue before he can get 
used to talking in peaceful terms. 

Tt is all very well for nations to say we do not 
want war but until they stop talking in terms of war, 
there is not likely to be much peace. 

Talking about war is a dangerous pastime, and it 
{s a subject which should be substituted for by peace. 
wheneyer possible.

The Lindsay Public Library Board has announced 
a new departure which is of particular interest to 
Lindsay parents. It Is the introduction of a “story hour” 
on Saturdays especially for children. According to the 
Board’s announcement each Saturday morning at 
eleven children between six and nine years of age are 
encouraged to be at the Library to participate in this 
diversion provided especially for their entertalnment. 
While they are there the children browse among the 
books for part of the time and then they assemble to 
listen to a story related by the Librarian. Encouraging 
children of tender years to develop the hobby of read- 
ing and belng interested in books is a commendable 
pursuit.

HISTORY OF THE HOT CROSS BUNS — 

The story of “Hot Cross Buns’ dates back to 
pagan days in England, where they were first made. 
Missionaries found that the Saxons were accustomed 
to offer up a special type of cake to the goddess As- 
tarte, from whose name we get the word Haster. Find- 
ing that it was easier to alter the pagan beliefs than to 
eliminate them, the missionaries introduced the cross 
on the bun, to commemorate the crucifixion of Christ. 
Originally, these buns were made only for Haster. Later 
the sale of the cakes was introduced on Good Friday, 
and the style of the cakes changed to the form of a bun 
with a cross on top. The buns were sold hot, hence the 
name “Hot Cross Buns.” In later years, it has become 
custom to make and sell the buns throughout the 
lenten season. — Oshawa Times-Gazette

Statistics, still incomplete for 1947, show, however, 
that a large number of the accidents occurred at cros- 
sings where the view was unobstructed, some of them 
because of panic on the part of drivers after stalling on 
the crossing; that about 24 per cent happened when 
automobiles ran into trains already well across the 
highway, and that most of the others occurred in bad 
weather or at crossings where the view was obstructed. 

Railway authorities said many of the accidents at 
crossings where the view was not obstructed were 
caused by drivers attempting to race trains and that 
carelessness, drunkenness, or worry on the part of 
automobile drivers caused the cars to run into the 
sides of the trains.---Stouffville Tribune. 


Wartime Housing Acclaimed in Port Hope — 

In a recent issue of The Port Hope Guide an ex- 
cellent report tells the general opinion of the occupants 
of the 5 homes erected under auspices of Wartime 
Housing. This scheme was brushed aside by Bowman- 
ville Council three years ago by refusing to hear even 
the formal representations of the district supervisor 
who came to Bowmanville to seek an interview. Port 
Hope not only accepted the proposition but, haying 
erected 25 units, then went ahead and doubled the 
order. 

These homes were all allocated to veterans on a 
top priority basis. The houses were constructed 
without basement accommodation but were completely 
modern and fitted with storm windows, heating stoves, 
electrically heated water tanks with thermostat con- 
trol, kitchen fittings and even clothes lines and posts 
were erected. According to number of rooms they per- 
mitted occupancy on a rental basis ranging from $22 to 
$27.50 per month. 

Interviewing soldiers’ wives in their homes The 
Guide found about only two complaints: In some cases 
the storm sash was removed on account of the rooms 
being too hot, and the subdivision was a bit too far 
away from schools. But merchants maintaining store 
deliveries were most accommodating in facilitating 
shopping problems. 

Coal bills were at a minimum and the general 
feeling was that Wartime Housing had contributed 
very materially to keep down overhead and reduce the 
cost of living while providing the maximum comfort of 
a modern home. Finally the Port Hope municipal auth- 
orities were commended for greatly relieving the 
housing shortage to encourage industrial expansion.

Cannington’s Harvey “Red* 
Raney, star forward of the Wash- 
ington Lions in the American Hoc- 
Key League js reported to be pro- 
gressing favourably in a hospital in 
the U.S. Capital, after fracturing 
his skull in a contest against Pitts- 
burgh on Friday, January 30th. 
This was learned from Raney’s 
mother, Mrs. Gertrude Raney, who 
resides at King St. Cannington. 

According to reports from Wash- 
ington, “Red” (as he is better 
known in this district) received a 
very bad skull fracture and suf- 
‘fered concussion being in a comma 
for a few days. However, he is 
coming along fine now and is sit- 
ting up. A further report on his 
condition is expected when X-rays 
are taken again next week. 

Although it is not known for 
sure, {it is expected that Red will 
not get back into action again this 
winter. Prior to the accident he 
was well up in the scoring for the 
Lions having tallied 12 goals and 
19 assists, for 31 points in 44 
games. Red drew only five penal- 
ties during that time.--- Mrs. Har- 
vey Raney, who hails from Hag- 
ersville, Ontario, said “They sure 
think a lot of him in Washington.”

ths. But supplies and prices varied 
from year to year. 

Until recently these conditions 
had to be accepted in good grace. 
But in the present import. restric- 
tion situation, many Canadian 
home-makers are turning to Can- 
adian-grown  quick-frozen foods 
and all reports indicate that this 
industry will play a prominent role 
in Canadian food buying this year. 

Commercial quick-freezing of 
foods dates back to about 1923 
when Olarence Birdseye first pro- 
duced a practical method of quick~ 
freezing fish. By 1930 the method 
had been applied successfully to a 
wide rangeof fruits and vegetables 
and had aroused the interest of 
food authorities all over the world. 

In Canada the Department of 
Agriculture began experimenting 
with various freezing methods in 
the early thirties and shortly af- 
terward some small commercial 
ventures were started. 

But it was not until 1940 that a 
to market quick-frozen. foods was 
really determined effort was made 
made in Canada. Before jt had 
been thoroughly launched how- 
ever, it was hampered by the shor- 
tage of steel for zero storage cab- 
inets caused by the war. But since 
1946 a steady expansion has taken 
place and now in most Canadian 
cities, quick-frozen foods--fruits, 
vegetables and fish, are used reg- 
ularly in many homes. f 
There 1s almost no end to the 
number of foods that can be quick 
frozen. And no doubt some day, all 
sorts of exotic foreign fruits will 
be a regular part of our menus. 
However, at the moment the in- 
dustry is concentrating on the 
more practical, items in common 
use in Canadian homes, 

The average store selling quick- 
frozen foods usually has the foll- 
owing items available--green peas, 
green beans, yellow beans, cauli- 
flower, spinach. asparagus, brussels 
sprouts, green lima beans, slice 
strawberries, sliced peachces, blue- 
berries, raspberries. fillets of cod, 
haddock, flounder, sole, halibut, 
salmon steaks and halibut steaks. 
A more recent development is the 
intriduction of packaged prepared 
foods such as chicken a la king, 
which have been received enthus- 
jastically. 

Quick freezing 1s different from 
ordinary freezing in that extreme- 
ly low-temperatures are used. The 
freezing process is so quick that 
the icve crystals are very tiny and 
when thawing takes place the cells 
of the food remain intact. Quick- 
freezing {s usually done within five 
or six hours of the time the crop 
is harvested. 

The most significant feature 
about the quick-freezing process is 
that it {s the only food preservation 
method which does hot alter the 
food in any way. Nutrition experts 
have gone on record as stating that 
quick-frozen fruits and vegetables 
contain all the food values found 
in ordinary fresh foods. 

Of interest to housewives is the 
convenience of the quick-frozen 
products. Each item is neatly pac- 
kaged, cleaned and has all the 
waste removed. The peas do not 
have to be podded nor does the 
cauliflower have to be trimmed. 

All really that you have to do 
is to put the contents of the pack- 
age in bolling water and the gar- 
den-fresh flavor and color are re- 
leased, the very freshness of these 
vegetables reduces the necessary 
cooking time to that, required for 
the market product. For example 
ordinary garden peas usually re- 
quire from ten to fifteen minutes 
{n bofling water, but the quick- 


frozen peas require only two or 
three minutes.

$10,000 during the seven and- a 
half months in 1947, Town Clerk 
W.R. Allely informs. 

Total collections from the time 
the -meters were jnstalled--May 
1gthto the end of 1947 were $9,- 
952.28, of which the town receives 
25 per cent until the meters have 
been paid for. The town's share 
for the period in 1947 was $2,488.07 
Town Clerk Allely would not “go 
out on the limb” and predict the 
approximate time it would take to 
pay off the meters on the 1947 bas- 
is: 

Lindsay's total collections of al- 
most $10,000 compares favourably 
with Peterborough where 945 met- 
ers grossed over $17,000 in the same 
period.

before them at all times. Salt and 
a mineral mixture should be in 
boxes and can be mixed together. 
Equal parts of bonemeal and salt 
give mixture that {s adequate in 
most areas, but in fodine deficient 
localities todized salt must be used 
to avoid goltre in the lambs. In 


"| districts where other elements such 


as cobalt are deficlent or lacking 
these should be added to the min- 
eral mixture. 

A suggested ration suitable for 
pregnant ewes {s three to five 
pounds of good quality legume hay, 
one to three pounds of roots or sil- 
age, and one-half pound of a mix- 
ture of equal parts of oats and 
bran, the latter from about six to 
four weeks before lambing depend- 
ing on the condition of the ewes. 
All the weights quoted are the am- 
ounts that should be given bom one 
animal each day. 

If an adequate ration of this 
kind is fed to the pregnant ewes, 
there will be fewer lambing time 
mortalities and the lambs will 
make better gains in the spring 
and summer, all of which will con- 
tribute to the success of the sheep 
enterprise on the farm. —Experi- 
mental Farm News.)

Raps Open 
Sale Of 
222’s 


Toronto, Feb. 24 (BUP)--A Tor- 
onto Coroner, Dr. William H. Av- 
ery, condemns the unrestricted sale 
without prescription of “222” tab- 


lets containing phenacetin and 
codeine. 
Dr. Avery, who is coroner for 


Toronto and North York Town- 
ship, says a doctor's prescription is 
required under the Narcotics Act 
for the purchase of a quarter- 
Grain of codeine. But he says any- 
one can buy 50 or 100 “222” tablets. 
Dr. Avery says each tablet con- 
gains % grain of codeine, a seda- 
tive, 2 1-2 grains of phenacetin, a 
depressive, and caffeine, which is 
a heart stimulatn, 


He said he has had patients coll- 
apse after taking five grains of 
phenacetin. And he says--“I don't 
prescribe it any longer.” 

Dr. Avery made these remarks 
whiie testifying in the defense of 
a man charged with careless and 
drunk driving. He told court that 
the drugs in the ‘“‘pain-killing” tab- 
lets the man sald he had taken 
would very likely produce symp- 
toms that could be taken for drunk- 
enness. 

The upshot of the case was that 
the man--52 year old Monahan 

siton of Toronto--had the drunk 
driving charge against him dismis- 
sed. Howcver he was fined for 
careless driving.

Members of the Lindsay Town 
Council are going house-hunting! 
This was the result of a special 
meeting Monday night when Coun- 
cil was asked to make arrange- 
ments so that the old house on the 
corner of Churchill Crescent and 
William St. N., could be torn down 
so that Russell Construction could 
Start to build the last Wartime 
unit in that area. 

The appoinment of Alderman 
Ferguson, Speer and Kingsborough 
and Mayor Lamb as a committee 
to investigate and find a house 
(for the present tenant of the ab- 
ove-mentioned house) was made 
Monday _ night with power to act. 
According to Mayor Lamb the old 
house became the property of the 
town when Cain land was pur- 
chased so as to complete the 
Churchill Crescent out to William 
St. “The present tenant of the 
house has been unable to find a 
new ‘place and henceforth the 
house can’t be moved or torn down 
and the last Wartime house unit 
proceeded with”, stated the Mayor. 

Town Clerk Allely stated that he 
thought it might be possible that 
the Russell Construction Co. if not 
able to build on the site of the old 
house would complete only 74 hou- 
ses and bill the government and 
the town for 75. 

Some Councillors suggested that 
it might be possible for Russell 
Construction to build the house on 
some other lot. “It would be too 
bad to leave the house and spoil 
Churchill Crescent” commented 
Mayor Lamb. Several suggestions 
were heard from a number of 
Councillors as a possible solution to 
finding a spot for the present ten- 
ant of the old house.

Toronto, Feb. 20 (BUP)--Persons 
on relief in Ontario have been 
given a 15 percent increase In food 
allowances. 

The increase has been author- 
ized by the Ontario Government 
to meet the upward swing in food 
prices.

Announcement of the increasc 
was made yesterday by Welfare 
Minister W. A. Goodfellow. The 
minister also said that considera- 
tion is being given to a further ad- 
justment in Mothers Allowances 
because of the rising cost of living. 
Under the Unemployment Relief 
Act the province pays municipali- 
ties 50 percent of the cost of pro- 
viding relief to unemployable per- 
sons. 

Goodfellow estimates that the la- 
test increase in relief allowance 
will cost the province about 125- 
thousand dollars a year.

Toronto, Feb, 19 (BUP)--Agric- 
ulture Minister J. G. Gardiner says 
Canada should. try to double its 
population within the next 15 years, 
Addressing the Empire Club in 
Toronto today Gardiner said--"In 
my opinion. we should set ourselves 
the task of increasing our popula- 
tion by at least 600-thousand a 
year immediately, with an objec- 
tive of reaching a million a year 
inside ten years. 

Canada’s Agriculture Minister 
Said that is one way in which we 
can help the war-torn people of 
Europe. He said the people who 
could be assimilated “with our own 
people into one common citizen- 
ship” are to be found in the sur- 
plus populations in Britain and 
Europe. 

To increase our population, said 
Gardiner, if is also necessary to 
make it possible for Canadian-born 
citizens to remain in Canada. 

The Federal Agriculture Minis- 
ter said Canada should do certain 
things to retain her Canadian- 
born citizens and encourage others 
to come to this country. 

These, he said, included the need 
to develop our mineral resources, 
also the necessity for development 
of Canada’s timber resources, more 
help to the country’s fishing indus- 
try. further development of agric- 
ulture, and a system of national 
highways. 

Said Gardiner--“Someone with 
the vision and courage to develop 
a national highway system would 
do as much to provide inducement 
to young people to remain and oth- 
ers to come as any other one 
thing.”

Georgina Street or Georgian 
Street,---that is the question---- 
without $64 attached. This was 
brought up at the police station 
Thurs. by two local constables who 
know the town well----and each 
was convinced he was right. 

For the answer, this reporter 
went to Town Clerk W.R. Allely, 
an authority on Lindsay and its 
history. Although the name of the 
South Ward Street is shown on 
nearly all maps as “Georgina” and 
known by the same name by 99 
and 44/1000 of the: citizens of the 
town, Mr. Allely stated that the 
correct name is “Georgian.” 


The Town Clerk explained that. 
when Lindsay was surveyed and 
layed out (some years after its cor- 
poration as a town in 1857) the age 
was known as the “Georgian Era” 
and names of British royalty such 
as Kent, Wellington, William, 
Bond, Francis, Colborne, Glenelg, 
Melbourne, were bestowed on the 
streets of the town. Only explan- 
ation for the two names could be 
a transposition of letters in the 
copying of maps. 

An official of the Water Board 
Office states that they are warned 
every few months that a “Georgina 
or Georgian” St. resident that the 
name of the street is spelled 
wrong. However, the Water Board 
Sticks to the official spelling as 
stated by the Town Clerk. 

Whether this official declaration 
as “Georgian” street will change 
the minds of any South Ward resi- 
dents, it !s mot known but it is 
more than likely that they'll point 


} to the sign put up by the town. As

“The picture you paint isn’t very 
bright,” stated Mr. D. F. Macaulay, 
of Allen & Hanbury’s, after Mana- 
ger J. E. Lightbody of the Lindsay 
Hydro Commission, had informed 
that hydro won't have a surplus of 
power until 1951 at least. This was 
heard during a special meeting of 
the heads of manufacturers met 
with the Lindsay Hydro Board to 
discuss the power situation at the 
Town Hall Wednesday afternoon. 

The meeting appointed Messrs. 
E McLennan of Horn Bros, D. K. 
Rennie, of Dominion Brake Shoe 
and G. K, Grayestock of Canada 
Crayon, aS a committee to work 
with Mr. Lightbody in connection 
with the manufacturers. The three 
man committee was suggested by 
Mr. Macaulay and seconded by Mr. 
Harry Fagan of Sylvesters Steel 
Products and unanimousl¥-approved 
by the well-attended meeting, 

Mr. Macaulay asked Mr. Light- 
body. who acted as Secretary of the 
meeting, ifthere was any auxiliary 
power plant (prospect or practical 
plan that could be considered to 
{put Lindsay on a safe basis in the 
future. In answer Mr. Lightbody 
pointed out that the position of the 
Lindsay Hydro Commission is part 
of the Ontario system and responsi- 
ble for distribution in Lindsay. 

“T am not authorized by the Com- 
mission to speak on this subject 
but my own personal opinion is if 
any power plants be built they 
should be built by the Ontario Hyd- 
To Power Commission.” Mr. 
Lightbody added that the time will 
come when Lindsay will need auxil- 
iary power, “The only major wat- 
er power source is the St. Lawrence 
—and auxiliary power will be need- 
ed. 

He was of the opinion that an 
auxiliary power plant was out of 
the question for Lindsay but he 
thought one could service this area 
by one capital expenditure. 

Mr. Gravestock enquired about 
the advisability of getting power 


power plant. “If water is going over 
the dam why can’t it be used’*he 
asked. “This is getting out of my 
territory—all I know is hearsay — 
you had better ask the Reeve of 
Bobcaygeon,” said Mr. Lightbody. 
“No one has suffered so far—and 
the manufacturer. not until now” 
said Mr. A. T. Claxton who acted 
as Chairman, He gave credit to 
the manufacturers for the bulk of 
the hydro saving yesterday. “It is 
best to inconvenience ourselves 
some than to be cut off entirely,” 
he added, “Being hooked up with 
the HEPC, I doubt if we can do 
much locally as to supplying power” 
—said Mr. A. T, Claxton—who look- 
ed to Quebec for relief of the situa- 
tion. 
Several suggestions were heard 
from various representatives of 
firms as to what could be done or 
what might be done to meet the 
shortage which occurs between 7 


a.m. and 11 p.m. each day. The 
question of switching to night 
shift was brought up and also

Power saving was needed this actu- 
ally meant from 16 to 33 per cent 
to Lindsay. Representatives of 
Sylvester's Brinton-Peterboro carp- 
et, CNR. Silverwoods, Canada 
Crayon, informed how their plants 
had effected savings: Mr. Rennie 
Stated that 20 men at the Brake 
jShoe plant after being briefed on 
the seriousness of the situation ate 
their lunch in total darkness on 
Wednesday. Mr. Stewart Bryson 
of Trent Valley Bread sald that 
their company was switching over 
to night work with shifts coming in 
12 hours later than the usual hour. 

“Actually there’s a wastage of 
power in Ontario today,” stated Mr.

Mr, Claxton suggested that heads 
of firms contact Mr. Lightbody and 
give him the information needed 
on their plants. “I would like to 
hhaye all your suggestions and ef- 
fected savings in writing,” sugges- 
ted Mr. Lightbody. Mr. Gravestock 
was of the opinion that it was 
going to be a time before it is pos- 
sible to find out what real saying 
can be made. 

Asked what was the future of the 
supply of hydro and how long this 
acute phase of the shortage might, 
persist, Mr. Lightbodyy said it was 
beyond him to say, but he quoted 
one Hydro official as stating they 
are hopeful of a water break-up in ~ 
March to ease the situation. z 


Voltage Cut 
Not Advised 
By Experts 


Toronto, Feb. 19--(BUP)--Elec- 
trical experts say electricity could 
be saved in Toronto by reducing 
the voltage. But they say the many 
disadvantages arising from‘such 2 
step would far outweight the ad- 
vantages gained. 

The experts say that if the volt- 
age was cut in the present emer- 
gency by five or 10 per cent, all 
electrical equipment would have to 
be watched carefully. Electric mo=- 
tors, flourescent lighting and oth= 
er appliances would be in danger 
of burning out if the voltage was 
reduced. 

Electrical experts say anothe=> 
drawback would be dimmer lights@> 
They say that if the voltage was 
cut five per cent the quantity of 
light in an ordinary incandescent 
bulb would be decreased by at least 
ten per cent. 

Says an engineer--“If I had to 
choose between half hour power 
cuts and lower voltage, I would 
fake the power cut because the 
latter method of reducing power 
consumption has great limitations

Toronto, Feb. 21--(BUP)-- Doc- 
tor W.Z. Kirkland, President of 
the soclety for Crippled Civilians, 
says disabled persons confined to 
thelr homes, should have a pen- 
sion the same as the blind. 

Doctor Kirkland spoke at the 
annual meeting of the Society for 
Crippled Civilians in Toronto last 
night. 

He said--"“Unfortunately there 
are a great many persons who are 
too seriously disabled to leave their 
homes for employment.” 

He sald “It is even difficult to 
find any kind of work that the 
majority of them can do at home 
with their stiffened hands or twist- 
ed bodies.” Said Doctor Kirkland-- 
“They should have a pension the 
same as the blind.” 

He said that incapacitated civil- 
Jans should not have to depend up- 
on members of thelr families for 
the necessities of life, neither 
should they be subjected to con- 
stant humiliation through having 
to eccept relief.

1837 until 1861 there was 31 
new saw mills erected on this 
amall river system, but it was get- 
ting pretty well cleared off hy 
1861. In 1885 there were ony 12 
cad there are less now. The first 
muddy water was seen in the riv- 
er in 1877, indicating water coming 
from cultivated lands, Dredging in 
Port Hope harbor is carried on al- 
most eveyy year and 75 per cent of 
the silt in the harbor is caused by 
river carrying soil from the water- 
shed. There are three methods o° 
soil conservation . . . contour plow- 
ing, strip cropping and reforesta- 
tion. Loss of top soil is due in a 
large measure to the removal of 
the forests. The forest floor js per- 


haps the most important factor in 


the forest. There is a great accum— 
ulation of debris which decays and 
forms a mantle of little of a high 
absorbing nature, therefore holds 
the moisture for absorption in. the 
soil. The forests also hold the 
snow in.the spring. It melts. slow- 
ly and soaks. into the land. Refor- 
esting is one soil conserving mea- 
sure which has been in. progress 
for some time. The Orono Nursery 
of the Department of Lands and 
Forests is the main distributing cen- 
tre for reforestation stock in East- 
ern Ontario. There are a number 
of demonstration woodlots in the 
county. privately owned areas of 
wood land in which the owners have 
agreed to follow prescribed meth- 
ods of wood lot management out- 
lined by the Department of Lands 
and Forests and to permit access 
to the area byy interested persons. 
The conservation method is being 
developed from an extensive land 
survey on the Ganaraska Watershed 
carried out by a staff of field~men 
in 1942 with the testing and grading 
of soil. This “Land Use Survey’ 
furnishes a basis for the develop- 
ment of plans for the conservation 
of soil through improved land use 
and for application of soil conserv- 
ing practice on farms. With this 
detailed inventory, technicians 
should be able to devise cropping 
plans that would make use of all 
lands. The plan must be satisfac- 
tory to the farmer and at the same 
time it must provide for practices 
that will control erosion and run off 
water. Greater returns can be ob- 
tained from the land {f soll sav- 
ing measures are carried out.”

President Benes of Czechoslova- 
kia has officially accepted the new 
cabinet proposed by - communist 
premier Gottwald. The cabinet 
proposal was put up to Benes with 
the threat of a general strike if 
he did not accept it by midnight. 
The communists heaped enormous 
pressure on the non-communist 
president to force him to place the 
“official” stamp on their capture 
of Czechoslovakia. 

This latest development gives 
complete victory to the communists 
in Czechoslovakia. Within a mat- 
ter of hours the cabinet of their 
choice will be running the country 
they took over yesterday by strip- 
ping the powers from provincial 
agencies and giving it to their own 
action committees. 


Diplomats in Washington say 
the communist move to take over 
Czechoslovakia soon will be fol- 
lowed by new Russian-{nspired 
trouble in France and Italy. That 
also believe the Moscow time- 
table now calls for more pressure 
on Greece, Turkey, Finland and 
Tran. 

There is a certain irony in the 
present political crisis in Ozecho- 
slovakia. 

The communists today presented 
their demands for control to Presi- 
dent Eduard Benes, the man who 
has publicly said that be believes 
democracy and communism can 
live side by side. 

Only recently in a series of ar- 
ticles, Benes said: “I believe that 
both politico-social systems---the 
new postwar democracy and the 
Soviet socialist systems--can live 
together without hostility in co- 
operation and mutual understand- 
ing.” |

THE NEW INVASION GAINS MOMENTUM 

‘A few short years ago the people of the world were 
concerned with the advances of one Adolph Hitler and 
his National Socialist Party as they took over, with a 
great display of military power, country after country

on the European continent. One of those countries 
which fell under the heel of Hitlerism has just been 
overrun for a second time by a former Nazi ally and 
enemy--Soviet Russia. Shortly after 3 p.m. Tuesday 
word was flashed around the world that Russian 
trained Communists had seized control of Czechoslo- 
vakia and that the democratic leaders of the country 
had been ousted from power. Thus again for the 
second time in a decade the people of that country 
have been made to come under a powerful and ruthless 
police regime. 

Czechoslovakia’s downfall cannot but be regarded 
as a great tragedy by the Western World and a sad 
occasion in the minds of democratic people. It is a 
blow to democracy itself. 

Canadians cannot remain aloof to what is happening 
in Czechoslovakia to-day no matter how they would 
like to, They are as much a target for Communist dom- 
ination as the relatively small country which has been 
swallowed up in the latest Russian-inspired Communist 
coup. Everyone in Canada must beware of the radical, 
disturbing element in its midst if they are to avoid the 
possibility of following in Czechoslovakia’s footsteps. 
Communism is a very active force in this country, it 
thrives on dissension and disturbances and it is there- 
fore important that we shun those persons who adyo- 
cate revolutionary changes and for. whom nothing in 
the country is ever right. i 

Communism and its attendant evil is no myth — it 
is stark reality and its tactics are every bit as sinister, 
if less pretentious, as — Nazism, and Facism, and other 

m’’ movements. 


OTHERS SAY 


RATIONED EFFICIENCY — 

Not much is now heard about the efficiency of 
our Western society. We used to boast about how much 
we could produce and how quickly and well we could 
do it. Now there seems to be a curious kind of inverted 
pride in how little we have to do. Shortages of nearly 
all consumer goods do not encourage the workmen 
engaged in their manufacture to work harder or 
longer. They are more likely to go on strike for reduced 
working hours. 

There may be a subconscious feeling among the 
efficient workmen of pre-war days that they would be 
suckers to work too hard while their fellows earn their 
wages by doing just enough to get by. They may also 
be puzzled, as many others are, at the phenomenon of 
a growing civil-service payroll for the performance of 
work that, even when it is necessary, does not increase 
the national wealth. They know and resent the fact 
that taxes on their wages go to maintain the hosts of 
clerks, stenographers, inspectors and commissars 
who still create a housing problem in Ottawa and the 
provincial capitals. 

Workmen are earning good wages, but the money 
means little to them because of the scarcity of things 
that they want to buy; and because the wages of a 
job cannot be easily translated into desired goods, the 
normal satisfaction that comes from doing a job well 
is partially destroyed. 

In their preoccupation with securing higher 
money wages for their followers, leaders of 
trade unions have missed an opportunity to be states- 
men. They must see, whether they admit it or not, 
that increased wages for the same or smaller amounts 
of production can only lead to higher prices. The 
worker's pay envelope may be better filled, but he will 
be less able to make its contents meet his needs. 

Union leaders would deserve the confidence of 
their followers and the public if they would recognize 
these simple facts and set about improving a bad situ- 
ation. Most unions have now got their wage increases, 
at the cost of raising the prices of virtually every type 
of consumer purchase. They can now, without loss of 
prestige, encourage their members to give value for 
their extra earnings, to increase the ration of efficiency 
allotted to their customers. 

Increased efficiency may not of itself be enough 
to bring prices down; but if union leaders would show 
good faith in this respect they would get a hearing 
when they attacked the problem of bringing down the 
taxes that now overload the cost of everything we buy. 


The workers cannot consistently complain of the 
burden of non-productive clvil servants until they 
themselves regain their pre-war standards of effi- 


ciency. —Printed Word.

MORE ABOUT LOBOTOMY, 
OPERATION TO REMOVE 
GRIEF AND DEPRESSION 

Some months ago I spoke about 
the gratfying results obtained by 
Dr. W. Freeman and J. W. Watts 
in the treatment of patients suf- 
fering with symptoms of deep 
grief and depression by lobotomy, 
an operation which cuts the nerves 
supplying the two lobes of the 
brain in which these emotions 
arise.- 

Since that time, many other 
physicians and surgeons have re- 
ported their results by lobotomy in 


hundreds of cases. It is interesting 
therefore, to learn of further re- 
sults obtained by Drs. Freeman 
and Watts, as reported in “Me- 
dical Annals of District of Colum- 
bia,” Washington. They report ob- 
servations in 450 cases of pre- 
frontal lobotomy, followed. from a 
period of several months to more 
than 10 years. = 
When men and women become 
so grief-stricken, so depressed that 
every minute of their lives is filled 
with misery to themselves and to 
their families, it might be said 
that even death would be a relief 
to all concerned. That this opera- 
tion which cuts off these grief and 
depression departments of the 
brain is, therefore, a great boo! 
must be admitted. ; : 
Since they first reported their 
results obtained by lobotomy, Drs. 
Freeman and Watts have taken 
every opportunity to study each 
case before operation, and are in 
a position to point out the “cases 
of grief and depression likely to be 
helped by lobotomy and those® in 


which other forms of treatment 
should be used. Thus, they have 
found that where the cause of the 
grief and depression is of a serious 
nature, causing deep grief and de- 
pression, the operation should be 
performed and its results are sa- 
tisfactory. If not serious, the re- 
sults of the operation are not so 
satisfactory. 


They found also that “the atti- 
tude of the family toward the pa- 
ient is a strong factor in his re- 
covery to an adequate social exis- 
tence. In fact, the attitude of the 
family has more to do with obtain- 
ing good results from lobotomy 
than any other factor, such as 
age, length of time the patient 
has been suffering with the symp- 
toms, and with other physical or 
emotional symptoms.” : 


Where the patient has tried -to 
overcome his acts of cruelty and 
avoidance of responsibility by the 
use of alcohol before he developed 
the symptoms of grief and depres- 
sion, lobotomy should not be tried. 


INCREASING VEGETABLE 
ACREAGE 


Vegetable growers in Eastern 
Canada are planning to increase 
their acreage. Encouraged by Fin- 
ance Minister Douglas Abbott's 
announcement of continued bans 
on imports of United States vege- 
tables, growers have started plans 
for increased acreage this year. 

Growers are known to have been 
dicussing an expansion program 
since the announcement was made. 
They have, however, not yet reach- 
ed any decision on the degree of 
expansion that will take place. 

Larger areas, will however, be 
deyoted to vegetables this year 
and----if the market warrants---- 
it is likely a fall crop will be. plant- 
ed {n addition to early vegetables. 

Officials of growers organiza~ 
tions say that the increase will 
cover all types of vegetables. The 
Ontario Fruit and Vegetable Grow- 
er’s Association will publish grow- 
ers prices dally. 

This move was decided on in an 
attempt to show the consumer 
where his money goes. It was also 
intended to get more consumer 
support for home-grown products. 
It is thought unlikely that there 
will be any amount of greenhouse 
building in connection with the 
expansion program. 

Growers feel that protection pro- 
vided by the Government's action 
is lMkely to be on a short-term 
basis. And they believe that it 
would not warrant permanent ex- 
pansion of vegetable growing at 
present. 

Growers feel also that an en- 
couraging factor has been the ar- 
rival of large numbers of deepees 
from Europe. Most of these men 
will work either as share-croppers 
or as hired hands. As a result, 
the labor situation {s expected to 
be considerably better than last 
year. 


FARMERS AIDING FUND 

Welland County farmers in Ont- 
ario have agreed to collect funds 
for. the. Canadian appeal for chil- 
dren through increased country 
taxes. The headquarters of the 
fund announced yesterday that the 
Welland County officials were con- 


sidering increasing the County tax 
rate by one-half a mill. The pro- 
posal was made by the County 
Federation of Agriculture. 

Officials from five rural town- 
ships have agreed to support the 
increase. And the proposed one- 
half mill increase should bring a 
minimum of 14-thousand, 500 dol- 
lars into the appeal fund. 


NAMED LIVESTOCK 
COMMISSIONER 

Provincial Agriculture Minister 
T.L. Kennedy has announced that. 
William P. Watson has been ap- 
pointed livestock commissioner for 
Ontario. 

Watson is a graduate of the Ont- 
ario Agriculture College at Guelph. 
For many years he acted as live- 
stock superintendent at the Guelph 
Winter Fair and at the Western 
Fair at London, Be joined the Ont- 
arlo Department of Agriculture in 
1928. 

In the last two years ‘Watson 
has visited Denmark and other 
European countries to study their 
hog raising methods. He also went 
to Mexico to investigate the possi- 
bility of enlarging the market there 
for pure-bred cattle raised in Ont- 
ario,

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The Skerbeck’s Gillie: 
lt’s Always Their Last Season 


Carnival Lure’s Too Strong for M 
and Pa; They're Ready for Spring

Escanaba, Mich. — (NEA) —"Pa” 
and “Ma” Skerbeck are almost 
ady to take to the road again. 
Every fall when they store their 
merry-go-round, tilt-a-whirl, ferris 
wheel and paraphernalia of the 
Skerbeck Carnival (Clean Enter- 
tainment Since 1857, they vow that 
it will be their last season, but win- 
ter always seems long at their home 
in Dorchester, Wis, and the wander- 

Just. is inviting. 

By mid-April the Skerbecks will 
get into their house-trailers and 
highball Yor Escanaba, where their 
equipment is stored. There's re- 
painting of wooden horses and re- 
pairing of machinery to be done 
before they open for the 1948 sea- 
son and start their season’s tour 
of upper Michigan, playing one- 

eek stands. 

The Skerbeck carnival is known 
in “carnie” lingo as a 40-miler. or 
Gillie, for it travels only a short 
distance from its winter quarters, 
unlike the big shows that criss-cross 
the continent. Like the Skerbeck 
outfit, most 40-milers carry one to 
five rides, an athletic, freak or wild- 
life show, cookhouse, soft drink and 
ice cream stand, and a few skill 
games where midway strollers throw 
baseballs at milk bottles or stuffed 
eats to win blankets, kewple dolls. 
Hawaiian leis and assorted bric--a- 
brac, 

Skerbeck's is distinctly a family 
affair. Joe (Pa) Skerbeck, 73, who 
has been in the show business since 
he started as an acrobat at four in 


Aussig, German Bohemia, sells 
tickets for the merry-go-round, and 
his brother, Gust, collects them 
after the youngsters have mounted 
the wooden horses. 


Ma Skerbeck takes tickets at the 
tilt-a-whirl ride. Their son, Eugene. 
29, superintends the midway and 
the rides, Daughter Pauline oper- 
ates skill games, while Daughter 
Violet and her husband, George 
Greaser, have the chair-o-plane and 
other concessions. Ma Skerbeck 
does all the cooking for the crew; 
the girls do the laundering and 
mending. 


“Grandpa (Frank) Skerbeck gave 
the Ringlings their start in the 
circus business,” says Ma, “but you 
never read anything in the books or 
magazines about it. Old Ringling 
was a harnessmaker in Rice Lake, 
Wis., when Grandpa gave, him ‘one 
of his old tents so he could go out 
with an animal show. 

“The Skerbecks always have run 
a@ clean show.” Ma added, “We've 
never carried girl shows, rackets 
and gyp games. Maybe that’s why 
the Skerbecks never got rich.”’ 

“What do you mean, Ma?” Joe 
cut in. “We've done all right. We've 
made a good living and we've got 
@ good name everywhere in the 
country.” And Ma agreed. 

The Skerbeck family got the car- 
nival lure in the 1850's, when Pa 
Skerbeck’s grandfather, who had 
inherited a linen factory in Aussig, 
took a fancy to a wandering circus 
that came to town. He traded the 
factory for the tents and wagons, 


It won't be long now before gaury posters on barns and billboards 
herald a sure sign of spring: the circus is on the road again. For 
city people, it means the big top, like the Ringling Brothers show 
that crowds winter out of Madison Square Garden in New York. 
@ But for thousands of rural folk, off the big top’s path, the big show’s 
a Gillie, like Ma and Pa Skerbeck’s.

His son, Frank, felt the same cir- 
cus urge. He brought his family to 
Dorchester to farm, started giving 
small acrobatic shows with his 
daughter. and had his own circus 
top until, like his father, he was 
broke. But he stayed in the business. 
He bought a merry-go-round and 
stayed with it for 20 years, until, 
he dropped dead While operating it 
in 1921 at Oshkosh, Wis., at the age 
of 74, 

When Grandpa Skerbeck took to 
the road with his carousel, Joe and 
his bride and his brothers patched 
up the remnants of the circus, sold 
it and plunged into the new-fangled 
moving picture show business. 
Touring Wisconsin, Michigan and 
Minnesota with one-reel thrillers, 
they made a lot of money. And 
when they unreeled the first flickers 
ever seen in Hibbing and Virginia, 
Minn., then booming mining towns, 
they stopped touring and’ settled 
down, 

Not Ma. She wanted the road 
and a Big Top. Their savings went 
into Skerbeck’s Wild West and Hip- 
podrome, and the first season out 
hard luck threw the book at them. 
Then they tried with a snake show. 
It staked them to another small 
circus that lasted until 1914, when 


War made European performers 
hard to find. 
The Skerbeck carnival — the 


Gillie they're running now — was 
born about then with a merry-go- 
round, like Grandpa's. 

Ma Skerbeck admits there's more 
security in the 40-miler. “But I'd

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U.S. Oil Shortage May Be Spark 


That Will Touch Off a 


ig Boom 


in Bituminous Sands of Alberta

Toronto—(NEA)—North Ameri- 
ca’'s critical ofl shortage may be 
the spark that touches off a big 
new boom in Canada's vast, un- 
tapped petroleum reser 


Recent pressure by some Con- 
gressional groups in Washington 
to halt oil exports to Canada has 


intensified fears of cold homes and _ 
transportation tie-ups, if not this » 


winter at least by next. These fears 
are pushing the development of 
Canada's most likely oil fields and 
the creation of a Canadian oi! 
tanker fleet to increase exports 
from South America. 


Canada is the world’s second 


highest per capita user of oll. Its 


own production last year was T- 
632.204, barrels less than one-fifth 
of the world’s annual production 
and less than 15 per cent of its 
own requirements, Yet government 
geologists both in U.S. and Canada 
point out that Canada has the 
greatest oil knowmreserves on 
earth locked up in bituminous 
sands in northern Alberta. It is 
estimated at from 100,000,000,000 to 
250,000,000,000 tons, according to 
the o! Canadian government 
Year Book. 


Most of Canada’s oil has been 
coming from the Turner Valley 
area near Calgary, Alberta, where 
1 have been declining. To 
production, engineers 
in this area recently exploded 5000 
quarts of nitro-glycerine into spe-

cial wells far underground. 

In addition to Turner Valley, 
new fields have been opened in 
cther areas of the province, the 
latest in the Leduc area near Ed- 
monton, where homesteading 
farmers and Indians on reserva- 
tions have been offered big prices 


for drilling rights and royalties. 

O}l also has been produced in smal 
quantities In Saskatchewan, Ont- 
arlo and New Brunswick provinces. 

The Canadian government and 
oil companies have spent vast sums 
developing the southern Alberta 
oil fields. The government did 
geological mapping and surveying, 
and during the war took over the 
‘development of the tar sands of 
northern Alberta, searching for a 
method of extracting the oll from 
the sands. 

These bituminous sands have 
been used as a paving material, 
continuous oil extraction in com* 
mercial quantities has not yet 
proved successful. The yield with 
present methods is about one bar- 
rel per ton of sand. 

During the war years most pub- 
licized of Canada’s oil fielas was 
that at Norman well, on the Macs- 
enzie River, just south of the 
Arctic Circle. Here Canada and the 
United States built the Canot pro- 
ject. The first wells in this area 
were drilled in 1921. Now the oll 
wells of this sub-Arctic area are 
supplying enough oil for minmg 
developments and the few small 
settlements in the area. Top pro- 
duction during the war was 4000 
barrels daily. 

Meanwhile, the Dominion’s 
merchant marine and individual 
oil companies are speeding up de- 
velopment of a fleet of oil tankers 
to bring increasing quantities of 
crude oil from Colombia, Venez- 
uela and Ecuador, Where Canad- 
ian companies have large holdings. 


First Aid Lady: At 73, Miss Sarah’s 
Comin’ Round the Mountain on a Bike

Brevard, N.C.—(NEA)— Moun- 
tain f no longer are surprised 
when they see 73-year-old Sarah 
North pedal her bicycle around a 
bend in the road and stop before 
their cabin. 


Was 2 time she wasn't too wel- 
come. That was 17 years ago when 
she first began her work. Since 
then they've come to expect her 
visits. When she broke her hip 
last year they missed her, but even 
a broken hip couldn’t keep “the 
First Aid Lady” beded long. 

Miss Sarah is the woman who 
has shown them how to bridge 
the dangerous gap between an ac- 
cident or sudden serious illness and 
the time the doctor fianlly reaches 
their lonely cabins hours later. 

Born in Brunswick, Ga., Miss 
Sarah came to brevard as a child, 
Even ther she wanted to be a 
nurse. The more she saw of her 
mountain neighbor’s needs, the 
more she longed for a nuvse’s 
training. But her invalid msthe> 
needed her at home. Years pass 
before Miss Sarah got her chance 
to study nursing. 


As soon as she became a nurse 
she began teaching first alc to 
her neighbors. For a year she gave 
{nstructions “on my own.” Later 
she learned of the Red Cross 
aquatic school at Camp Carolina, 
a mile and a half from here, and 


picycled over each day for addi- 
tional training. 

Now she holds her own classes 
as far as 25 miles from Brevard 
Sometimes the mailman stops, puts 
her bike in his car, and gives her 
. More often she pedals the 
entire distance. 

Once in a while she still finds 
a community not interested in firse 
aid. Then she “puts up a while 
with a mountain family” until she 
she convinces them. 

Usually she finds eager students, 
aware that their isolated life leaves 
them particularly vulnerable. From 
grandma and grandpa to the 
youngest grandchildren, they ga- 
ther around for their lesson, dem- 
onstratirg bandaging techniques 
on’ each other. 

Classes are held in the. open 
yards around the cabins. Jingles 
like “right over left, and left over 
right, makes a knot that’s sure and 
tight,” help drive home her points 

Miss Sarah has long since lost 
track of how many people she has 
taught first ald. “I taught 7000 
CCC boys one year, but beyona 
that I haven’t the slightest idea.” 

Last winter she crushed her hop 
in a fall on an icy road. For seven 
weeks she lay in bed staring at the 
ceiling. Then she learned that she 
could get around pretty well w 
the metal pin in her hip. 

Now she’s back to bicycling again 
and any day now the mountain

Millie Has 21 

To Talk About, 
Not to Mention 
New Esophagus 


Boston—(NEA)—Millie Collins, 
eight-year-old veteran of 21 surg- 
ical operations, made a prideful 
journey to the children’s Hospital 
the other day. It was exactly & 
year since her Jast operation, and 
she wanted to see what the doctors 
had to say now about her artificial 
esophagus. 

They said it was oKay. 

Millie—short for Millicent—is 
one of the most-operated-on 
youngsters in the world. She was 
porn without a complete esophagus 
—part of the alimentary canal 
between the throat and stomach. 
Unless correoted, this defect means 
death from pneumonia or starva- 
tion. 

Fed through a tube in her stom- 
ach, Millie was brought to the 
children's Hospital in March, 19$0, 
when she was four months old. 
Within nine months she had 15 
operations. 

Millie’s artificial esophagus is 
outside her chest, It was made by 
surgery and her own flesh in slow 
and time-consuming procedures. 
She was anesthetized 18 times for 
dilatations—procedures in which 
walls of the outside esophagus are 
stretched to assist passage of food. 
She was siyen so many blood 
transfusions she has forgotten the 
total—or, maybe she can’t count 
that far, because Millie has trouble 
with srithmetic. 

First child ever given sn ard- 
ficial esophagus at the famed Bos- 
ton hospital, Millie and her case 
Set the pace for succeeding ones. 


The hospital now handles some 30 
such cases annually—probably 
more than any other hospital in 
the country, as it is the world s 
only general hospital for children. 
Since Millie’s case, new develop- 
ments in technique permit sur- 
geons to dispense with the outside 
procedure; now they splice the un- 
connected parts of the canal inside 
the body. 

The ailment is fairly common. 
About one child in 15,000 is born 
with it, and it used to be consid- 
ered 100 per cent hopeless. The 
upper part of the esophagus ends 
blindly in the chest, while the 
lower part extends from the stom- 
ach and connects with the wind- 
pipe. Death from pneumonia or 
starvation results because the gas-

tric secretions from the stomacn 
get into the lungs, and swallowed 
food bounces from the dead-end 
gullet and is inhaled. 

Millie is a brown-haired girl 
with hand-made curls. Her hazel 
eyes flash as she talks, and a wide 
grin spreads across her face, Al- 
though she has spent more than 
half her years in the hospital, 
she is a leading student in tne 
third grade of Cabot Schoo! in 
Newton, a suburb of Boston, 
where she lives with her foster- 
parents, Mr. sand Mrs. VM 
Konian. 

Millie talks a lot about her per- 
fect attendance record this year, 
but with 21 operations in eight 
years, you can guess what she 
talks most about.

MIDDLEBURY, Vi—(NEA)—No 
wonder the Middlebury College ski- 
ers regained top honors in the 
Dartmouth Winter Carnival. 

A new thrilling sport has been 
originated by the winter sports en- 
thusiasts at the little Vermont 
school. 

Bobo Sheehan says he has never 
experienced a thrill to equal that 
provided by aero-skiforing, and 
the coach of the Blue and White 
championship ski team is a jump- 
ing ace who was a wartime pilot. 

Only the more skillful skiers of 
a student body numbering 1200, 
85 per cent of which own skis, 
dare venture the spine-tingling 
experience of being pulled while 
on skis at the rate of from 55 to 
65 miles-an-hour by a 100-foot 
rope attached to a plane flying 
overhead. 

The last chiller-diller, which 
requires great stamina, is done on 
the frozen expanse of Lake 
Champlain, a short distance from 
the campus, where runs of several 
miles can be made. The plans 
are flown by members of the Fly- 
ing Panthers, the college flying 
club, which is headed by Lin 
Meacham of Boston, World War 
I flyer.

Five years ago the historic little 
town was without a nursery. So

four mothers got together and 
formed a small one in a private 
home. 


This has grown into the com- 
nursery, incorporated, 
which a short time ago moved into 
its own oue-story white concrete 
building. The building is financed 
by parents of the 49 youngsters 


fvho attend. The parents buy 90- 
dollar bonds which are loaned to 
the school without interest. 

When the child leayes and an- 
other enters, the new student's 
parents teke over the bond. 

But actually what makes the 
nursery school a family affair is 
that mothers and fathers go 
school along with their youngsters. 
Mothers assist the teachers in 
order to cut costs and to give 
teachers more time with the cnul- 
dren. Mrs. Douglas | McGregor, 
President of the Board of Trustees 
of the nursery, says there are sev- 
eral advartages in having mothers 
come to school. 

Mrs. McGregor says the mother 
helps ¢n whichever of the three 
groups ner child is enrolled. That 
way, mothers have a chance to 
observe how their youngsters act 
with other children. The mothers 
also learn how teachers manage 
the children, and this may help out 
at home. 

Fathers have a chance to get in 
on the nursery affairs weekends... 
They do the really hard work. In 
addition to putting up the bond 
and paying tuition, they perform 
the manual labor. They serve as 
handymen, painting the inside of 
the nursery, reparing furniture 
and toys and keeping the grounds 
attractive.

HER HONOUR, MAGGIE THE 
MAYOR 
The little town of Soap Lake in 
ithe Sagebrush country of Eastern 
Washington state is on the books 
as a fourth-class city. Among other 
things, that means the Mayor gets 
a salary of six dollars a month. 
But for that six dollars a month, 
Soap Lake has a mayor worth her 
weight in gold--even though she 
weighs 270 pounds and doesn’t care 
who knows it. She's Mrs. Margaret 
Waltho, better known throughout 
the whole Columbia River Basin as 
Maggie--Maggie, the Mayor of 
Soap Lake. 

The town isn’t much as towns go. 
It has a permanent population of 
about two-thousand, which may 
jump as 10-thousand in the sum- 
mer when healthseekers pour into 
the town to try the medicinal wa- 
ters of the lake which gives the 
town its name. 

The lake contains a unique mix- 


ture of sulphurs. When a wind- 
storm scuds over the lake, it 
churns up a soapy foam which 


collects along the shore. But over 
the years, Maggie Waltho has be- 
come every bit as famous as the 
suds on the lake. 

Maggle is a grandmother with 
long years of good work behind 
her, She once was a 
nurse. Then she and her husband, 
George bought a small hotel in 
Soap Lake in 1924. 

Maggie did all the cooking and 


became known for the fact she 
never turned away anyone who 
came to the hotel hungry and 


without the price of a meal.People 
used to accuse her of being too ge- 
nerous. To that, Maggie would re- 
ply simply: 

“You can never tell when Jesus 
Christ may come knocking at your 
door in disgulse. 

Maggie and her husband sold the 
hotel in 1946, but she’s buster than 
ever now. Mothering the whole 
town. It was in January of 1946 
that the mayor died shortly after 
being elected to a four-year-term, 
Maggie was on the city council 
then. The rest of the council---all 
men--put their heads together and 
unanimously voted to make her the 
new mayor. 

Since then, the council has 
learned Maggie is not one to be 
fooled with,-if the council or some 
citizens praposes something she 
doesn't think is right, she will say: 

“They will have to push 270 
pounds of Irish around the place 
before that ever takes place.” 

The consequence: The council or 
the citizen decides maybe tt wasn't 
such a good idea anyhow. 

The Town Marshall also found 
out a few months ago that Maggie

fired the marshall for reasons of 
her own, declaring: 

“In a fourth-class town, what 
the mayor says goes, and it’s the 
town marshall thet goes this time. 
I reckon a woman can take care 
of this one-horse town.” H 

She took away the marshal’s 
station-wagon- but-refused to col- 
lect the 200-dollars-a-month pay 
for being marshal. No one, she 
said, can collect two salaries in 
Soap Lake---ngt while she’s ‘mayor. 
Now she’s both mayor and marshal 
for six dollars a month. 

Maggie is half-Irish by birth and 
all Irish by nature. Her birthday, 
appropriately enough, falls on 
Saint Patrick's Day. That makes 
March 17th practically a civic holi- 
day in Soap Lake. 

Soap Lake, like other towns in 
the Arid Columbia Basin, is under- 
going a major transformation, now 
that the government has begun a 
huge project to reclaim the basin 
with irrigation water from Gand 
Coulee Dam. 

Chances are Soap Lake will be- 
come a third or maybe a second- 
class city. But the town never ex- 
pects to have a first-class mayor 
the equal of Maggie Waltho. (BUP)

COLD VIRUS — 


by the Common Cold Research Unit in Britain con- 
cerning the size and activity of the common cold yirus. 
First, the virus has been found to measure roughly 
1/10,000th mm,, about the same as the influenza virus. 
Since it is too small to be seen through the most power- 
ful microscope available in Britain, its size has to be 
estimated by using special filters. 

The second group ‘of discoveries discloses new 
facts about the conditions under which the virus pre- 
serves its activity. One of these is that it can withstand 
as low as minus 70 degrees Centigrade. 

Efforts to grow the virus in the laboratory on 
eggs have so far proved unsuccessful. Experiments in 
growing it in human beings however, have been an- 
other matter. For nearly a year and a half volunteers 
have been coming to catch colds at the Research Unit 
sponsored by the Medical Research Council and the 
Ministry of Health at the Harvard Hospital, Salisbury. 
So far, about 500 men and women have taken part. 
Never before in any country in the world have experi- 
ments on this scale in the field of the common cold 
been undertaken with human volunteers. 

The aims of the research team are to identify 
beyond all doubts the nature of the virus causing the 
common cold, and to establish how colds are trans- 
mitted from one person to another. 

Volunteers, accommodated in batches of twenty- 
four, live in pairs in complete isolation from other 
people for ten days. They are given nose drops of care- 
fully prepared fluid which, in some cases, is believed to 
contain the cold virus. Then a close check is kept to 
see whether or not they develop colds. On the average, 
one out of three volunteers develops one, but none has 
been of a serious nature. For the ten days the volun- 
teers receive free board and room and an allowance of 
three shillings (60c) daily. 


SLOW DOWN A BIT! — 

Probably every businessman at Some time or an- 
other has experienced that “tensed up” feeling which 
comes from trying to crowd too much work into too 
little time. The current issue of Industrial Health 
carries an interesting article on this very subject. It 
is accompanied by suggestions on how to avoid this 
unnecessary strain which may be of general interest. : 
Here is what it says: 

“Many factors enter into making a good business 
man, but probably the basic need is physical and men- 
tal health. Alertness has to be coupled with sober 
judgement and clarity of thought. In guiding his sub- 
ordinates over obstacles and past dangers, the execu- 
tive faces a demand upon his energy that only virility 
of body and keenness of mentality can supply.” 

An important feature about the lives of success- 
ful business men is that they have schooled themselves 
to save themselves. The executive who takes things 
coolly has, apparently, plenty of time. He does not seem 
burdened by his task, yet he gets through more work 
with less fuss than the man in the next office who says 
he can spare you only two minutes.” 

“The first man has learned to channel his steam 
through the cylinders where it does the most effec- 
tive work; the second lets it go through the whistle, 
making a lot of noise but wasting its force. The busier 
and more efficient the man, the clearer his desk, the 
clearer his mind, and the better prepared he is to tackle 
new problems.’ 

The Steady Pace — 

A rational plan of living would ease the tension 
of business life greatly. Contrary to what was confi- 
dently expected back in the war years, the pressure of 
business life has not eased off.” 14 

It may be time for a slow down; time to dispense 
with impossible standards, such as that of being perfect 
in everything. The executive who is content to be right 
most of the time is keeping his mental balance. It is 
time to abandon the flashiness of great bursts of speed, 
impressive though they may be, in favour of steady 
work at a moderate pace. It is time to recall that be- 
having excitedly does not pay off in results for an 
executive nearly as well as carrying out his task in a 
calm manner.” 

And so it seems the time has come for all good 
executives to §top blowing off and cool off. Remember 
the gentle March lamb, how he is preferred to the lion. 


LINDSAY SHOULD ACT NOW — 
TO PROTECT ITSELF AGAINST 
FUTURE POWER SHORTAGES! 

The experience of the past week has brought. to 
the attention of Lindsay the precarious position it is 
in insofar as electric power is concerned. The inability 
of the Hydro Electric Power Commission to provide 
the town with adequate power has caused considerable 
inconvenience to all people and extensive dislocation 
to industry. In some istances it has resulted in a 
lowered industrial output together with a loss of in- 
come to employees. Coupled with this is the fact that 
there is no hope for any relief until 1950 and probably 
not until 1951. Even then there is no assurance that the 
growing demand for power won't have outstripped 
available supplies at that time. 

Knowing these things does it not seem apparent 
that each municipality is going to have to do something 
on its own, in co-operation with hydro, to safeguard 
its interests by assuring itself ample power? According 
to Provincial Treasurer Leslie Frost there is nothing 
he knows of to prevent Lindsay or any other town pro- 
viding itself with auxiliary power, synchronized with 
hydro, and used in co-operation, but not competition, 
with hydro. 

Diesel generating equipment is now available in 
units of sufficient capacity to meet Lindsay’s emer- 
gency needs at a feasible cost. They are the quickest 
and most economical sources of auxiliary power for

moderate needs at present known and they can be in- 
stalled in a relatively short time. 

In Lindsay at the present time the Hydro Com=- 
mission is considering, in fact has authorized the in- 
stallation of a new sub-station at a cost nearing 
$50,000. As it now stands there isn’t enough power 
to distribute to warrant it being built. Would it not be 
better to take this money, add a little more to it and 
build or instal something which would give Lindsay 
power which is badly needed? y 

However, there are many ways in which an auxil- 
iary plant could be financed without interfering with 
present plans. It could be provided for by a debenture 
issue with the Hydro Commission, Water Commission 
and Town participating jointly or separately as spon- 
sors. Or, if the Ontario Hydro Commission preferred, 
it could finance the project and the debt could be 
written off as was the original purchase of the system. 

Obviously the plan to provide auxiliary power for 
Lindsay is now not only desirable and needed, it is also 
feasible. It remains only for action to be taken to give 
Lindsay freedom from power shortages which, for all 
anyone knows, may continue to be general for several 
years. : 

The need for such action can hardly be over- 
emphasized. As it now stands and until additional 
power is provided, Lindsay can no longer expand in- 
dustrially. If cannot keep its present industries ade- 
quately supplied with power. And, if the elements, 
rainfall to provide water supplies, are against hydro 
this season an even greater crisis will exist in the fall. 
In addition to this poorly lighted domestic and indust- 
rial establishments open the door to increased acci- 
dents and crime. 

What is Lindsay’s wish in this most~ urgent 
matter? Does it want to be free of power shortages 
and their attendant inconveniences and get back to a 
high level of domestic and industrial efficiency? If ‘it 
does, auxiliary power is the most speedy way of doing 
so and the people should make their wishes known to 
the officials of the town. 


IT DOESN'T ADD UP RIGHT — 

Lindsay along with the rest of Southern Ontario 
has been told that the present power shortage is due to 
a lack of rainfall last fall. This lack of rainfall, the 
Ontario Hydro Blectric Power Commission says, has 
resulted in unusually low water supplies, hence there 
is not enough water to generate the required amount 
of power. 

At the same time as the aforegoing infofmation 
is being circulated throughout the rest of Ontario, 
Cornwall comes up with an unusual and somewhat con- 
tradictory statement. We quote a British United Press 
dispatch from that city: “The city of Cornwall is among 
the few municipalities in Ontario which so far have 
suffered no power shortage. There has been no request 
as yet for even yolunteer rationing of power in Corn- 
wall. And power officials see no likelihood of anything 
so drastic as compulsory measures. The reason for 
this is that Cornwall gets its power from a private 
company which so far has not been affected by the 
power shortage.” 

What does this indicate? Without delving into 
the details of the matter it seems fairly evident that 
Cornwall was exceedingly wise in securing its power 
from a privately-owned power company rather than 
the state-owned Hydro Commission. The one has been 
able to meet its obligations rainfall or no rainfall, the 
other has let its customers down rather badly. 

It also indicates that private enterprise is still by 
and large preferable to state ownership or so-called 
socialism. 

Hydro instead of being the servant of the people 
has now put the shoe on the other foot and made the 
people its servants. This is true of all socialistic under- 
takings ... they are originated to serve the public but 
once they become powerful enough it is the public 
which accedes to their whims, 

Lindsay should protect itself against further 
power cuts now by providing itself with auxiliary gen- 
erating equipment. Hydro’s huge and almost impossible 
commitments make it virtually impossible to tell when 
relief may be permanently expected from that quarter. 
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“Jt may be that the New Look also promotes ‘ 


safer city driving by diverting fewer motorists’ glances 
from the street ahead. But, by and large, we'd say that 
the auto clubman makes sense — at least as much 
sense as the new fashion.” — Oshawa Times-Gazette 


PLANNING GONE ASTRAY — 

In theory, a fully planned economy precludes the 
possibility of monetary difficulties. Such mundane 
troubles as inflation are not supposed to happen when 
the totalitarian state has complete and absolute control 
over money, banks, productions, incomes and prices. 

Thus, advocates of economic planning the world 
over got the shock of their lives when the Soviet Coun- 
cil of Ministers resorted to a currency revaluation that 
was far more drastic than rumours sifting through the 
‘Gron curtain” indicated. It is evident now that here 
was a major case of planning gone completely hay- 
wire. Much more money than the Russian economy 
could absorb was put into circulation and this resulted 
in spiralling price increases for all but the bare few 
products sold under the rationing system. 

The Soviet population was asked — and there 
Was no such thing as refusal to such a request! — to 
exchange its rubles ten for one. This was the equiva- 
lent of a 90% devaluation of the Russ currency. AD- 
mittedly, owners of savings accounts and goyernment 
bonds got a more favourable deal, but ‘certainly a huge 
portion of the accumulated savings of the Russian 
people was, to use a good old Soviet expression, 
“purged.” : 

Under the Soviet system, personal wealth is al- 
most wholly currency, bank deposits and government 
securities, other wealth being owned by the state and 
co-operatives. Thus, it is clear that the ruble exchange 
was the same as a gigantic capital levy upon liquid 
assets that constituted the major part of personal 
wealth. : 

Faulty planning, and faulty planning only, has 
virtually wiped out the Russian people financially. 

The Soviet Council's decree compared currency 
policy in Russia with that of the decadent free enter- 


prise countries. It claimed that in the latter there was — 


a “decrease in real wages of workers and employees.” 
and “an increase in the army of unemployed.” Why 
didn’t the authors of this portentous document take the 
trouble to study the readily available indices of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics on wages and employ- 
ment in Canada before committing such a childish 
mistake? 

Proponenis of planned economies would do well 
to study carefully the Russian devaluation and its im- 
plications. One point alone should slow down these ad- 
yocates of Socialism and that is the fact that the Polit- 
bureau has deliberately established a level of prices 
for goods sold to the farmer much higher than the 


price of goods sold to city dwellers. 


This suggested study would certainly create 
healthy scepticism about the Communist cure-all for 
mankind’s economic ills. — Industry.

MONOPOLIES — 

Much has been heard of the high-handedness 
of “private monopolies” from Leftist speakers of ail 
persuasions, but there has been a singular silence from 
them all in the last few days. Confronted by a striking 
example of monopoly dictatorship, words failed them — 
because the monopoly was publicly owned. It has been 
to extend this sort of monopoly that they have dedi- 
cated themselves. 

This newspaper has always been a supporter of 
the ideal of a publicly owned hydro-electric power 
system and it does not deny the obvious benefits 
which power at cost has brought to the people of 
Ontario. Nevertheless, the recent tactics employed to 
deal with the power shortage could not conceivably 
have been used by, say, the Bell Telephone company, or 
even the Consumers’ Gas Company, If by any freak of 
fate either of these private monopolies were to shut 
down their service completely without warning, and 
with no better explanation than give the people of 
Toronto last week, what would have happened to their 
managements, or, for that matter, to the value of their 
stocks? What furious screaming would have rent the 
air demanding that these “terrible monopolies” should 
be destroyed! 

But now, not a word! And, indeed, what would 
be the use? Protected by every contract with a cust- 
omer and by the Power Commission Act of 1946 and 
and by the Public Utilities Act, the Hydro goes its own 
sweet way, oblivious of eriticism, indifferent to conse- 
quences, a law unto itself. Multiply this by any number 
you choose, and you have socialism. —Globe and Mail. 


FARQUHAR OLIVER REBUILDS — 

It was not surprising that the Provincial Govern- 
ment was supported in the Huron by-election; Mr. 
Drew is popular in Ontario and he has a good ministry 
around him; the Progressive Conservative government 
at Queen’s Park is safe for some time. What was inter- 
esting about the by-election was the large vote polled 
by the Liberal candidate in a straight two-party con- 
test;Mr. Tuckey received 6,934 votes, as compared with 
5,152 polled by the Liberal candidate in the election 
of 1945.

ELECTRO-SHOOK TREATMENT 
Now GIVEN IN PHYSICIAN'S 
OFFICE 
No one wants to enter & mental 
institution even of his of ac- 
cord nor does a member of his 
family want him to do se, partiou- 
jarily if the symptoms aré not very 
severe. Unfortunately, if early and 
mild symptoms are not treated, it 
often means that the individual 
later may have to be committed to 
2 mental institution with embar- 

rasment to self and family. 

For the past few years many pa- 
tients have attended paychiartry 
elinics, or even entered mental in- 
stitutfons to obtain shock treat- 
ments which help so many early 
mental cases, Upfortunately, even 
attendance at psychiatry clinics or 
entering mental institutions for 
the single purpose of obtaining 
shock treatments is s6 embarras- 
sing that patient and family re- 
fuse to be helped. 

It will come as a pleasant sur- 
prise to patient and family to learn 
that electric shock treatment, 
which, is more popular with physi- 
clans and patients than insulin or 
metrazol shock treatments, now 
can be given in the physieian’s of- 
fice with nd embarraament to any- 
one. 

In the “Journal of Neryous and 
Mental Diseases,” New York, Dr, 
E.F. Kerman reports the results 
obtained by 242 patients treated in 
his office by electric shock. Of this 
number, the electric shock treat+ 
ment was of benefit to 191, and of 
no benefit to 51. Of the 51 not 
helped, 23 discontinued the treat- 
ment soon. Over 50 per cent of the 
patients, or 127, retovered. Fifteen 
patients not helped by office shock 
treatment required treatment in a 
mental hospital later. 

Electric shock treatment given at 
the psychiatrist's office frequently 
prevents the need of mental hos- 
pital treatment, which is of grea’ 
benefit to the patient in raising his 
morale. There is no question but 
that, notwithstanding the new or 
Proper attitude toward mental ail- 
ments, there still lurks in the 
minds of 2 great many people the 
feeling that anybody who ever has 
been a patient in a mental hospital 
never is “quite just right,” and 
this attitude of mind naturally ts 
sensed by the patient and the pa- 
tent’s family. 

Being able to avoid commitment 
to a mental institution, by eleetro- 
shock treatment in the physician's 
office, is of real benefit to the pa- 
tient. 

LIVING, LIVING FULLY UNTIL 
WE DIE 

I have mentioned before the 
story of a workman in a Pittsburgh 
eoal yard who, after §0 years of 
service, was called into the office. 
He was presented with 2 gold 
wateh suitably engraved, a cash 
gift of $500, and told that his sal- 
ary would be sent him while he 
lived but that he need not report 
for work from that day onward. He 
replied he was pleased to secept 
the watch and the money, but he 
would report for work the following 
morning as usual. 

This workman knew that work 
itself, and working and meeting 
with fellow workers and othérs who 
visited the yard, was his very life, 
that to be without it would not 
only make him feel old but actually 
would make him old. There would 
not be the regular habits as to 
work, food, and rest if he could get 
up when he liked and retire when 
he liked. And most of all he would 
miss the companionship of others. 
He would get lonely at home. 

Dr. George Lawton, in “Hygela,” 
the health magazine, states that 
“older people who often complain 
of their lJonliness fail to see that 
one cause of it {s their actual pre- 
ference for dwelling in the past. 
They choose to spend most of their 
time with their own youth rather 
than with réal young people. 

Now, while it does no harm for 
old people to remember their past 
and their ups and downs occasion- 
ally, the attitude of the old should 
be one of looking forward to the 
future and doing those things they 
know they can do to make their 
lives uséful to themselves and to 
others. 

The older person should rear- 
range his activities to escape bore- 
dom, and Re needs to straighten 
out his inner conflicts and fears. 
He should arrange on an active 
daily program that will inelude 
moderate meals and some outdoor 
exercise to (nyite sleep, He should 
remember that, as he {s not as ac- 
tive as formerly, he needs less sleep 
at night, and getting up early ‘s 
only natural. Should he feel that 
he {s not gétting enough sleep, & 
short nap during the day will give 
him ll the rest necessary. 

Now that thé life span has been 
raiséd to 66 years, méaning many 
more Old mén and women than 
ever before, growing old “usefully” 
should be their aim. 
TREATMENT OF PSORIASIS--- 
WHITE PATCHES OF SCALES 

ON SKIN 
A skin specialist was asked the 


best method of treating psoriasis, 
(the #hite patches of silvery scales 
on the akin which look like splash- 
es of mortar), He replied that he 
had some success with vitamins A, 
B and D, some with old-fashioned 
Fowler's solution (arsénic), and 
some with tar ointment and other 
cases whom Ne was untble to help» 
but who were cured by the rays of 
the sun only to have the psoriasis 
return during dull cold weather. 

About & year ago it was thought 
that the sulfa drugs would affect 
a cure by stirring up the tissues of 
the skin, after which the psoriasis 
would disappear. 

In “Medical Olinics of North 
Ameriea,” Drs. C. Guy Lane and 
G. Marshall Crawford, Boston, 
state that, while psoriasis {s one 
of the best known diseases and 
easy to identify, its cause or caus- 
es are unknown. “Psoriasis is found | 
predominantly in otherwise heal- 
thy individuals, and treatment | 
from the general standpoint usual- 
ly is not indicated. Freedom from 
worry and adequate rest are des- 
irable,” H 

Even where a remedy appears to 
be helping the condition, the psor- 
iasis will flare up, and less of the 
remedy or a change of remedy be- 
comes necessary. The sun's rays 
represent the simplest form of 
treatment and help practically all 
cases. Too much exposure to the 
sun can aggravate psoriasis, as it 
does with other skin or general 
diseases. 

As tar is the latest form of treat- 
ment in psoriasis, Drs. Lane and 
Crawford suggest that a combina- 
tion of tar with ultraviolet light 
be used, as it is often the most ef- 
fective of all methods of treatment. 

A 5 to 10 per cent coal tar oint- 
ment is applied at night, the res!- 
due is removed with oil in the 
morning, and a mild (suberyth- 
ema) dose of light administered. 

Notwithstanding the fact that all 
ointments are an inconvenience 
from the standpoint of comfort, 
time required for application, soil- 
ing of linen and frequently re- 
quired assistance in their use, they 
are, nevertheless, nearly always 
necessary in the treatment of 
psoriasis. 


THEY ARE GOING BACK TO 
WORK 
Not many years ago the word 
“consumption” was used in speak- 
ing about tuberculosis, and when 
anybody had consumption he was 
doomed. We are all thankful that, 
while tuberculosis is still with us, 
it is not now called a “fatal” dis- 
ease, and that taken in its early 
stages tuberculosis can be cured 
or at least arrested. 


“Nothing is more depressing, dis- 
couraging and emotionally disturb- 
ing than when a person first learns 
he has tuberculosis. It is as if fu- 
ture life has been blacked out.” 
While there ts no question of medi- 
cal care, the patient may simply 
“acoept” this knowledge and pre- 
pare himself in a hopeless, dis- 
couraged state of mind and do 
nothing to help himself. 

In “Hygeis,’ the health maga- 
zine, Prederick G. Elton states that 
this hopeléss attitude of the pa- 
tient must be removed, and that 
his coopération in bringing about 
& cure is absolutely necessary if a 
cure is to be attained. To offset 
this hopeless feeling, the patient's 
mind should teem with the thought 
of returning to industrial life. He 
must be made to think and work 
for \t. This program of recovery is 
as follows: 

First, there should be early an- 
alysis of the patient’s vocational 
capacity and ability, with due con- 
sideration for the work he had 
done and should do; second, eatab- 
Mshment of & job objective (what 
he would alm at doing when he was 
cured), as determined by the anal- 
ysis and approved by the doctor 
and the patient; third, introduc- 
tion at the proper time---as pres- 
tribed by the hospital's medical 
staff--of “purposefull” exercise or 
physical activity in work in the 
hospital related to that objective; 
and, fourth, there should be a yo- 
cational worker whom the patient 
knows will stand by and supervise 
his votational progréss and help 
him until he is again back at work. 

The patfent, under this program 
which has been in operation in 
some institutions, takes an “active” 
interest in Ais recovery and goes 
back tO wérk, an asset to himself 
and to thé community.

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WHY KEEP A BULL? 
Victoria Farmers Study Artificial 
Insemination of Cattle 
Monday of this week a group 
of Victorla County cattle men ac- 
companied M.H. Winter, Agricul- 
tural Representative to Maple in 
York County. The purpose of this 
visit was to get information on the 
operations of the Maple Cattle 
Breeders’ Assoctation, Accompany- 
ing Mr. Winter were Walter Reeds, 
Joe A. Murphy, Shermzn Moore, 
James Graham, Walter Bagshaw, 
George Cuthbertson, and A. Trent. 
The Maple Association was org- 
anized in 1945. January 1, 1947, 
they had 238 members and on Dec- 
ember 3lst last with units in four 
other counties they had 685 mem- 
bers. In 1947 6,896 cows were bred 
artificially with holstein sires. Cle- 
ment Reeds, V.S. son of reeve 
Walter Reeds, is the technician in 
charge at Maple. He has ten full 

time men working with him. 

Two car loads of Peterborough 
County farmers also visited Maple. 
These two delegations were shown 
the seven males at present in 
use by the Association. These are 
all sons and grandsons of Lonelm 
Texal Fayne who has some forty 
qualified daughters. The dams of 
six of these sires have produced an 
average of 19,480 pounds of milk 
with an average of 4.0 per cent test. 
The highest production of a dam 
was 25,284 pounds. A new barn and 
laboratory is now under construc- 
tion. This will accommodate 16 
bulls in box stalls with an extra 
isolation stall. With the nearbj 
laboratory this will be one of the 
most up to date barns in the prov- 
ince. 

The two delegations attended a 
meeting with the Directors of the 
Maple Association. Following con- 
siderable discussion Victoric Coun~ 
ty men were told that they would 
be taken on as a breeding unit 
provided they could secure 1800 
cows within a radius of 12 to 15 
miles from the centre. Naturally 
Lindsay would be the centre for 
Victoria County, with Peterborough 
the centre to the east. At the 
present a unit of Maple is work- 
ing at Uxbridge in Ontario County. 

Each member joining the Lind- 
Say unit would be required to pay 
a life membership fee of $40 at 
the time of joining. Ihe member 
would agree to breed a certain 
number of cows. A fee of $5 would 
be paid for each cow bred. Three 
services would be given for this 
fee if necessary, The Maple Asso- 
clation would put a qualified tech- 
nichian in this county. They would 
Provide everything necessary for 
tbe operation of the unit and 
would recelve all the money. 

The Victoria farmers were very 
favourably impressed with the 
idea. A public meeting will be held 
in Lindsay in a short time and the 
subject will be thoroughly explain- 
ed and discussed by a representa- 
tive of the Maple Association. At 
this meeting and afterwards farm- 
ers will be canvassed for member- 
ship. Should the required number 
of cows be signed up this unit will 
Probably be working by June of 
this year, 

While we feel that this idea 
would be of value and offer an ex- 
cellent opportunity for many of our 
purebred Holstein breeders, it ts 
felt that the men are in the whole 
milk business would benefit great- 
ly. Can any farmer keep a bull for 
$100 a year? How much would you 
gain by replacing your bull with a 
cow or two? = 

It is the intention at the present 
time to include Jersey sires in the 
new building and this same service 
would be offered to the farmers 
wishing to use Jersey sires,

ough County gave us the {mpres- 
sion that steps would be undertak- 
en at once to start a unit in that 
County, — Contributed by M.H.

Proof of this is in the quantity 
of eggs which the Special Products 
Board has been able to buy for 
the U.K. Ministry of Food. Pur- 
chases by the Board are away 
ahead of last year. From Sep- 
tember 1 last up to January 21, 
1948, the Board bought 1, 249 cars 
of eggs for export. In the same 
period of a year earlier, Board pur- 
chases were only 730 cars. Actually,

on each charge for having for sale 
apples in hampers which were !m- 
properly marked, and which con- 
tained fruit largely below the min- 
imum grade, 2 

At Gravenhurst, Ont. Morris 
Nelson, 253 Dundas Street, London, 
Ont. was fined $50 and costs for 
having epples in possession for sale 
in non-standard containers, not 
properly marked and including ap- 
ples which were below the quality 
requirements of the minimum 
grade, 

These prosecutions were made 
under the Ontario Farm Products 
Grades and Sales Act and Regula- 
tions by inspectors of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, acting 
on behalf of the Ontarifo Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

_ BEEF CATTLE 

Experiments haye been carried 
on by the Animal Husbandry Div- 
ision, Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, on the economy of raising 
and marketing beef at different 
ages and weights. Some of the res- 
ults obtained so far indicate that 
baby beef can best be produced in 
areas where there is an abundance 
of grain and pasture and rough- 
age is in short supply. Since they 
are. marketed much younger, the 
turnover {s greater and thus baby 
beef 1s better adapted to farming 
enterp’43es {n which the overhead 
is relatively high. On the other 
hand, marketing animals as two- 
year-olds makes maximum use of 
roughages and pastures. Yearlings 
are more or less intermediate. Al- 
though other factors must be taken 
into consideration such as markets, 
available buildings, skill and ex- 
perience of the operator, it would 
appear that the decision as to 
which type of beef production 
would be most suitable for a par- 
ticular farm or district will de- 
pend largely on the kind and am- 
ount of crop and pasture produced 
on the farm or in the district. 


EGGS LONG FLIGHT 

Despite a 7,000-mile journey and 
a delay at customs, a 51 per cent 
hatch was achleyed from 144 eggs 
flown from Australia to Upland 
California, U.S.A. The eggs were 
those of Australorps, intended to 
improve the strains of Australorp 
flocks in America. It is believed 
that these were the first pedigreed 
eggs flown from Australia to the 
United States, 

The estimated cost for each 
chick hatched, after taking into 
account purchase price, transport 
charges and incubation costs, was 
about $4. 


FEED CONSERVATION 

Feed conservation {s being urged 
upon: farmers in the United States 
and particularly those in grain 
deficit areas, The measures empha- 
sized in order to conserve grain 
are; holding down the market 
weight of hogs and finish of beef 
cattle, keeping poultry: well culled, 
and making full use of pasture and 
forage for dairy and other Tive- 
stock production.

HARD COATED SEEDS 

Some seeds, particularly clovers 
and alfalfa, contain large numbers 
of so-called hard seeds, that is 
seeds with extremely tough sced- 
coats. This one of nature’: methods 
of assuring that seeds under all 
circumstances will perpetuate the 
species, as the hard seeds remain 
dormant in the soil for long periods 
and so maintain a continuous 
growth of the plant over many 
seasons. Under modern methods 
of cultivation and seeding, this 
may also be something of a disad- 
vantage, as for example with Tart- 
arian buckwheat, which will go in- 
to long periods of dormancy in the 
soil, and under such conditions is 
considered to be a troublesome 
weed in wheat-growing areas of 
the Prairie Provinces, 


HATCHING TURKEYS 

“Turkey hatching, as a farm 
practice, is rapidly disappearing in 
Ontario and elsewhere in Cana- 
States J. R. Cavers of the 
Poultry Department, Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College, Guelph. “Last 
year the change-over to commer- 
cial hatching was particularly 
marked. Over five times as many 
turkey poults were sold by the Ap- 
Proved Hatcheries across Canada, 
as compared with 1946. 

Turkey growers have looked for- 
ward to the day when they could 
buy day-old poults as readily as 
day-old chicks, One reason for the 
delay has been the poor hatches 
frequently encountered with turkey 
eggs. They haye been a risky pro- 
Position for the hatcheryman. The 
sharp increase in the commercial 
hatching of turkeys indicates that 
the situation is improving. In 
other words, turkey breeders are 
learning to feed and manage their 
flocks so as to produce satisfactory 
eggs for hatching. 

The first essential 
tility. This is more of a problem 
with turkeys than with chickens, 
especially in the heavy broad- 
breast type of turkey. The males 
may be poorly balanced or front 
heavy. This interferes with suc- 
cefsful mating. Selection for better 
balance js showing good results 

However, we find tn field studies 
that the problem of infertility in 
turkeys is over-emphasized. Many

jof the so-called clear eggs candled 


out by the hatcherymen as infertile 
are actually early dead embryos. 
A group of eggs may be reported 
as 20 ‘per cent clear or infertile, 
whereas careful breaking out may 
reveal only 10 per cent infertile or 
clear eggs. Dead embryos represent 
a much great problem than infer- 
tillty in the average hatch of tur- 
key eggs. 

Hatching power of turkey eggs 
depends in large measure upon the 
feed consumed by the breeding 
flock, The present tendency is to 
confine turkey breeders indoors, or 
to start hatching before pasture 
is available outdoors. In either case, 
a carefully and completely balan- 
ced diet is essential if the eggs are 
to hatch well. Egg production can 
ba quite satisfactory from a diet 
that is poor for hatching purposes. 
Moreover, turkeys need a richer 
dosage of certain vitamins for hat- 
ching purposes than do chickens. 
All of which means that the tur- 
key breeding flock needs a feed 
designed especially to promote 
high hatching power. 

There are, of course, other fac- 
tors besides feed which affect hat- 
ching power in eggs. Some lines of 
breeding undoubtedly surpass oth- 
ers from the standpoint of hatcha- 
bility. The new federal policy for 
turkey breeders involves progény 
testing which should help to re- 
veal high hatching familles.. 

Another factor is the care given 
the eggs. Turkey eggs are likely to 
get badly chilled on cold days un- 


less extra care js given. On the 
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‘other hand, {t 1s a mistake to hold 
hatching eggs at too high a tem- 
perature. Once the animal heat is 
out of the eggs they should be kept 
at about 55 degrees F. and not over 
/60 degrees F. until ready to set 
jin the incubator. 

| The final stage in hatching tur- 
keys 1s, of course, incubation, This 
\{s another special job, since con- 
| ditions suitable for chickens are 
{not necessarily the best for turkey 
eggs. Some manufacturers have de- 
vised machines which take turkey. 
requirements into account, Now 
jthat turkey hatching has become 
la commercial job, greater progress 
may be expected with respect to 
the Incubation of turkey egg5.— 
OAC News. 


IODINE IN SALT IS EASILY 
LOST 

Most farmers feed thelr Livestock 
iodized salt, just as most house- 
wives use it in the preparation of 
meals. In both instances it is used 
for the same reason, as & safeguard 
against goltre. 

It has been known for some 
years that iodized salt loses ‘its 
fodine rapidly, and two scientists 
of the Chemistry Division, Dom- 
{nion Department of Agriculture, 
have conducted experiments to 
find out how this loss can be de- 
layed, and the best methods of 
storing and feeding in order to 
assure that iodine is still active. 

The scientists, W.M. Davidson 
and C.J. Watson, writing in 
Scientific Agriculture, make some 
practical suggestions which will 
benefit the farmer’s pocket book 
and make for healthier livestock. 
They found that all the iodine in 
two month’s exposure to pasture, 
and that treatment with chemicals 
did not help the blocks to retain 
their iodine content. The authors 
make a simple recommendation; 
only put out in the pasture as 
much iodized salt as the animals 
will lick up in a few days. 


loses the iodine too, but not as 
fast as in pasture. When fed in 
the stall it will hold a fair amount 
so it is a wise precaution to limit 
the quantity put out to an amount 
that will be consumed in less than 
two months. Iodized rock salt will 
keep well for about nine months 
if stored in a dry place in its 
original container, Iodine in loose 
salt stored in glass jars will remain 
stable for periods pip to fifteen 
months. 


ADVANCED REGISTRY jr 
PUREBRED SWINE. cI 

An opportunity for breeders of 
purebred swine to test the utility 
of their breeding stock on a uni- 
form basis throughout Canada is 
provided by the Advanced Registry 
for Purebred Swine. This service 
is administered by the Production 
Service, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. Standards of qualifi- 
cation of sows by the Advanced 
Registry Board. The standards are 
recognized by the Canadian Swine 
Breeders’ Association and the pedl- 
gree certificates of swine include 
evidence of -Advanced Registry 
Status. Test piggeries are mann- 
tained by the Livestock Diviston 
of the Production Service at stra- 
tegic points in Canada where litter 
handled uniformly. In 1947 addi- 
tional testing facilities were es- 
tablished and changes were made 
in some details of the carcass re- 
quirements in keeping with the con- 
tinuing necessity of the highest 
standards in purebred swine herds

WHAT ONE PACKAGE OF 

SEED HAS DONE 

Less than 30 years ago, a medical 
missionary, Dr. Ralph Mills, sent 
package of lespedeza seed from 
Korea to the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

Department specialists planted 
the seed at the Experimental 
Farm across the Potomac River 
from Washington. In a cougt of! 
years, they had enough seed for 
trial plantings at several * State 
experiment stations. 
that in the East Central and near- 
by States the new crop made good 
hay and pasture on poor, slightly 
acid soils unfit for such crops as 
red cloyer and alfalfa. All in all 
they figure they spent about $75,- 
000 finding out where and how to 
grow the Korean lespedeza the 
missiowary sent them, but the U.S. 
crop of Korean lespedeza is now 
valued at over $200,000,000 a year. 

The farm value of the seed 
crop alone amounts to $20 million 
a yenr. The hay crop runs over $100 
million a year. Of course, it fs 
hard to say exactly what the value 
of the lespedeza pasture ts, but 
the specialists estimate it is prob- 
ably worth over $100 million a year. 
And this estimated $200 million 
hay and pasture valuation does 
not take into account the profit- 
able use of millions of acres of low 
fertillty land made possible by the 
introduction and establishment of 
the Korean lespedeza. This is an- 
other little success story of a plant
